1291.— The Church of "Leithe," one of 2,120 
ancient churches named in honour of the Virgin 
Mary, was valued in the Taasatio of Pope Nicholas 
at £8 ; but the Rector's name is not given. This 
valuation regulated the amount of the taxes paid to 
the King and Pope, with respect to the rectory, until 
the survey of 26 Henry VUL Leigh was then in- 



the Bishopric of Coventry and Lichfield, in the 
Archdeaconry of Chester, and in the Deanery of 
Werinton (Warrington.) 

1316-16.— The advowson was vetted in the 
Urmston family. 

1317. — JoKea de Urmytton, inatitated on the pre- 
sentation of D'ns Bob. Holland. This rector died 
die Barth'i Ap*H ult. 

1326,— Henry de Ryxion, cler., presented 12 kal. 
Oct. by William de Urmyston on the death of the 
former rector. 

1341. — InquUiJtio Nonarum, In the year 1340-1 
the value of the Church of ** Leegh " is specified in 
the Nonffi Rolls, which give the result of an Inqni- 
dtion issued by Edward lU., to whom Parliament 
had granted the ninth lamb, the ninth fleece, the 
ninth sheaf in the country, and in cities, &c., the 
ninth of all goods and chateUs, in aid of the king's 
wars, and of the good keeping of the realm. Leigh 
Church was taxed, says this ancient record, to the 
extent of twelve marks (t.«., £S) ; and the parish 
itself to the extent of 18 marks and Is. {i.e„ JB12 Is.). 
The assessment or survey was made by the Abbot 
of Foumeys (John de Cockeram), Edmys de Neville, 
Bictls de Uoughton, and JohSs de Radedyve. Their 
return, which exhibits the comparative value of 
the townships, was as follows : —

The following story of the first erection of 
"musical instruments called church organs,'* in the 
Parish Church of Wigan, may not be unworthy a 
place in the Scrap Book. It is derived from a 
" Return of all the Causes of Doctrine or Discipline 
made to the High Court of Delegates " (House of 
Commons Return, 1868, No. 199, p. 62). The suit 
was promoted in the Consistory Court of Chester, 
and afterwards continued by appeal in the Consis- 
tory Court of York, and the High Court of Dele- 
gates.

Ralph Banks, Centleman, Syndic of the Mayor, 
Bailifib, and Burgesses of the Borough of Wigan, in 
the Diocese of Chester ; and Sir Roger Bradshaigh, 
Baronet ; Ralph Winstanley and Wm. Glaiaebrook, 
parishioners of Wigan, appellanti ; against the 
Reverend and Honourable Edward Finch, Clerk, 
M.A., rector of Wigan ; and William I^oUand and 
William Taylor, Churchwardens, respondents. 

Consistory of Chester, — ^This suit was promoted 
by the appellants against the Rector and Church- 
wardens of Wigan, for having pulled down a 
gallery in the Parish Church, between the nave and 
chancel ; and for having erected in its place musi- 
cal instruments called '* Church organs," without 
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the licence of the Ordinary, or the consent of the 
Mayor, Aldermen, and other parisbioners. 

The 2nd, 3rd, 4th, and 5th Articles of the Fro- 
motors' libel were, in effect, as follows : — 

(2). That the Corporation had from time im- 
memorial " enjoyed particular seats or pews in the 
Parish Church of Wigan," kc., which had been as- 
signed to them ' ' by way of distinction. " 

(3). That ** having but incommodious seats or 
places in the Parish Church of Wigan aforesaid, 
and therein not capable of kneeling and perftftmxng 
their duty in the time of Divine Service as they 
should and ought," they ''did, about twenty years 
since, erect and build, or cause to be erected or 
built, at their own proper costs and chaiges, a 
gallery, at the entrance to the chancell of the said 
church,** of which they had, until shortly before the 
institution of the suit, exclusive and uninterrupted 
enjoyment ; the seats previously occupied by them 
being in the meantime enjoyed by other parish, 
loners. 

(4). That the Rector and Churchwardens had 
pulled down the gallery without licence from the 
Bishop; and, 

(5). That they refused to replace it. 

The defendants* Proctor having opposed the 
admission of these articles of the libel, as being in- 
conclusive, irrelevant, and contradictory, the court 
(on the 23rd February, 1709-10) rejected them. 
Upon this. Banks and the other iVt>moters ap- 
pealed. Coniistory of York, — On being called upon 
to answer the appellants* libel, the Respondents' 
Proctor contended that he was not bound to do so, 
alleging that it did not agree with the Instrument 
or Protocol of Appeal, and he prayed that the four 
rejected articles, which were set out at length in 
the libel of appeal, but had only been referred to 
by their numbers in the Protocol, might be struck 
out of the libel. This was done accordingly by 
order of the court, which, subsequently (on the 
19th October, 17 LO), pronounced against the Appeal, 
and remitted the Cause, with costs. Upon this, the 
Promoters appealed again. Ddegaia, — 22nd Feby . , 
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1710-11. The oonrt, by an Interlooutory Decree, 
ordered *' the artioles of the libel admitted at Chea- 
ter to stand here admitted ; the sabntanoe of the 
other artidea of the libel to be offered by way of 
additional articles .... to be debated neper 
iidimuaione^ on a fatore day " at nine in the morning 
before the Civilians." Subsequently, the 3rd article 
was reformed by pleading the Facvdty (meaning, it 
would seem, the Faculty under which the gallery 
had been erected), and was then admitted, as also 
were some, the additional articles. After some 
further pleadings, a Commission of Adjuncts was 
brought in (22nd May, 1712), by which several 
Peers and Bishops were added to the court. The 
case then came on for hearing, and on the 10th 
June, 1712, the court pronounced sentence against 
the Appeal* dismissed and absolved the Respon- 
dents, imposed " perpetual silence** upon the appel- 
lants, and condemned them in costs. Shortly 
afterwards, however (21st June, 1712), the court 
ordered that a Faculty for a seat should be awarded 
to the appellants. 

The names of the Delegates on the original com- 
mission were: — Sir John Powel, Knigh^ Justice 
of Common Fleas } Sir John Blencowe, Knight, 
Justice of (Queen's Bench ; Sir Robt. £yx«, Knight^ 
Justice of Common Pleas ; Sir Charles Hedges, 
Knight, LL.D., Judge of the High Court of Admir- 
alty ; (John) Bettesworth, LL.D. (Dean of the 
Arches) ; and William Clements, Charles Herriott^ 
and Henry Penrice, Doctors of Laws. 

The following peers and bishops appear to have 
been added to the Court by the Commission of 
Adjuncts : Arthur, Earl of Anglesea ; John, Bishop 
of Ely ; William, Bishop of Uzfoxd ; Philip, Bishop 
of St. David's ; Francis, Lord Guildford ; and 
Thomas, Lord Trevor, Chief Justice of the (Queen's 
Bench* 



[No. 8 }— LEVEB OF LEVER (oo. LAKOASTER.) 

Rev. Edmund Calamy, the ejected minister of 
St. Mary Aldermanbury, London, who died in 
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1666, married, as hU second wife, " Anne Lever, 
of Lancashire,'' who died in 1675. Their eldest 
child bom was bom early in 1646. Something 
more of her parentage and family is desirable. In 
her will she mentioned her brothers, Robert and 
James Lever, and her sister, Jane Medowcroft, 
deceased, and left JB3 to the poor of Darcy Lever.

CBNTURY. 

In a small book now before ns— the short title of 
which is "The Pocket Companion and History of 
Free Masons " (London : Printed for Brother 
Thompton in the Strand, MDOCLXTV.)— is given 
what is professed to be "An exact list of regular 
English Lodges according to their seniority and 
constitation." The number of Lodges enumerated 
is 145, and those in Lancashire are : — 

No. 41.— King's Head at Salford, near Man- 
chester, first Monday in the month. 

No. 76. — ^New King's Arms at Leigh, in Lanca- 
shire, Febmary 22, 1731. 

No. 93. — A private room in Bolton Lee-moors, in 
Lancashire, next Wednesday to every full moon, 
Nov. 9. 

No. 104.— Red Lion at Bury, in Lancashire, next 
Thursday to every full moon, July 26, 1731. 

No. 132. — George, in Tyth-Bam-street, in liver- 
pool. 

Although reference is made to the entry in the 
diary of Elias Asbmole, the founder of the Ashmo- 
lean Museum at Oxford, referring to his initiation 
as a Freemason at Warrington, on the 16th of 
October, 1646, no Warrington Lodge is included on 
the list ; and a note in pencil states that the list 
given is "very incorrect." Editor. 



[No. 5.1--R0GKR LOWE'S DIARY. 
In 1876, copious extracts from the quaint diaiy 
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of Roger Lowe appeared in the ** Local Gleanings" 
of the ManehuUr Courier, and sabeeqnently tiie 
entire diary was printed in the Chronide "Scrap 
Book." In both cases interesting notes were 
added, but in neither was there any reason assigned 
for its abrupt termination. The last entry is dated 
December 30, 1678, and as Roger Lowe was dead 
before the 22nd April, 1679, in all probability the 
illness of which he died came upon him soon after. 
He died intestate, and administration of his estate 
was granted on the 6th May, 1679, to Emma Lowe, 
his relict. A note of this ^t, with a transcript of 
the inventory of his goods, as preserved in the Pro. 
bate Court of Chester, and dated April 22, 1679, 
I have already communicated to "Local Clean* 
ings/' In the Act Book at Chester he is described 
as a "husbandman," that is a man of lower rank to 
a yeoman, not as we now understand it, an agri- 
culturist. The inventory, however, shows that he 
was a trader, as there is a very heavy item for 
"goods being in the shop," probably those en* 
trusted to him for sale by his former master at 
Warrington. In order that readers of the ChrotMe 
"Scrap Book" may have the same information 
before them, I ask the insertion of the annexed 
details.

DOGUMEKT No. 71. 

Whereas by Decree of the right Honorable the 
Chancellor of the Dutchy Court at Westminster It 
is ordred and adjudged tiiat the minister who shall 
from tyme to tyme officiate in Hindley Chappell 
shall be Ejected and nominated in such maimer as 
hath been hitherto used & that such minister shall 
be Duly qualified for the Ilxerdse of the ministers 
£function according to the Laws of this Kingdom 
and that such minister soe elected ought to be 
ordained lycensed ft qualified according to Law 
& the Ecclesiastical constitutions of this Kingdom 
And the s^ Decree being Solemnly pronounced in 
the sd court and since Registered & recorded soe 
that all persons are obliged to take notice thereof 
at their periU, And whereas their usual way or 
manner of Ejection of a minister hath been by the 
Ffeoffes and inhabitants of the (^happelry of tliud- 
ley afors<l. We therefore the Ffeoffes or Trustees 
for the sd Chappel and the Donations thereunto 
belonging Doe hereby give notice to the rest of the 
Ffeoffes and all the Inhabitants that we appoint ft 
desire them to meet together in the sd Chappel or 
Chappelyard upon Thursday the twenty third Day 
of this Instant June between the hours of nine ft 
twelve of the clock in the aforenoon then ft there 
to Elect such Minister soe duly qualified or to ad- 
joume the Election to some other convenient day 
as they shall then ft there agree upon. Aud to the 
end due notice may come to the knowledge of all 
persons concerned we desire these prseut4i may be 
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fixod on the sd Chappell Door on Sunday next and 
every day afterwards untill the sd twenty third day 
of this Instant June And that a messenger be sent 
to the Ff eoffes and Inhabitants at their usual places 
of abode to give them personall notice thereof if 
they can be conveniently mett with.

Anno Dm 1698.

War- 
wick, parchased the advowBon of the Rectory of 
Westldgh, in Lancashire. (Pat. 23 Deniy VI., p. 2., 
m. 21.) It was the last acquisition made by the 
Priory.—Dttgdale's Monaitie(m Anglic, Ed. 1830» 
vi. 406.

1483. — W», Vrmuton, institated 2 Aug., <m the 
death of Percy vail. 

1504.— (?i/6eri HUiM, institated 22 July. He 
was presented either by the Prior and Convent of 
Erdebury (Gastrell), or by Master Randolph Ampt- 
well (Piccope*s note), on the resignation of Urme« 
ston.

1634-6. — In the VaXor EedmaMtieun, compiled in 
the 26th year of the reign of Henry VIII.— a 
record which has been described as a kind of 
Domesday of Church property, since it contains 
surveys of the possessions of the Church with the 
annual value of all the benefices— the rectory is 
said to be appropriated to the monastery of Erd- 
bury, and of the annual value of jB38 10s. less the 
reprises and the Vicar's stipend, which latter was 
set down at JB9, the king s tenths being 18s. The 
entry is as follows : —

The GWse of Hindl^ Chapell. 

The Inhabitants of Hindley in ye Parish of Wigan 
in ye County of Lanctr being many of them more 
then two miles distant from ye Pmish Charch Did 
for tiieir Ordinary Ease of hearing divine Service 
preaching &e in ys yeare 1641 Erect a Ghappell or 
place of Oratory in hyndley at ye charg of Severall 
oontribators when ye Act of UniformitySth Elizabeth 
Did Injoyn ye Service of ye Church & Conformity 
in all Pttfish Churches ChapeUs & Oratoryes which 
said Chapell was erected by and with the allowance 
and consent of the then Biah. of the Diocese and 
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the donaoona made (wherewith the same is now 
endowed) Either by Conformable men or in-Con- 
formable funds or both and yt this Chappell aooord- 
ing to the intent of its Erection & endowment was 
snpplyed by conforming orthodox Divines nntill the 
times of Usurpation when it (as all other Churches 
and Chappells) was possest of nonoonfomusts and 
soe continued till the yeare 1662 at which time the 
then Minister of the Chappell refuseing to Conforme 
according to the act of 14c Car* sedi wch Injo3ms 
the service of the Church of England ftc was by 
the appointmtt of the then Bish. of the Diocess 
turned out and a conformable Divine put in his 
Room and has soe continued ever since through 
many Successions until July last when their In. 
oumbent Dyed after whose Death a Conformist 
was Desired to officiate there by most of the In- 
habitants but was opposed by Mr. Green and some 
other Dissenters who ptend that they are Ffeoffees 
for the ground on which the Chappell stands and 
therefore it was in their power to appoint such a 
Minister as they pleased alledging yt ye last para- 
graph in the Act for exempting their Masters Pros- 
testants subjects Dissenting from the Church of 
England from the penalties of oertaine Lawes 
pnnitted them to certifie this Chappell as a place 
for the religious worshipp of Dissenters to the Bish. 
of ye Diooess or to tlie justices of y« peace att the 
Quarter sessions which the said Mr. Green very 
industriously Laboured and at the next Quarter 
Sessions held at Ormskirke tendered a certificate to 
have this Chappell recorded as a place for the wor- 
ship of Dissenters but failing there within some 
few Daies afterwards hee made further application 
to the Quarter sessions at Manchester to have his 
said Certificate recorded which was there likewise 
denyed him But that Mr. Green might receive all 
possible satisfaction the sessions were adjourned to 
the SherifiTs table att Lane' where were p^sent 28 
Justices who were all of opinion save one that the 
Clarke of the place ought not to record Mr. Green's 
Certificate nor that Hindley Chappell bee by their

1552. — 4 Oct. An Inventory of the Church 
€k)od8 (bells, plate, vestments, &g.,) was taken by 
order the King, to guard against their embezzlement. 
The Commissioners (the Earl of Derby, Sir Thomas 
Gerrardof Bryn, Bint., and Thos. Boteler of Bewsey, 
Esq.) bound over the Vicar and Churchwardens to 
produce the property when called upon. The par- 
ticulars of this inventory are in Lancathire Church 
Ooods, 1552, now in the press for the Chetham 
Society. 

1557. — Soger Pdden instituted 30 Aug. on the 
presentation of Thomas Leyland of Morleys, Esq, 
and John Urmeston of Westley [West Leigh], gent., 
pro hoc vice, on the death of Bichard Clark. 
Thomas Leyland was the son and heir of Sir 
William Leyland, Knight, and died in 1564. Felden 
was convicted of simony in 1574 or earlier. On 4 
Oct. of the year last named his will was proved. 

1562. — At a ViEdtation about this time the fol- 
lowing names appear : —

Dns Simon Bradshaw cor* (comp*t et ex't sab.). 

1574. — Robert Eatoun was instituted 16 Oct., on 
the presentation of William Downham, Bishop of 
Chester. 

1575.— 26 Deer., 28 Deer., 1 Feb. 1576. There 
were "great disorders *' in the parish owing to Mr. 
Atherton, of West Leigh, having placed a new 
curate in Leigh Church without the consent of Mr. 
Bobert Eaton, the Vicar. The old curate was Sir 
Horrockes, formerly the chantry priest of St. Mary 
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in Leigh Church, whom the parishioners fftvonred. 
The Vicar's cnrate was Sir Henry Widdenstall 
whom the aggrieved parishioners called "a boy." 
On Wednesday in Passion week (11 April, 1576), 
Eaton being then absent at Oxford, Sir Horrockes 
was put in as curate by Mr. Langley, Mr. Ather- 
ton's steward, without the Bishop of Chester's ad- 
mittance ; and Langley, threatening to pluck the 
surplice off his back, said he should not serve there 
if he were as well learned as the Dean of St. Paul's, 
i.0., Alexander Nowell, a Lancashire man. Eaton's 
complaint continues : — "On Good Friday [20 Apl] 
BatcHffe the sexton hid the Books, so that my 
Curat could not say Morning Prayer until the Erie 
of Derby his I're came to discharge Sir Horrockes ; 
and this Ratdiffe [he was a tooth-drawer] is very 
onfit for his office being dronke twise every daie 
and hath abused my Curat in words and lay in his 
way to beat him with a Hasolarde [a long dagger] 
and so had done but for on Richd Urmston : but on 
Whytsonday [10 June] after evening prayer he did 
skyrmish with my curat in the town before a great 
company and thereupon iij honest men came to Jtfr. 
Urmston and me to have them made friends, but 
we would not deal in yt." {Lancashire Chantries, 
pp. 271-2). On Sunday, 30 Nov., 1588, Mr. Eaton 
was preaching at New Park, the Earl of Derby's ; 
but I since find that this Mr. Eaton was a clergy- 
man of the same name, who was Vicar of Great 
Budworth, in Cheshire. 

1597. — One John Diccon, Diccins, or Dickens, 
was " preacher at Leigh," and was mixed up in a 
case of exorcism of devils in the house of Nicholas 
Starkie, of Cleworth Hall, in this parish, gentle- 
man. Diccon, who believed that it was a genuine 
case of dispossession, wrote a book on the subject, 
which may hereafter be referred to.

? — Cfermee Lowe, The date of his institation 

is not given. In deeds at Chester he is named as 
Vicar in September, 1697, and 20 April, 1609. Mr. 
Wordey (Hiet, Leigh Churdi, App. page ▼.) states 
that ereiy page of the Pariah Registers, from 1560 
to 1616, is signed "Grervase Lowe, Vicar." He 
was not Vioar all this period, as is seen by the 
dates of Eaton's occupancy of the vicarage; and 
the only explanation tiiat can be offered is that 
Vicar is not in these entries used in the technical 
sense, bat in the broader sense of deputy s 
vicfurius. 

1606 eirea —A Mr. Palin was Curate or Lecturer, 
in the parish in the time of Vioar Lowe ; for while 
Richard Mather (bom in Lowton. in Winwiok, in 
1596), who became the father of several influential 
mimsters of that name, was being educated at Win- 
wick School, four miles from his home, he benefited 
materially from this otherwise obscure Curate, 
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Mather's biographer has pat the following on re- 
cord : — ** It was a singular Providence and a great 
Mercy to yonng Mather, for that whilst he was yet 
in his Minority, he enjoyed the pablick Ministery of 
one Mr. Paling who was then Preacher at Leayh, of 
whom he wonld say that the Remembrance of that 
Man was comfortable and honourable in his 
thoughts^ even in his Old Age, tho his knowledge of 
him was in his Childhood ; for he observed then 
such a plain, powerful, and piercing efficacy in Mr. 
PoZin's Ministry as was not to be found in the com- 
mon sort of Preachers in those days, by means 
whereof sooK^ illumination, tho not a thorough Con- 
version, was wrought in him." (Page 127 of Lives.) 

1616. — James Oregson, on the death of Gervase 
Lowe, was presented by Richard Urroistone. 

X619. — A caveat was entered by Thomas Howard, 
Earl of Hartford, who claimed the advowson of 
Leigh from his great grandfather, Charles Brandon, 
the Duke of Suffolk. 

1620. — James Qatley, or Gattlyffe (so his signature 
appears in 1642), instituted 2 May by the same 
Richaid Urmistone, on Gregson^s death. Li his 
time, the Bishop of Chester, John Bridgeman, held 
on Inquisition, 1636, into the value of the Rectory. 
(Wordey*s flwt, p. 20 seq.) Gattlyffe was Vicar 
on the breaking out of the civil war. tie was buried 
at Leigh, 24 Nov., 1645 ; and on the 4th February, 
1646-7, Marie, wife of Mr. James Gatley, minister 
of the Word of God, was buried at Manchester. 

1646. — Mr. Bradley Hayhurst was instituted by 
the new authority. He appears in the Ordinance 
of Parliament, which erected Lancashire into nine 
Presbyterian Classes, and he is described as ''of 
Leigh." Leigh was in the Fourth Classis, consist- 
ing of the parishes of Warrington, Winwick, Leigh, 
Wigan, Holland, and Prescot. Bradley Hayhurst 
remained Vicar of Leigh until 1662. The names of

1645. — For the increase of the maintenanoe of th® 
Vicarage, on 8 September, £50 was ordered to be 
paid out of the Rectory, sequestered from Mr. 
Kichard Unnston, " a Papist.' 

1649.— It being reported, 31 st October, that the 
last-named angmention had produced JB15 ISs. 4d. 
over the £50, it was ordered that instead of these 
snms the Vicar should henceforth have one mes- 
sage and tenement with a horse-mill, and five acres 
of land, more or less in the possession of James 
Bivington, being of the yearly value of JB6 13s. 4d., 
and the tithe-corn of Pennington of the yearly 
value of £42 lOs., and half of the tithe-oom of 
Bedford of the yearly value of £21 lOs Od. [making 
altogether £70 13s. id.], all part of the impropriate 
rectory sequestered from Richard Urmston. 

1650. — ^The Vicarage was surveyed for the State. 
It was returned that Westley had a Vicarage house, 
eight acres of land, and one cottage, worth £8 per 
annum ; one other house called Nowell-houae, and 
a horse-mill, worth £8 14s. 8d., received by Mr. 
Ilayhurst, who was oonstant in praaohing the word 
and in all ministerial duties. The tithes of West 
Leigh are sequestered for the delinquency of 
Richard Urmston, Esq., and the profits being £124 
8s. 2d., and a Parsonage-house^ are received by the 
Agents of Sequestrations for the use of the States 
some parts of which go to the State, and the 5th 
belongs to the daughters of the said Mr. Urmston. 
The surveyors oonceived that one-half of the said 
Parsonage and demesne lands belonged to the 
Parish Church of Leigh, as church land. The tithe- 
corn of Pennington, being £40 per annum, is settled 
on Mr. Hayhurst by order of Parliament. The 
privy tithes, worth 13s., belong to Mr. Urmston, 
the impropriator. The higher side of Bedford has 
tithes belonging to the Vicar of Leigh, now received 
by Mr. Hayhurst^ worth £20 per annum, part of 
the said £124 8b. 2d. The lower aide tithes have 
been received by Mn. Agnes Travis for eight years 
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pasti and belonged to Bicbard UrmBton, of Kink* 

nail (ne), gent., wortb iB4 13b. id., and due and 

paid to Mr. Urmston of tbe paraonage^ bat now 

aeqaestered for bis delinquency, and received by tbe 

pablio. If paid in kind tbey would be wortb £S0,

15. To the 16th interogatory he saith he did well 
know James Snape deed in the interogatory named 
and was by and present when the said James Snape 
about five years agone appeared before the oomn 
for charitable uses in the town Hall of Wigan and 
being swome to give his testimony touching the 
matters in Question did give in evidmce that Mrs,

the said money one Mr. Robt. Bradshaw was then 
iwiniatAr of the Bsid chappcll and that he the said 
Mr. Bradshaw was a person conformable to the 
church of England and the liturgy thereof & 
preached the funerall sermon of him the sd Edward 
Green after his decease. 

27. To the 27th interogatory he saith that he 
very well remembers Mr. Dennis in the interr. 
named was minister of Bindley Chappell 
and that as he remembers and believes he 
was succeeded by one Mr. Atherton, and that 
Mr. Atherton was succeeded by Mr. John Wood, 
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who Wft8 sacceeded by Mr. BichAid Croston, who 
WM flmcceeded by the afore-named Mr. Robert 
Bradflhaw, who was succeeded by Mr. Samael 
Shaw, who was succeeded by Mr. James Shaw, in 
the intenog seyerally named all which said persons 
were conformable to the Chorch of England and 
the litnigy thereof and saith that the said Mr. 
Bradshaw had a license from the Bishopp of this 
Diooess to officiate in the said chappell and that he 
this deponent hath seen the same and believes some 
others of the said ministers had likewise licenses to 
preach and officiate in the said chappell bat which 
of them in particular had snch licenses he knows 
not. 

28. To the 28th interogatory he saith that he never 
knew yt the feofees or Tmstees of the said George 
Green ever pretended to choose a minister to officiate 
at the said chapell until the last election that the 
exceptant John Green made snch a p'tenoe but that 
during all the time of this Deponents Remembrance 
the said minister was chosen by the inhabitants of 
the chappell or the greater part of 'them and that 
when they met together upon yt occasion they 
always proposed and di scoursed of choosing a con- 
foroiable Minister or else (as some of them usually 
expressed) the chappell doors would have been 
locked up, and further saith that when the afore- 
named Mr. James Shaw was elected minister of the 
said chappell he this deponent with several other* 
of the said inhabitants repaired to Mr. Wroe now 
Doctor of Divinity and Warden of Manchester but 
then curate of the said parish church of Wigan in 
order to have the said Mr. Shaw licensed to the 
said chappelry which said Doctor (after he had dis- 
coursed the said Mr. Shaw) promised to recomend 
him to the Bishopp for the purpose aforesd which 
said Bishop was also Rector of the said parish 
church of Wigan. 

29. To the 29th interogatory he saith that he very 
well remembers yt Mr. John Wood, Mr. Robert 
Bradshaw, and Mr. James Shaw, during the re- 
spective times of their officiating at the said 
chappell did frequently goe to the Parish Church 
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«f Wigan at Xinas Baater and Whitsanday to 
Assist the curate there in reading prayers preach- 
ing and administriing of the Sacrament and yt 
they equally gave notice thereof in the said 
Chappell upon the Lords day ne::t preceding and 
invited their Auditors to goe with them or come to 
the Sacrament and that he this deponent k many 
of the heads of the said inhabiting familyes did 
frequently go to the said Parish Church and receive 
the said Sacrament accordingly.

The following memorandum is written at the 
beginning of a book which is deposited in the chest 
in the vestry of All Saints* Church, Hindley. 

—Editor. 

The under-written Memorandum relating to the 
Chapel of Hindley is thought worthy of preserva- 
tion. It is copied from an old paper now in the 
possession of William Chisnall, Chapel Clark, and 
seems to have been part of the Instructions to the 
Solicitor of the Court of Chancery for the Duchy 
of Lancaster, pending the suit between the Con- 
formists and Nonconformists, inhabitants of Hind- 
ley. On the back of the paper is written — John 
Bridgeman, S.T.P., Rector of Wigan and Bangor, 
Prebendary of Litchfield and Peterborough, was 
elected Bishop of Chester March 15. 1618. Died 
1657 or 58. 

Memorandwn.'-To prove the Distance the In- 
habitants of Hindley are from their Parish Church 
and their going to Chester to obtain leave 
from the Bishop (who was also Par- '^ 
son of Wigan) to build a Chapel 
for the ease of the Inhabitants, 
which the Bishop gave his consent 
to, and immediately afterwards 
they set about the work. The 
Chapel was finished in 1641 by 
several Persons in that Town who 
were called undertakers, and 
others that contributed to have 
scats in the Chapel.

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The Chapel built in 1641, when the statute of 
Ist Elizth enjoyned the Service of the Church of 
England, and allowed of no other in any place 
whatsoever, and severe penalties upon all Parsons, 
Vicars, Ministers, &c., who refused or used any 
other form than that which was prescribed by that 
Act, and upon all persons that procured or main- 
tained them in so doing; and tho the Erectors 
might have some other end in it, yet the Law ap* 
propriated it to that use that all other Churches 
and Chapels were that were within the compass of 
that Act. 

That it was a place for publick Worship its Evi- 
dent, both from the words of the Deed which gives 
the Land, and so within the said Act, but if not

THE VICARS.— Continued. 
1659. — ^An exemplification of a writ of diem elauaii 
extretnum passed the seal of the Coonty Palatine, 
29 March, 1659, upon the death of Bichard Urm- 
ston, when the manor of Weetleigh appears to have 
been in danger of sequestration, and it was neces- 
sary to issue a quietue, dated 24th January, 1660. 
A eapereedeae, dated November, 12 Charles II. 
(L660), finally discharged the estate from aeqtte8tr»> 
tion. (Baines ii., 193-194.) 

1662. — Mr. Bradley Hayhnrst would seem to 
have vacated the Vicarage of Leigh beforo the year 
1657, not in 1662 as formerly stated In the year 
1657, Henry Newcome, then of Manchester, tried 
to move him to Gawsworth, near Macclesfield, 
which he himself had left. The two ministers wero 
intimate friends ; and, about the years 1661-2, they 
were often in each other's company, debating on 
their conduct in relation to coming ecclesiastical 
changes, liayhurst was apparentiy then living in 
Manchester. The Vicarage of Leigh being vacant, 
it reverted to its former owners, and it was filled 
^up before St. Bartholomew's day. Calamy does 
not in consequence claim Hayhurst as an Ejected 
Minister, for the latter conformed at Macclesfield.

1696| 15 April.— (7eori76 Ward, presented on the 
death of Harrison by Bichard ShutUeworth (per- 
haps the son of Frances Urmston's first husband, 
Mr. Bichard Shuttleworth, of Bedford, who died 
1650), Anna Mossocke, and others (Baines). Ecton, 
in his Thuawru$ Refrum SccUnoiUcairunh 1742, p. 
740, mentions Mr. Shuttleworth and others as 
patrons in 1696. He also adds "Mr. Missock and 
others. " Ward remained Yicar until 1733-4.

Buried at Disley, Cheshire^ Jane 2nd, 1758, Mr. 
Joseph Watson, in the 105th year of his age. He 
was bora at Moaeley Common, in the Paridi of 
Lei|^, in the Comity of LaaoMter; and manied 
his wife from BtcheUs, near Manchester, in the aaid 
eoonly. They were an happy ooople 72 years. 
She died in tlie 94th year of her age. He waa 
parkkeeper to the late Peter Leigh, Esq., of lime^ 
and his father need to drive and ahow red deer to 
most of the nobility and gentry in that part of the 
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kingdom, to the gaoflsil latisfaetioii of all wlio 
ever law them ; for he oonld have driven and oom« 
mended them at his pleaenreb m if they had been 
common homed cattle, In the reign of Qaeen 
Anne^ Sqnire Leigh was at liaodesfield. In 
Cheshire^ !n company with a namber of gentlemen* 
anumgrt which was Sir Bpger Ifaaon, who waa 
then one of the members for the said ooaaty ; they 
being merry and free, Sqoire Le^ said his keeper 
should drive IS brace of staffs to the Forest of 
Windsor, a present to the Qaeen. Sir Boger op- 
posed it with a wager of 600 guineas, si^jring that 
neither his keeper nor any other person oonld drive 
18 brace of red deer from lime Park to Windsor 
Forest on any aoooontb So Squire Lei«^ accepted 
the wager from Sir Boger, and immediately sent a 
messenger to lime for his keeper, who directly 
came to his master, who told him he mast imme- 
diately prepare himself to drive 12 brace of stags to 
Windsor Forest for a wager of 600 gnineas. He gave 
the Sqoire, his master, this answer, tliat he would, 
at Ids command, drive liim twelve brace of stags to 
MHndsor Forest, or to any part of the Uogdom by 
his worship's direoticn or he woold lose his life and 
fortone. He nndertook and accomplished this most 
astonishing performanoe^ which is not to be 
equalled in the annals of the most ancient history. 
He waaa man of low statursb not bulky, of a fresh 
ccmpleodon, pleasant countenance, and he beKeved 
he had druik a gpJlon of malt liquor a day, one 
day with another, for above sixty yean of his timeb

Lowe School. — There is in the Township of

triampheth now amongst the Just. Anno Domini, 
1622."' A dwelling house for the Master ajoining 
the School and there the small closes, containing 
about one acre & a quarter of land at eight yards to 
the perch all of which premises are occupied by the 
Master rent free. There is also the sum of iBlSO 
pounds secured by bond given by the Corporation 
of Liverpool bearing date 12 May 1787 with interest 
at 4i p cent, given to Balph Peters, Kobert Holt 
Leigh, and four others, as Trustees of and for Lowe 
School in Hindley. This School is further endowed 
with the yearly sum of JBl charged by Frances 
Duckinlield on Land at Mobberly as more particu- 
larly mentioned hereafter under a Strict h^kd. In 
addition to the advantage the Master derives from 
the occupation of the house and land above men 
tioned he receives from the Corporation of Liver- 
pool which is JBl. 0. ; Mr. Clough in respect of 
Crook Charity £1. 0. ; the Agent of Wilkbraham 
Egerton Esqr. in respect Ducy Clay JBl. 0. 0. In 
1834 Mr. Mathews Low school master taught in the 
old School Chapel Green for about two years was 
derk for Township left 1834. Mr. Mathews left 
about 1834 stopt 8 years. John Pollard entered 
1842 (absent 8 years) left in 1846 was absent again 
up to Nov. 1840, 4 years.

[No. «7.]— NOTES ON THB FAMILY OF URMSTON 

OF WB3TLEIGH. 

(1.) Richard VrmsUm,— In the laat two notes on 
the Incumbents of Leigh, several references wer® 
made to Mr. Richard Urmston and his daughters, 
who owned the advowson of the Parish Church. 
Richard was bom in 1590. On 20th of February, 
1641-2 he and his brother John, and his son in-law 
Richard Shuttleworth, with fifteen other persons 
of the township of Bedford, refused to take the 
Parliamentary Protestation, the inference being 
that they were Roman Catholics. The entire 
Parish of Leigh then contained 972 male persons 
above the age of eighteon ; and of these, 44 were 
Roman Catholics, the greatest number of the latter 
viz., 18, being in the Squire's own township. Under 
the political circumstances of the period, Mr. 
Urmston and his household soon fell into trouble. 
What form this assumed as regards his daughters 
may be seen from a subsequent communication ; 
but the narrative which follows, taken from the 
proceedings of the House of Commons, will show 
how the head of the family was proceeded against, 
and how he acted to save his estates. It is notice- 
able that the proceedings began the very day after 
the parish had taken the Protestation. 

On 21st Feb., 1641-2, Mr. John Moore, M.P. for 
Liverpool, having received permission to name per- 
sons who might be brought up before the House, on 
Mr. Speaker's warrant, there was introduced the in- 
formation of Richard Lathome of Bedford, in the Co. 
of Lancaster, gentleman, taken before Sir Thomas 
Stanley, Bart., John Atherton, Esq., and John 
Hollcroft, Esq., three of His Majesty's Justices of the 
Peace and Quorum within the County of Lancaster. 
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It was thereupon ordered that Mr. Speaker should 
write a letter to those Justices for the apprehending 
and seizing and sending hither of the gentlemen 
named in Mr. Lathom's information, who had 
harboured priests ; and Mr. Moore and Mr. Kirby 
(M.P. for Lancashire) were to prepare the letter; 
and the Sergeant was to send a messenger express 
to carry the letter. The letter was accordingly 
written, and later on in the Parliamentary proceed- 
ings of the same day it was pat to the vote that 
Rich. Bradshawj Rich. Urmpeton, Rich. Sale, and 
Rich. Shattleworth should forthwith be sent for as 
delinquents by the Sergeant-at-Arms attending on 
the House ; and all officers of the several counties 
through which they should pass were respectively 
required to be assistant to the Sergeant and his 
Deputy in the execution of the order. It was 
ordered thereupon that Richard Lathom should be 
brought up in safe custody, but not as a delinquent^ 
nor at his own charges. He was to be brought up 
severally, and not permitted to speak with Brad- 
shaw or any other of the delinquents at any time. 
On the following day it was ordered that Mr. 
Reignolds (Qy. Mr. Reynolds, M.P. for Hindon, 
WUts.) and Mr. Usle (M.P. for WiDcbester) do 
search the trunk of Mr. Urmston at Mr. Elton*a 
chamber in the Inner Temple. 

Mr. Urmston and the other delinquents named 
in the Parliamentary order seem to have been duly 
taken into custody. On the 11th March, 1641-2, a 
committee formerly apxwinted to examine Urmston 
was revived, and it was instructed to examine 
Lathom. On the 6th of the following month he was 
bailed: ''Resolved, upon the Question That Mr. 
Rich. Urmston, now in the Sergeant*s.cuBtody, be 
forthwith bailed, who, as the House is informed, 
hath taken the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy.'* 

Mr. Lathom, of Bedford, was a staunch Protest- 
ant, and headed the list of the Protesters of Bed- 
ford. Richard Bradgshawe («ic) and Richard Sale, 
gent., are include^ auiongat the recusants of the 
same township along with Richard Urmston Esquire.

William le Boteler, Lord of Warrington, was 
summoned to Parliament 23 Edw. I. 1295, 24 Edw. 
I. 1296, and 27 Edw. 1. 1299. He died about 1328. 
leaving issue, but none of his descendants ever re- 
ceived a similar summons, nor were they accounted 
Barons of the Realm. ( Vide Corsthope's Bistorie 
Peerage.) Yot according to modern decisions in 
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similar cases, the writ of summoiis to William le 
Boteler being repeated, a sitting thereunder mnst 
be inferred, and a barony-in-fee was thereby created 
inheritable by his hdirs general I want to know 
who now represents the said Baron William le 

Boteler. 

His direct male line failed in the sixteenth cen- 
tury with Edward Butler, of Bewsey, Esquire, who 
had three sLsters. — 1. Margaret, wife first of William 
Bassett, and secondly of John Main waring, of 
Warton, oo. Chester. 2. Blizaheth married Sir 
Peter Warburton, but died without issue. 3.

1733-4. — WiOiam Fwningkm was ixtstitated 
Bector 14 Jan., on the presentation of W. Raw- 
stone, G. Farrington, and Thos. Hesketh. Mr. 
Farrington was also Beotor of Warrington in the 
year 1767, in which year he was boned there. His 
name is on the largest of the eight bells of Leigh 
Chnroh. He was the seeond or third sea ai William 
Fsnrington, Esq., of Shawe Hall, Leyland, the heir 
of theWorden Estates, and was born in 1704. He 
was of Brasenoee CoUege, B. A. , 1 726; M. A. and B D. 
in 1766. He married Hester, daughter and oo-heiress 
of — Gflbody, of Manchester, Esq. His portrait, 
in the oollection at Worden Rail, which is supposed 
to be the work of his son, Joseph, the landsc^e 
painter, a Royal Academician, and the biographer 
of Sir Joshua Reynolds. This Vicar was the author 
of a posthumous oollection of Sermons on several 
Important Subjects^ a copy of which is ia the pos- 
session of the writer of this note. They were 
printed at Warrington in 1769, and edited by 
Edward Owen, M, A., Rector of Warrington. Cf., 
for further particulars, TJU Orammar SchnU RegitUr 
(Ghetham Soc). i.

nQ1.->fohn Barlow, instituted 25 Deer, (on Mr. 
Farrington*8 death, 3 Aug.,) on the presentation of 
James Scholes. Mr. Barlow diel in Oct. 1784. 
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1777. — A new organ erected. 

1779. — Mr. Barlow was this year ** taken oflF" in 
the CharaeUtistie Strictures of the Rev. Thomas Sed- 
don, whose book of local celebrities supposed that 
those whom he criticises were pictures npon exhibi- 
tion. Vicar Barlow is on view in this gallery as 
Father Paul, i.e., Fril Paolo Sarpi, the well-known 
author of the Hittoryof the CoujieU of Trent, 1619. 
In the absence of any information about Mr. Bar- 
low, it can only be conjectured that Seddon inten- 
ded to satirise Mr. Barlow*s personal appearance, 
and the character of his sermons or studies. The

A dean parchment, in good preservation, with 
legible yellow-brown writing, and dark brownish 
green seal attached, very perfect^ representing the 
rude e£Bgy of a man or woman, in gown, holding a 
aort of branch or aceptre in the right hand.

It has a legend xiO' 
decipherable^ and in the centre an heraldic 
seal, with a device resembling three garbs. 
Ilie Statute Meixxhant as this obligation or bond 
was termed, was a bond of record acknowledged 
before the Clei'k of the Statute Merchant and lord 
Mayor of London, or two mierchants assigned for' 
that purpose, or the bailiff of any borough, &o., 
sealed with the seal of the debtor and the Eling ; 
its condition being that if the obligor pays not the 
debt at the day, execution may be had against his 
body, land, and goods. This sort of bond was 
under the provisions of the statute of Acton 
Bnmel, and the Statute of Merchants, of the 11th 
and 13th year of Edward L Statute Merchants 
were contrived for the security of merchants only, 
to provide a speedy remedy to recover their debts. 
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|mt they were fonnd bo oooveniaat in prscticet, 
thft^th^ were used byothem sojfc in mercantile 
pnrBuitB, and had Tieopme one <^ the common 
assnianoes of England at the period of the deed. 
This bond was executed at Bnmley, and the party 
bound was in all probability Thowiai; the son of 
TfiOMm de BhuitUei»orih, or ShotleBworth.

[ITo. -f/.l^BNQUIBY OONCBRNINQ SLANDKB 
AT LEIGH. T£M1'. HENRY VIII. 

In chapter v. of Fronde's Bittory of Bngland (vol. 
i., pp. 46S-9, ed. 1872) is an account of some de- 
positions taken by the Earl of Derby touching 
alanderouB and unfitting words uttered against 
King Henry Vlll. and his new Queen, Anne, in 
the month of July 1653, a^ report of which 
the Earl sent up to London. Fronde does not 
state, as was the case» that these depositions were 
taken at the town of Leigh, and that 
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if not the offender himself, belonged to the samtf 
neighboarhood. The historian's source of informa- 
tion was the annexed letter, No. czv., printed in 
Elllis's Original LtU&n iUuttrative <Jif Bngliih Hittory 
(Ist series, v<d. ii, p.p. 42*45), who, however, does 
not state where the original is preserved. But either 
the original document* or else a copy which was 
kept by Sir denry Farrington, the E^l's assistant 
in the business, is now preserved in Miss ffarington's 
collection of MSS. at Worden. In this way the 
document has come to be calendared in the VJth 
Jieport of the Ui$torieal MSS. Commii$ion, p. 444, by 
Mr. Horwood ; but it has not been done without 
some inaccuracies in dates, ftc. It was also ab- 
stracted by Canon Baines In The StanUjf Papen, 
pt. ii, p. 24 (voL xx3d. Cheth. Soc.) 

It is a document of some significance. In July, 
1531, Henry VIII., after a union of twenty- two 
years, finally separated from his first wife. Queen 
Catherine. Archbishop Cranmer's sentence nul- 
lifying that marriage was given in May, 1533 ; but 
Henry's actual marriage with Anne Boleyn, which 
could no longer be honourably delayed, occurred 
about St. Paul's day (Jan. 25), 1532-3. Angry dis- 
cussions throughout the country followed on this 
important event, and much freedom of speech waa 
indulged in. Differences of opinion created par- 
tisans ; and there were persons in every parish who 
were unneighbourly enough to report to the 
Council treasonable words occurring in the con- 
versation of friends. Froude says (voL i., pp. 
310, 365, and generally chapter iv., entiUed 
*' Church and State") that an abominable system 
of espionage was established throughout the conn, 
try. Five months after the marriage a Proclama- 
tion was issued, and was affixed to the Church 
doors. It set forth that the Lady Catherine of 
Spain, heretofore called the Queen of England, was 
not to be called by that title any more, but was to 
be called Princess Dowager, and so to be held and 
esteemed. Discontent vented itself in veiy rough 
language, the priests expressing themselves the 
most heartily. Some instances of this ont-spoken- 
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neas are quoted by Fronde in connection with the 
northern and then very remote abbeys of Whitby 
and Fumese. The monks were alive to the issnes 
involved, and the news of the proceedings at Court 
spread quickly from monastery to monastery. 

The Earl of Derby who signs the letter was Lord 
lieutenant of Yorkshire. He was Edward the 
third Earl, who had been brought up as a pupil of 
Cardinal Wolsey. His *< Household Book," 1661* 
has been published by the Chetham Society, being 
an account of his expenditure. His death occurred 
in 1674. Sir Henry Farrington, whose name is 
also afifized to the document, was a zeslous promoter 
of the views of Henry YIIL He was son of Sir 
William Farrington, and was connected with the 
household of the Earl of Derby, and (as Canon 
Baines believes)acted as secretary to that noble- 
man. In 29 Henry VUL he is called the King's 
Farmer, and in 32 and 35 Henry Vm. he was 
Stewaid of the King's Lordship and Fee of Penwor- 
tham. He was afterwards one of the Commissioners 
for the Suppression of the Monasteries, and died at 
the end of 1549, aged 78. 

Sir Bichard CUrke, the Vicar of Leigh from 
1533-4 to 1556-7, was the first witness whose evi- 
dence was taken. In 1561, he was returned as a 
priest of Crostoo, which is the place meant in his 
deposition. He was chantry priest of S. Trinity 
there, and, as such, in 1533 received a pension of £2 
14s. Od. for life.^(Zaitc Chantnes, p. 168.) He 
seems to have been promoted to Leigh for his 
carriage in the present business, just about the time 
that the Vicarage was passing into lay hands. 
His age was 74 in 1548, about which time one of 
bis name attended, with the deigy of Dean, one of 
Bishop Birde's visitations. 

It does not appear in the authorities at my hand 
where the " naughty priest»" Sir James Harrison, 
was stationed. He does not occur amongst the 
Lancashire priests in Henry Vill.'s Valor, The 
family appear to have been of Preston. The words 
which he spoke in reference to the Eling seem to 
mean that Henry's continuance as King should rest 
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onbiB own coadact. "Bering" which is printed 
« bearing** by Froode^ and ''berying" (aa if 
burying) by otben* ia the An^o-Saxon woid for 
behaviour. The last two witneeaea walked %ith 
Harrison from ** Perbdt," i^ Parbold (which ia 
three milea W.X.W. of Standish), to liloclrston, five 
miles aparL. Oa this occasioa Harrison, interested 
in the safety o£ hia order and angry at the invaaioa 
of the sanctity of the sacrament of raarriage» un- 
bosomed himself move freefy. liwaa as Fronde 
remaika^ ''treaaoo, confident of sncoess, and 
arorcely caring to conoeol itself;" adding, in 
refeveinee to the dark speeeh of Dykonaon, who 
was proU^ a kical prophet^ that "Yorkshire 
was prepariDg for reb^Hon and 'the Pilgrimage 
of Grace \" That zebeOwn broke out about two 
yearalateK;

them, aud that nothing but a direct resignation on 
his part would avert the stroke ; that a wise man 
would endeavour to keep himself secure, and a 
good shepherd would strive to for the love of his 
sheep, and that a word is sufficient to the wise. The 
letter was signed " A. B. C." It also appears that 
on the night of the 4ih of September he was as- 
saulted, battered, and wounded. The dispute was 
Inferred to the arbibration of Robert Taylor, of 
Bolton, gentleman ; the Rev. Richard Godwin, of 
Gataker, minister, and the Rev. John Hughes, of 
Bury, minister, who by an instrument dated the 
Ist of June, ordered that he was to resign his office 
on or before the Ist of July, and give np possession 
of the endowment^ and that the trustees should pay 
to him the sum of £31 Ids. 9d. This award was 
not to prejudice the right of the Rev. William 
Davenport to proceed by action at law against the 
writer of the anonymous letters, or the perpetntors 
of the assault.

An interest- 
ing series of papers upon the Willoughbys has re- 
cently appeared in the BdUtm Weekly Journal, in 
which particulars of the descendants of the family 
are folly set forth. With respect to the peerage, 
its extinction is more than doubtful. In conse- 
quence of a most remarkable error in the succession, 
by which the younger line obtained possession and 
for nearly one hundred years enjoyed the honours 
upon the presumption that the issue of an elder 
brother had failed, there is strong reason for be- 
lieving that a new Barony of Willoughby was 
called into existence. If so, this latter dignity 
is now in abeyance between the representatives of 
the two sisters of Hugh 15th Baron, and should at 
any time such representation centre in one indivi- 
dual, the title may at once be claimed and as- 
sumed.

[iVb. ^.]-THE LEIGHS, OF LEIGH, AND THE 
BARONY OF STONELEIGH, CO. WAKWIOK. 

In the first series of the '' Scrap Book " some 
particulars were asked of the claim put forth by 
the representatives of a Leigh family to the old 
Barony of Leigh, of Stoneleigh, co. Warwick. As 
a matter of antiquarian interest the following par- 
ticulars are worth preserving in the *' Scrap Book,*' 
apart from the personal interest attached to them 
by the descendants of Mr. Thomas Leigh, whose 
identity is of course at present only a curious 
speculation. In Notes and Q,\i9rit9 (vol. ▼. March 
26, 1870, p. 316) inquiry was made respecting the 
marriage of Thomas, second Baron Leigh, with the 
daughter of Lord Rockingham, and also respecting 
Thomas, the eldest son by the marriage, who was 
baptized at Stoneleigh 10 March, 1682, and who 
is usually stated to have died an infant, but of 
whom it was proved on the Leigh Peerage trial 
before the House of Lords, in 1828, that no register 
of his burial could be found. The tradition is that 
Thomas survived his father many years, and was 
no other than Thomas Leigh, who was married in 
Leigh Church, 14 April, 1700, and buried there in 
October, 1733. According to the Peerages the 2nd 
Lord Leigh had four sons, two of whom, Thomas and 
Lewis, died young, and Edward who was bom 3 
February, 1764, two years after his brother Thomas 
succeeded to the peerage in 1710. The present 
Barony of Leigh, of Stoneleigh, was created 11 May, 
1839. The statement is made that for an act of 
felony, the mnnlcr of one of his father's servants, 
Thomas Leigh fled from Warwickshire into Lanca- 
shire, and allowod his I'rother to succeed to the 
title on the death of his father, although he 
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hinuelf was the heir to, at least, the title, and sor- 
Tived the sacoession for more than twenty years. 
The identity of Thomas Leigh is apparently alone 
wanting to prove the claim of his being the male 
representative of the original peerage of Leigh, of 
Stondeigh, created in 1648. No confirmation has 
been discovered of the tradition as to Thomas 
Leigh's misconduct. The descent of the present 
heir male is thus traced. The list of Barons is 
taken from Gonrthorpe's Hittorie Peerage,

The second marriage of Thomas Leigh, is said to 
have been necessary from the fact that at the time 
he was under age. Before the second marriage he 
entered into a bond for JB1,000 to the Diocese of 
Chester, and one of the bondsmen was a Doctor 
Leigh of Stoneleigh, Co. Warwick. Thomas Leigh 
died 2 October, 1733, and was buried at Leigh 
Church. His will is preserved at Chester.

The deaths of Edward and his wife, and the 
baptisms of their ohildren are registered at Leigh 
and Newohnroh.

The f oniidation stone of the old 
Bethesda Chapel was laid 23rd August^ 1813, and 
the building was opened for divine worship 21st 
July, 1814. The oost of ereotian was about JBl, 160.

Leigh is a small town in Lancashire, situated in 
a populous neighbourhood. The deplorable ignor- 
P 
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ance and profligacy wbiob prevaQ here need only 
to be known in order to excite the oompaMion and 
benevolenoe of every tme ChristiaD. 

In the year 1805 a small cottage wac opened for 
preaching by the Bev. W. Roby, of Manchester. A 
spirit of hearing has been excited, and there is now 
the most pleasing evidence that many have been 
savingly converted. 

In 1810, the County Union took this place nnder 
their patronage, and at the earnest request of the 
people, appointed Mr. Alexander, late of Fresoot, 
to be the stated minister. Here he preaches three 
times on the Lord's Day ; and four or five times a 
week, as an itinerant in the neighbourhood. A 
church has been formed in Leigh upon the Con- 
gregational plan ; and at present it consists of 26 
members. There is the pleasant prospect of an in- 
crease. Such has been the success of the present 
laborious minister, that the room will no longer 
contain the number of people disposed to attend. 
Their Sunday School, of near 200 scholars, is 
hereby prevented the privilege of hearing the Word 
of Life ; and a much laiger number could be ob- 
tained if there were acconunodation. 

Under all the circumstances, it is of the greatest 
importance that a suitable chapel and school should 
be erected. For this purpose a lot of land has been 
purchased. It is thought the expense of the whole 
will be about ii900. The people engage to raise 
one-fourth, which is more than could be expected, 
considering their humble circumstances, and the 
severity of the times. 

It is, therefore, hoped that the present will not 
be considered as an improper appeal to the benevo- 
lence of the religious public, and this case is cor- 
dially and respectfully recommended to their kind 
attention by the following mimsters : —

The chapel ol Hindley being violently and by 
force taken ont of the hands of the Bight Be veiend 
Father in Qod, Doctor Nicholas Stratford, Lord 
Bishop of Chester, and of some of the FeofiEees in- 
habitants of the said town, honest men and stoat 
opposers of schism and dinsion, in the year of oar 
Lord, 1690, by John Green, of Wigan, and other 
Feoffees and inhabitants of the said town. Dissen-

BapiD AocuMUL^Tioir ov Wbalth.— It is said 
that Sir Robert Plsel, the father of Mr. Feel, is 
possessed of property to the amount of a million or 
two in valnew He became possessed of a calico* 
printing establishment at Bury, in the bosinesa of 
which he was very ably supported by liis partnert 
Mr. William Yates» who died soma years sincob 
much respected on aoooont of his excellent char- 
acter. Sir Robert added to this printing establish- 
ment two others, one at a place called Ramsbottom, 
near Bury, and another at the town of Tamworth. 
Daring many years of the war with France, when 
ff"g^ft?4 comparatively jDMmopoUaed the maiiiifa<v 
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tare and oommerce of Europe, Sir Robert, it is 
nid, had that branch of biuiiness so mach to him« 
■elf (indeed it was then in its infancy in comparison 
to what it is now, aa to the quantity produced) 
that he printed as many as 100,000 pieces U oalioo 
in the coarse of every year for sevenl years, on 
which, at that time, he obtained, it is said, a dear 
profit of a guinea each piece; thus realising for 
many years, for himself and for his partners^ 
100,000 guineas per amiimi. That particular speoiea 
of goods, at that period, was so scaxxM, that the 
bayers used aetoally to seramble for them, even at 
the enormoas ^oftt Sir Robert Peel and his partner 
were realising. The case is now materially altered | 
for owing to the introdaotionof machinery, the pro- 
oesB of printing is so ea^y, in comparison to what it 
was twenty years since, tiiat where there there was 
then aboat one pieoe produced, there are now pro- 
bably twenty. The conneqaenoe is, that the profit 
on each piece is reduced to neaiiy a similar pro* 
portion. S«r Robert is now oat of trade altogether.

Two centuries ago one Randle Collier, a person 
Evidently of subetimtial means, resided in Hindley. 
Nothing is known of him beyond the records pre- 
A^nred of his bounties. Unquestionably, he was a 
benevolent man. All Saints* Ohnroh or Ohapel was 
built in 1641, and like most other new ohnrehes 
both then and since, was at first insufiBoientiy pro- 
vided with a maintenance for the officiating minis- 
ter. In the Table of Bsnefactors hung inside the 
walls of the church, it is recorded that Randle 
CdUier gave houses and land in Hindley to the 
yearly value of iBlO 7b., for the support of the 
minister. References to his Will,— which appears 
to have been dated Sept 8th, 1682,— are met with 
in the papers deposited in the Ohurch Chest, but » 
copy of the Will itself has not been found, although 
Search has been made for it both there and at the 
Diocesan Registiy at Chester. The Linen Cloth 
Charity distributed every New Year's Day, at the 
Sunday School, to the aged and necessitous, >owe8 
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its origin to him. £60 wm given by hia Will for 
the support of this Charity, which sam was aag* 
mented by subsequent benefactors until it reached 
JB151 6s , the amount now vested for its support in 
consols. Every year the hearts of more than 20 
aged people are gladdened and their comforts in* 
creased by the gift of linen doth through his active 
benevolence. His wife followed in his footsteps, 
and devised in her will JB20 for the augmentation 
of the same Charity. The Probate of her Will has 
been kept among the papers of my family, and an 
abstract may be interesting If any of your readers 
can throw any light upon the history of the 
Colliers it would prove of local, if not of wider, in* 
terest. A tradition exists in the Seddon family 
that the CoUiers and the Seddons were connected 
by relationship.

The probate of the Will is dated 30 Oct, 1684, 
the Will being dated 12 September, in the same 
year. The execators to the Will were Balph 
Qreen and Mathew Astley, of Hindley. The tea* 
tator leaves the following puUio bequests:— 
" Item, my will and mind is and I do bequeath to 
Mr. Peter Worthington, Mathew Astlqr, John 
Presootty James Marsh, William Peters, Bobert 
Thomason, Mathew Seddon, and William Cheet- 
bam, of Hindley aforesaid, my trusty friends, the 
sum of Fifty Pounds to bee paid or well secured to 
them by Bichard Tonnge, of Hindley, his heirs or 
assignes, in full satisfaction of a debt of One Hun* 
dred Pounds which hee lately ought to the said 
Bandle Collier, my late husband, nevertheless in 
trust to bee by them the sd Mr. Peter Worthing- 
ton, etc, and the survivour and survivours of them 
his or their heires and successors from tyme to 
tyme for to be sett forth and improved to the best 
advantage, viz. : by purchasing of lands, rents, or 
loans on interest or otherwise, and that all the sd 
yearly benefitt, interest, profit^ and advantage of 
the same shall bee yearlye disposed of, imployed 
onto, or for the only use and behoof e of such ortiio* 
dox preacher or mimster of Cod's Word and sacra* 
ments as for ye tyme beeing is and soe from tyme 
to tyme for ever hereafter shall be lawfully 
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Aatboriied to officiate or preach at or in the 
Chappell or plaoe eommonly called Hindley Chapel, 
within Hindley aforeeatd. for and towards the 
better tnaintenence of midk ndaister and ministerB 
forevw. Item, my will and mind is and I doe 
hereby give and beqneath the snm of fforty pounds 
which is dne to mee by bond from Ralph Sale aad 
William Ranicar unto Mr. Peter Wortbington, etc. 
f same conditions as in former bequest], and that 
all the yearly benefit, etc, bee disposed of in 
manner and forme following, viz, i that the benefit 
snd advantage of the one twenty pounds be honestly 
and justly bestowed on linen cloath to be cquaUy 
and impartially divided at Hindley Chappell upon 
every first day of January yeariye amongst and

Memorandum. — That in the year 1717 and 1818 

there was laid out of the Chapel Stock £46 upon 

the new building at the curates' houses, besides 

iB20 5s. 9d which was gathered from contributors. 

Samuel Lever, Curate. 
Margaret Hart^ of Hindl«y, spinster by her last 
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will and teBtamenti bearing date Aagast the T^ikp 
1727» gave fiTe poanda to the Chapel of Hindley, 
JB3 of which waa afterwarda laid oat in the pnr- 
ohaM of a amall panel of land at the baok of the 
onratea' houses from John Gzeen, and the other 
two pounds were added to the Chapel stock of 
money. Samael Lever, Curate. 

January 10» 173ft.— In the year 1710 ten poonds 
of the Chi^>el's money was lost by the failure of 
Mr. Holme, of Holland, which money was put oot 
to Jiim at interest by Captain Worthington in his 
own name (as Mr. John Fresoott haa often oom- 
plainedtomethe said Captain being no feofiee for 
the Chapel), bnt how the Captain got it into his 
hands I know not. Mr. John Presoott paid me 
from Mr. Holme 12s. for interest July the 90th, 
1700^ due some time in the month of April in the 
same year, which was the last and first money that 
I erer reoeiTed upon this account. I have made 
what inquiry I could after the bond, but could 
never recover it. The loss of this JBIO (I believe) 
is the reason why Mr. Banioars, who^ I suppose, 
wrote the account cm the page foregoing, sets down 
Edward Green's gift as ten pounds only, whereas 
it reelly was twenty pounds (as appears on page 42 
off the old book). Possibly the money lost might 
be part of this legaoycrgifk 

Samnel Lever, Curate. 

Memorandum: Wh May, 1777.— Holt Leigh, 
Esq., paid in to the feoffees of Hindley Chapel the 
JBIOO (a legacy from Mr. Wells to the said Chapel) 
and likewise £21 lOa. 74d., money which belonged 
to the Chapel recovered of Waterworth Bond, both 
which sums were in the hands of Mr. Alexander 
Leigh, his late father. And June 18th next fol- 
lowing Mr. Thomas Guest, of Lowton, paid in j680^ 
money in his hands belonging to the said Chapel, 
and these three sums were applied by the feoffees 
to procure the bounty d Queen Anne to the 
ChapeL 

20th October, 1779— The deeds relating to the 
estate in Hindley (called Bosbottoms) which was 
purchased by the bounty as above were executed 
this day. The purchase money amounted to MSO, 
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of which £200 only were paid out of fhe hounty, 
80 that £45 which were in the huida of Mr. James 
Green, of Lowton (belonging to the Chapel), were 
obliged to be called in. He paid in the last sum 
November 10th« 1780, to^ James Eckersley and 
Robert Ashton, two of the feoffees of the Chapel« 
to make np the deficiency of the £30 in the pur- 
chase money and the expenses attendim this bosi- 
ness, which were considerable as the estate had 
been mortgaged to Lady Mary Stanley, and sho 
was reqoired to join in conveying. There was still 
after a further deficiency, for Mr. Wm. Olaytoa 
(the attorney employed in this affidr) brought in a. 
second demand for expenses, which he sadd had 
been overlooked and forgotten, so that the feoffees 
were obliged to out down some timber, and I, the 
Curate^ gave up half » year's rent to discharge such 
further expenses. Thomas Lever, Gorata. 

The Bev. John Growdson succeeded to the 
ouxaoy of Uindley on the death ol Mr. Thomaa 
Lever. He died December 25th, 1810. 

March 3rd» 1811.— The Bev. Bdwaid Grime sue- 
oeeded Mr. Growdson, and in the same year, 
September 10th, vacated the curacy by accepting 
the living of Marston Biggoti near Frome, in 
Somersetshire^ in the gift of the Earl of Cork and 
Orrey. The Honourable and Bev. George Bridge- 
man, Bector of Wigan, 1811, September 11th, pre- 
sented the Bev. George Henderick to tfaia curacy 
who was licensed to the same October 3rd by 
Bonyer Edward Spazke^ Lord Bishop of Chester. 

[A leaf or leaves have been here torn out and on 
the next following page there is written these 
Memoranda.] 

October 29th, 1830.— The Beverend George Hen- 
derick departed this Ufe, and November 6th the 
Honourable and Bev. George Bridgeman, Bector of 
Wigan, presented the Beverend Edward Hill to 
this curacy, who was licenced to the same Novem- 
ber 23rd by John Bird, Lord Bishop of Chester. 

On obtaining possession of this book I discovered 
that A leaf or leaves had been abstracted imme- 
diately after the entry of the presentation of the 
Bev. Geoxge Henderick to this curacy, but by 
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whom, or for what purpose I have not yet been 
able to ascertain.

lira. ^.HMATHBB FAMILY OF LOWTON 
AND AMBKIOA. 

In the first Series of the '' Scrap Book " some in- 
formation was given ancnt this family. The fol- 
lowing particulan of the American Mathers maybe 
interesting by way of supplement, serving as they 
do to connect the two branches. For the under- 
mentioned genealogical details, I am indebted 
mainly to a pedigree in an early volume of the Keuj 
England Cfenealoghal RegUter, now but rarely to 
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be met with. Although probably there ia nothing 
in it new to genealogical readers, the cironmstance 
that a family, which for aevend sucoeasive gene- 
rations, in the 17th and 1 8th centariee, occnpiedao 
prominent a position in the New Rngland States, 
sprang originally from a small Lancashire village^ 
is sufficient reason for inserting some notice of it in 
these columns. 

Of the American Mathers it has been weO said, 
"The succession of eminent men by the name of 
Mather through a period of above one hundred 
years, was enough to make that name conspicuous 
for several ages or generations after those who 
gave the impression had passed away.*' 

The first of the name mentioned in the pedigree 
referred to is John Mather, who is deacribed as " of 
an ancient family of Lawton or Lowton, co. Lan- 
caster.*' He was father of Thonuu Mather, ** of 
Lowton, Parish of Winwick, co. Lancaster,** who 
by his wife Margaret (parentage not given) left a 
son, the celebrated 

Rev. Richard Mather^ the first of the family who 
emigrated to New England. He was bom at Low- 
ton in 1596, and after a aoitabla education at 
Oxford settled as the minister of the Episcopal 
Church at Toxteth, near LiverpooL Li 1633 he 
was removed from his charge and deposed from the 
ministry through nonconformity to oertain of the 
demands of the church. Shortly afterwards he 
emigrated to Massachusetts Bay, arriving at Boa- 
ton, Auguat 17, 1635 ; and the next year Augnat 
23, 1636, waa appointed pastor of the church of 
Dorchester, Mass , where he spent the remainder in 
his life. Died April 22, 16a9, aged 73 years. He 
had two wives ; first, Caihermt, daughter of 
Edmund HoU, Esq, of Bury, Lancashire, whom 
he married September 29, 1624, soon after his 
settlement at Toxteth. His second wife was Sarah, 
widow of the distinguished Rev. John Cotton - one 
of the earliest of tlie New England Fathers, and 
pastor of the first church in Boston. By hid first wife 
he had surviving issue— Five sons (four of whum 
entered the ministry), viz. :— 

1. [Rev.] Samuel, bom at Wooton, oo. Lancaa- 
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ter» May 13, 1626, gndoAted at Hanraid College, 
1643 ; returned to England and nltimately settled 
as minister of a chnrch in Dublin, whete he died 
October 26, 1671. Married a sister of Sir John 
Stevena, of Dublin, and left issue a daughter. 

2. TkmMkg, bom in Lancashire^ 1628. Settled 
at Dorohester, Mass., where he married JBSao- 
htih^ daughter of Amki Weeks, and died Jan. 
14, 1684, leaving four sons, the eldest of whom 
Samuel was pastor of the ohuroh at Windaor» 
Conneeticut, and died in 1728, aged 77. leaving 
issue. 

8. [Ber.] NaihBuM, boxnin Lancashire^ BCaroh 
30, 1630, equated at Hanrard. 1647, and after- 
wards in 1666 was pastor of the ohuroh in Barn- 
staple, in lgt»glMi4l, from which however he was 
ejected at the Restoration. Succeeded his 
brother Samnel in Dublin, and ultimately died 
nnmanied in London, July 26, 1697. 

4. [Rev.] Elecuter, bom at Dorchester, Mass.» 
May 13, 1637, minister of the ohuroh at North 
Hampton. Died July 24, 1669^ leaving issue. 
6. [Rev.] /ficrease. 
The Rev. Increaae Mather^ D D., the youngest 
and most illustrious son of theRev. Richard Mather, 
was bom in Dorchester, Mass., June 21, 1639. His 
somewhat singular name was given him from the 
oiroumstanoe of *' the never-to-be forgotten increaae 
of every sort wherewith God favoured the country 
about tiie time of his nativity." Having in 1666 
graduated at Harvard College, he went to Ireland 
on a visit to his brother Samuel, where he entered 
himself as a student at Trinity College, Dublin* 
and although but 19 years of age proceeded M.A. 
in that institution. After spending four yean 
from home, he returned to New England in 1661, 
and was invited to preach at the North Church, 
in Boston, to the pastorate of which he was 
ordained May 27, 1664, and continued to hold 
through the remainder of his life, — a period of 62 
yean. From 1684-1701 he was President of Har- 
vard College, receiving from the Corporation the 
diploma of Doctor in Divinity, the first instance of 
eonferring such a degree in British America, and 
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«n honour not Topeated in any other oaie for » 
period of 79 yeen. The most lamooe incident in 
the life of Dr. Mather, and one which fully 
teetified to the esteem in which he waa 
held hy hia fellow country-men, was his aeleotion 
by the Oolomata aa the most suitable peraon to lay 
their grievanoes at the foot of the Throne. He had 
aeveral interviews with kings James IL and WH- 
liam HL in the years 16S8 and 1689, being well re- 
oeived by both monarohs, and from tha latter ob- 
tained snhstantial relief for his countrymen. Upon 
his return home "the speaker of the House of 
Bepresentativea of the Colony retomed him thanks 
lor hia faithful* painful, and indefatigable eodea- 
▼ours to serre hia oountcy." Br. Mather was a vo- 
lominona writer, and left behind him no leas than 
82 work% chiefly of a theological charaoter. He 
died August 28, 1723, in hia 84th year. Oneofhia 
successors in the ministenal office thus sums up his 
oharactar. ''Whether yon consider the extra- 
ordinary honoon that attended him while living 
or the general sentiment which has followed his 
memory, or consult the writings he has left behind 
him, you will pranounoe him a man riohly endowed 
by nature, richly f ucmshed by education, and de- 
aorvedly numbered with the most pious^ learned, 
«nd useful men of New England." He married 
March 1^ 1662, Maria^ daughter of the Rev. 
Jolui CoUon, (whoae widow became his father's se- 
oood wife) by whom he had issue, besides seven 
daughters, three sons, vis. v-* 
1. OoUon. 

Z Natlumid, bom July 6, 1669, "aperson of 
uncommon attainments in religion and erudition." 
Graduated when but 16 years of age, at which 
time " he could read through the Old Testament 
in Hebrew and the New Testament in Greek, and 
was able to converse familiarly in Latin.*' Died 
at the early age of 19. 

3. [Rev ] Samud, bom Aug. 28, 1676, * 'a faith- 
ful and useful minister of the Gospel at Witney 
in Oxfordshire, and wrote several valuable trea- 
tisee." Died leaving daughters only. 
The Bev. CoUan Mather, D.D., the eldest son of

Dr. Increase Mather, and who, if possible, excelled 
his father in learning and literary attainments, was 
bom Feb. 12, 1663, graduated at Harard College, 
in 1678, where he received his M.A. when bat 18 
years of age. Four years later he was ordained 
minister of the Chnrch in Boston as colleague with 
his father, whom, howcTer, he survived but 
five yean, dying February 13, 1728, age 65. 
** It may be justly said of Cotton Mather, that he 
was one of the most remarkable men of the age in 
which he lived not only remarkable on one but on 
many accounts, and for none, perhaps more than 
for his preooc.ousness or the early intuitivenesa 
of his mind, iiis memory was very extraordinary. 
The acquirement of knowledge seems to have been 
with him accomplished without effort, and his 
writings show that they were generally drawn from 
the storehonsa of his mind, where from reading and 
obeervation they had been from time to time depo- 
rted. His abiHty for acquiring languages has pro- 
bably been sutpsssed by but very few, and he is 
said to have been master of more languages than 
any other person in New England in his time." 
{MemtAr by S. G. Drake). Cotton Mather was a still 
more voluminous writer than his father. Between 
1686 and 1727, it is said that no 
year passed in which he did not publish 
Something, and tliat in a period of 41 years he pro- 
duced no less than 283 books or tracts, upon * 
variety of topics— historical, biographical, theologi- 
oal, &o He mairied three times, lotto AbigaiU, daugh- 
ter of CoL John PhiUipa, of Charlestown, who died 
in 1702. Secondly, Elkabeth, dau. of Dr. ./o^ 
darle^ died Nov. 8, 1713, and. lastly, Lydkt, widow 
of John Otorgef who died 1734. By his first wife he 
had isste seven diildreii, all of whom, with the ex- 
aeption of one daughter, died before him. By his se- 
•ond mamage be had three sons and three daugh- 
ten of whom the only one to survive was Samndf 
bom 1706, afterwaids miiuster of the Chnrch at 
Boston and DD. Died June 27, 1786, leaving 
iMBue. 

Deoendanisof the Mather family still exist in 
jbtterioa, And oeoopy a position of respectability. 
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Several of them have been oonspicnoos in various 
public offices — one the Hon. J. P. C. Mather being 
Mayor of New London as late as 1848. 

Although the name of Mather has never been so 
conspicuous in old as in New England, yet there 
have probably always existed persons of the name 
in this country of good standing and respectability. 
At the time of emigration to America the family, 
though of fair estate, was not entitled to bear coat« 
armour. On Feb. 18, 1847, a grant of arms was 
made to '* Thomas Mather, of Glyn Abbot, Co. 
Flint, and formerly of Liverpool, Esq., a magistrate 
for Go. Flint, son and heir of Thomas Mather o^ 
Mount Pleasant, Liverpool, and grandson of Daniel 
Mather of Toxeth Park.*' 

The arms granted were " Quarterly, Argent and 
Gules, four scythes oounterchanged. Crest — A 
demi-husbandman habited quarterly, Argent and 
Gules, capped the same^ face and hands ppr, hold* 
ing in the dexter hand a horn Or, in the sinister * 
scythe ppr. Motto, (in old English) — Mourn 
WariUe. 

These arms have reference to the name, ' Mather,' 
being derived from the Saxon mcUh to mow — tna^ 
ther, a mower. According to Burke^ the Mathers 
were seated at Toxteth Park in the time of Eliok- 
beth. It would be interesting could the precise 
connection between the English and Amerioaa 
branches of the family be indicated.

[ifo. 63.]-OVBSlNQ BY BELL, BOOK« AND 
OANDLB IN LEIOH OHUROH IN 1474 

The most quaint record printed below is copied 
from a volume of transcripts of early Lancashire and 
Cheshire deeds written about 1660, at which date 
it was preserved amongst the deeds of the Shaker* 
ley family, who held large estates in the neighbour* 
hood of Wigan and Leigh. It sets forth that, 
owing to some dispute as to the titles of lands in 
Westhoughton, a certain Nicholas del Ryland, then 
an old man of seventy-eight years, on Sunday^ 
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DeaMito 4«li, 1474, «ime into «he Pariah Clrazoh 
•I Laighi and tliere— befofe a nnmber of the lead- 
thg gantry of the pariah, whoae namea are given* 
•nd in the preaenoe of the whole oon^^gation-^ 
aolemnly awore before the then Yioar of Leigh that 
he had never made any feoffment of hie lands in 
Weathonghton, aa it was aUaged that he had done. 
He alao awo^ thai he had never given authority to 
hia acin, William Byland, to ni4keaiiy aneh deed of 
f eeffinent) or in any way to part trith hia ancest^ 
landa. Bnt, not content with thMi oaillu^ the Re- 
cord oontinuet, that afte^ thai aolemnly awearing 
*'the aaid Nioholaa kneeled dotin finder the hand 
<tf the Vicar, and there the aaid Vicar, by the 
virtue of a letter from the Dean [t of Lichfield or 
Warrington] to him directed, for to receive a 
porgation ol- the aaid K ioholaa on all theae pointai 
then onraed the aaid Nicholaa if ever he waa guilty 
in the pointa bifove atated wiih hook^ heli, and 
eandU; and theranpon the candle being done [or 
pnt] ont he pvononnaed aa aoowaed thoae who had 
aided the aaid William Byland, the Bon« in forging 
the aaid deed of feoffment." The quaint JBogliah 
cl the record itaelf ia given below. 

Although aoma hundreda, perhapa thoaaanda, of 
^arly Chaahire and laMieaahira deeda, eitber 
origlnalaor tfanatfript^ have pawed through my 
haiida during the paat five or aiz yean^ I have 
•ever met with any aimilar inatanoe of " euraing by 
hflU, ]^ook* and candle *' bef orey nor can 1 hear of 
any aiaular reeoid being in exiatenccb Indeed, a 
Roman Catholie antii|uary wrote me that he had 
always eoaaidered that thia form of euraing, which 
he had never aeen in any Soman ritual^ waa an in- 
vention of FToteatanta* and aa each waa eaaily 
believed ia by them. Another Boman Catholic 
anthcrity, however, atatea that thia form of euraing 
may be found in aome local rituals, the forma vary- 
ing in diffiorent diatriota. "Such indecorous 
ceremonies," he add% "didoconr in rituals of early 
date and belonging to partioullur churohei^ but they 
were forfaiddsn by the Holy See aa aocn aa dis- 
covered." It may not perhapa be out of place to 
foprodnoa hesa the words put into the month of the 
T 
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Cardinal of Rheims, in the famouB IngolcUby 
Legends, by the Rer. R. H. Barham, an aooom- 
pUshed scholar, who may have seen such an old 
form of cursing. 

' The Cardinal rose with a dignified look, 

' He oall'd for his candle, his bell, and his book I 

' In holy anger, and picas grief, 

' He solemnly oarsed that rascally thief ! 

' He cursed him at board, he cursed him in bed ; 

' From the sole of his foot to the crown of hit head ; 

' He cursed him iu sleeping, that cTcry night 

* He should dream of the devil and wake in a fright ; 

* He cursed him in eating, he cursed him in drinking, 

' He cursed him in coughing, in sneesing, in winkiag ; 
' He cursed him in sitting, in standing, in lying, 

* He cursed him in walking, in riding, in flying, 

* He cursed him living, he cursed him dying I 
' Never was heard such a terrible curse I ! 

* But what gave rise 
' To no little surprise, 
' Nobody seem'd one penny the worse I ' 

Of the authenticity of this deed there can be no 
doubt. It will be observed that it is witnessed and 
sealed by persons of repute, and it occurs with 
more than 100 other deeds relating to lands in 
Westhonghton, Leigh, &o. It and the two deeds 
which accompany it throw light upon the history of 
the Rylands family, which has already received so 
much attention at the hands of Mr. J. Paul 
Rylands, of Warrington. This record ia also a good 
specimen of the English in use at the end of the 
15th century. The plural ending in en, and each 
words as reide for advice, querfor for wherefore, 
kyrke for church, horn for them, and snob parti- 
ciples as deliveret, leveret, sealet, oontenet, direo< 
ket, &c., are very noticeable. 

The William RyUmd, gent., named in the first 
deed following, may have been the samo William 
named in the cursing deed, and the Ralph Rylands, 
also named below, was no doubt of the same family, 
and possibly grandson to Nicholas : — 

"Know all men &c that I Geoffrey Shakerley of the 
parish of Leght, in the county of Lancaster, 
Esquire, have given and granted to William Ryhnd, 
of Maidstone in the county of Kent, gentleman, all 
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those my Unda uid teneroentB in the parish of 
Ditton in the aforesaid county of Kent called 
Drakys otherwise called Sheplond." Witnesses : 
Edward Ctdpepir, gent., Alexander Davy, Jamu 
Aaheton, Nicholas Bradshawe and others. Pated 
at Dytton aforesaid 22 Edw. IV. [a.d. 1482-3.] 

" Be it known to all men by these presents that I 
Ralph Hylonds, otherwise Hyland, have remitted to 
the lady Atme Shakerley, widow, and lately the wife 
of Geoffrey Shakerley, and to Peter ShcJterley son 
and heir of the paid Oeoffrey, and his heirs and as. 
signs, all my right &c. which I have in all the 
lands &c. in the parishes of Winwicke, Leght, and 
Deane, or other lands in the county of Lancaster, 
which said lands &c the aforesaid Anne lately had 
in pp'tUiaetta with other lands in the name of dowry 
or jointure for term of her life &o."

In Mr. HalliweU's large annotated edition of the 
works of Shakspere, toL viii., p. 432, is the follow- 
ing note : — 

In the solemn form of ezoommunioatian used in the 
Bomiih Cliurch the beU was tolled, the book of offices 
for the purpose used, and three candles attinguished, 
with certain ceremonieB. Four times a year the fol- 
lowing curse was read in the church, in terrorem, 
against all who in any way defrauded the church of 
her dues. The prelate stood in his pulpit in his albe, 
the cross was lifted up, and the candles lighted ; when 
he proceeded thus : — 

" Thorow authorise of Lord God Almighty, and our 
Lady 81 Siary, and all the saints of heaven, of angels 
or archangeb, patriarches and prophets, evangelists, 
apostles, mari^n"^ confessors, aod virgins ; also by the 
power of all holy church, that our Lord Jesu Christ 
gave to S5. Fcter, we denounce all those accursed that 
we have thus reokned to you : and all those that main- 
taine hem in her sii s, or given hem hereto either helpe 
or councell, so that they be departed from Gkxl, and 
all holy church, and that they have noe part of the 
passion of our Lord Jesu Christ, ne of noe sacraments 
that been in holy church, ne noe part of the prayers 
among christenfoike, but that they be accursed of God 
and of holy church, from the sool of their foot unto 
the crown of their head, sleaping and waking, sitting 
and standing, in all her woids, and in all her wurkes*

A 
prieo^ all in wiiite^ moojits the pulpit^ and then 
h^rins the denunciation. Those who are curious 
as to this f ormula^ may consult Fox or Strype ; 
and they will agree with Corporal Trim that the 
"soldiers in Flanders" swore nothing like this. 
The dimax of the cursing was when each taper 
was extinguished, with the pious prayer that the 
souls of the " malefactors and schismatics" might 
be giyen " over utterly to the power of the fiend as

In reply to '< X.L.O.R.," I do not think that the 
preacher referred to could have directly descended 
from Cctton Mather, although it is qnite likely 
that he was related to him collaterally. Oat of a 
large family of six Bona and seven daughters the 
only son who reached maturity and survived his 
father was the Dr. Samuel Mather, who died in 
1785, as mentioned in my last note. By Hannah, 
daughter of Thomas Hutchinson, and sister of the 
celebrated Governor Thomas Hutchinson, Samuel 
Mather had issue : — 1. Thomas, died in 1762, 
unmarried. 2. Samuel, died 1813, aged 76, leaving 
a widow (who survived as late as 1842, aged 94), 
but no surviving issue 3. Increase, of whom 
nothing is said in the pedigree, but who probably 
died young. 4. Hannah, wife of Bev. Josiah 
Crocker, and mother of the well-known Wa^nm^^ M. 
Crocker, author of ** The Rights of Woman.** The 
male descendants of Cotton Mather would seem 
thus to have failed. The numerous members of 
the Mather family now existing in America all de- 
rive their origin from Samuel, Richard, and Aiher^ 
ton, the three sons of Timothy, elder brother of 
Dr. Increase Mather. I understand the house in 
which the Rev. Richard Mather was bom, in 1596, 
is still standing in Mather-lane, Lowton, the letterg 
'* R. M.,*' in brickwork, yet appearing on the gable: 
There can, therefore, be little doubt as to the origin 
of the name given to the lane in which the house 
stands. — W, D, Pink, Leigh. 

1 think there is not the least shadow of a doubt 
that Mather-lane, Lowton, takes its name from the 
Mathers. Tradition says so ; it is accepted by the 
Lowton people, and I have been told so by an old 
SjBrvantnian, a native of Lowton, who worked for 
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my father and grandfather fifty years, and who 
died tome thirty yeara ago conaiderably over eighty 
years of age. The birthplace of the Puritan 
Mather is still standing, and has the initials of 
** R. M.** on the brickwork of the front gable. A 
more modem house is now in front of it| and, I am 
told, was built by a descendant of the Mathers in 
the year 1741. The property belongs to Richard 
Leigh, Esq., Hastings, and formerly of Wigan.

In Mr. J. £. Bailey's papers on the Rectors and 
Vicars of Leigh, which have appeared in your 
oolunms, he introduces a Thurstan PercyvaU as 
Vicar in the middle of the 16th century, but queries 
the name, as if of doubtful authority. That 
Thurstan Percival was Vicar of Leigh in 1474 is 
clear from the quant record of the cursing "by 
bell, book, and candle,'* which has already ap- 
peared in your columns. The two following deeds, 
in which his name occurs, show that he must be 
rightly included in the list of the Vicars of your 
ancient Parish Church. These are taken from the 
same volume of transcripts of Lancashire deeds 
before referred to :— 

(1.) **Be it known, ko., that I, (Geoffrey 
Shakirley, Esq., have given, grouted, &c., to 
John Urmeston, son and heir-apparent to Gilbert 
Urmeston, Esq., certain lands in the vill [or ter- 
ritory] of Worsley, &o. These being witnesses : 
T?tur8tan PercivaU. Vicar qf the Parish Church of 
Leght ; John Holcroft, Junr. ; Richard Athirton, 
of Bikershawe ; and others." Dated at Shaker- 
ley, 15 Edward IV. [1476-6 ] 

(2.) "To all, Ac, Thurstan PercivaU, Vicar of 
the Church qf Leght, sends greeting, know ye 
that I have re-leased to Geoffrey Shakerley all 
my right, title, &c, which I have in all those 
manors, &c., in the County of Lancaster, wliich 
I, together with William Ley land and William 
Percivall, lately had of the gift and feofifment of 
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Peter Shakirley.'* Dated 19 Edwavd lY.

[ITa. ^.}-LANOASHIBE PABUAMENTABY 
KBFRESENTATION. 

Pableamentabt Rxfbesektatiyx HiffTOBT dates 
from the thirteenth century. Whatever of a re- 
preeentative element may have existed in the 
Witenagemot and other national organisms of the 
Saxon era, wai altogether lost upon l^e introduc- 
tion of Fendalifm at the N<mnan Oonqaest. FVom 
the reign of William I. to that of Henry HI. the 
snpreme legialatiTe power of the nation was lodged 
in the King and Qreat Cooncil. This latter as* 
fiembly consisted of the chief Barons and heads of 
the Chuitih and militaiy tenants of the Grown, and 
was accustomed to meet at least three times a year 
— usually at Christmas, Easier, and Whitsnn. In 
no way waM this Council representatlTe in its 
character, or any provibion made in its constitntioii 
for securing the rights of those not personally 
entitled to be present. '*The first occasion on 
which the Representatives of the Shires were sum* 
moncd to consult with the King and other estates 
is in the 15th of John [1213], whon the King by 
Writ, addi'essed to the Sherifla, diiect<i that four 
dittcreet men of ca';h shire shall be sent to him ' to 
confer with us conoorning tbe busiueas of oor 
kiugiiom.' " (Stubb's Seirct Ohaii4:r», luirod. p. 40 ) 
On what pnucipal these Ku'ghts wore summoned 
we have no means of ascerUiiuiug, for both the 
nature and condition of the tii**it fonns of Parlia- 
mentary Beprc3eutation are enveloped in much 
obscurity. In tiie following roign -that of Henry 
III.— we find the Commons deiu'ly recognised as 
participating in the National Councils, although 
only to a limited extent. In the Qrcat Council, 
which met at Wcstminstei*, AprU 26, 125i, " Four 
chosen Knights from each County and representa- 
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iives of the dei^ of each diocese were directed to 
report of the amount of aid which their constita- 
ents were prepared to grant." (Stobb'a ConttU, 
HUt., iL 68.) The element thus introduced into 
the National Aasembly was repeated in several 
after ConnoilB, and was farther developed in the 
famous Parliament which met at Westminster 
20 January^ 40 Henry DX [1265], when Simon de 
Montfort, Earl of Leicester, in the Kiqg's name 
caused Writs to be issued to theSheriffii commanding 
ihem to return two discreet Knights from each 
■hire and two Buxgessses from every town within 
their jurisdiction. This Parliament is usually re- 
garded as the origin of national representation^ but^ 
althouj^ Knights of the shire — and, in some few 
Instanoea, representatives of sooae of the prino^^ 
towns— continued to be summoned, with more or 
less regularity, thirty years elapsed before the next 
fuU Parliament was held. To the Parliament 
which met at Westminster, 13 Kov., 23 Bdward L 
[1296.] wese summoned two Knights from each 
■hirob two Gitiaens from each city, and two 
Bmghen fram«wh barougb. Ptom this time for- 
ward the representation of the Ckxnmons became 
an estabUshed part of Padiamentaiy ConstitntioB, 
and no further ofasourity attends its history. 

The County of Lancaster— unlike the other two 
Palatines of Chester and Durham-^has ffetuzned 
gepresentatives to Parliament ab orif/me. Unfortu- 
nately the returns made by the Sherifiij prior to 
thei23 Edward L|;i295],«rBnot in enstenoe, so that 
it isimpoBsihle to .ascertain who served as Elnights 
of the shire for the County oi Lanoaster in the 
reign of Uenry III., and the early part of that of 
Edward L To the Parliament of 1295 the Sherifis* 
returns for Lancashire were two Knights for the 
shire, and two Burgesses eaoh for the Boroughs of 
Lancaster, Preston, Wigan, and LiveipooL The 
Sheriff adds to this return, " thepre is no city in the 
County of Lancaster." 

The four Boroughs thus enfranchised did not 
long continue to send representatives. At this 
time " all the representatives of the Commons re- 
ceived wages to defray their necessary expenses* 
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These were fixed on the 16th of Edward 11. at foar 
shillings a day for a Knight and two shillings for a 
Citizen or Burgher, and they were due for the 
whole time of his service, his journey to and fro, 
and his stay in Parliament." (Stubb's CanstU. Hist, 
ii. 235) The payment of these expenses was felt 
in many Boroughs to be a serious tax — amongst 
them in those of Lancashire, — ^and the inhabitants 
were glad, as often as could be, to dispense with a 
right which was then regarded more as a burden 
than a privilege. One after another of the Lanca- 
shire Boroughs was excused, according to the 
Sheriff, *' on account of the debility and poverty of 
the burgesses." Wigan and Liverpool were thus 
excused in the reign of Edward I., after making 
but two returns ; Preston, in that o Edward IL^ 
having made seven returns, and Lancaster, after 
•ixteen returns, discontinued early in the reign of 
Edward HI. To the Writ issued 36 Edward III. 
[1362.], the Sheriff, in his return, writes, '* there 
is not any City or Borough in this County from 
which citizens or bui^i^esses ought or are accustomed 
to come as this Writ requires." And, still more 
definitely, in 1365, "there is not any City or 
Borough from which any citizens or burgesses are 
able or accustomed to come, according to the tenor 
of the Writ, by reason of their debility and 
poverty." (Baines* Hist, Lane., vol. i., p. 96.) 
From the 22nd of Edward III. [1359] until the 1st 
of Edward VI. [1547]--a period of nearly two 
centuries — no Lancashire Borough sent members to 
Parliament, and the County was represented in the 
Great Council of the nation solely by the two 
Knights of the shire. 

In the first Parliament of Edward VI., Nov. 4, 
1647, Writs were re-issued to, and returns again 
made by the Boroughs of Lancaster, Preston, 
Wigan, and Liverpool. To the Parliament which 
met 1st of Elizabeth, Jan. 23, 1559, Clitheroe and 
Newton were added, making, with the County 
members, a total of fourteen representatives from 
Lancashire. With a brief exception — during the 
Commonwealth — this continued to be the strength 
of Lancashire Parliamentary Bepresentation until 
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the pABsing of the Reform Act in 1832. 

Under the Ck>mmonwealth all small Borongha 
were deprived of the right of election, the retumi 
to Parliament being confined chiefly to theCk>antiea 
and large Towns and Ck>rporationB. To the Par- 
liaments of 1664 and 1656, four members were 
returned for the Connty, and one each for Lancas- 
ter, Preston, Liverpool, Wigan, and Manchester — 
the only time the latter town sent a representative 
to Parliament prior to 1832. But matters retomed to 
their former condition in the Parliament which pre- 
oeded the Restoration. 

By the Reform Act, 2 WilUam IV. [1832], the 
Parliamentary Representation of the Ck>nnty of 
Lancaster and its Boroughs stood thus: — ^The 
Ck>unty to return four knights instead of two, 
namely, two each for the Northern and Southern 
Divisions The Boroughs of Lancaster, Preston, 
Liverpool, and Wigan to send two members each 
as before. Clitheroe one member only, and Newton 
to be disfranchised. The following new Boroughs 
were created : — Manchester, Bolton, Blackburn, 
and Oldham, to return two members each ; Ashton- 
nnder-Lyne, Bury, Rochdale, Salford, and War- 
rington, one member each. Making a total of 26 
members, or nearly twice the strength of Lanca- 
shire Representation prior to the passing of the 
Act. 

The changes since then have been aa follows : — 
Li 1861, upon the allotment of the seats of the 
disfranchised Boroughs of Sudbury and St. Albans, 
a third member was added to South Lancashire. 
By the Reform Act 31 Victoria, [1867,] the two 
parts of the County were further divided, forming 
the North and North-East, South-East» and South- 
West Divisions, each to return two members. The 
City of Manchester and the Boroughs of Liverpool 
and Salford had each an additional member given, 
the two former returning three members and the 
latter two ; and a new Borough was created at 
Staleybridge to return one member. On the other 
side the ancient Borough of Lancaster waa dis- 
franchised for bribery and corrupt practices. These 
alterations brought the total of Luicashire Repre- 
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•entativea to 32 members, at which number it now 
stands. 

The right of Electik>n in the Counties from time 
immemorial to 1832 appears to have rested with 
the freeholders at laige. In the Cities and Boroughs 
it varied oonsiderably, being governed in part by 
local usage, in part by Charters establishing exclu- 
sive privileges in part by various resolutions 
of the House of Commons in cases of disputed 
elections. By the Reform Act of 1832 a great ex- 
tension of the elective franchise was established. 
In the Counties, besides the Freeholders as before, 
the right of voting was extended — 1st. To Copy- 
holders having an estate of the yearly value of not 
less than MIO ; 2ndly. To Leaseholders for a term 
of not lees than sixty years, and of the yearly value 
of not less than €10; 3rdly, to Leaseholders for a 
term of not less than twenty years, and with the 
yearly value of not less than £80 ; and 4thly. To 
every Tenant paying a yearly rent of not leas than 
^0. In Cities and Boroughs one uniform fran- 
chise was established in favour of every male 
householder or occupier of premises of the yearly 
value of not less than iBlO. The right of Froemeu 
to vote was not continued, unless residing within 
seven miles of the place of polling, and all voters 
to be registered. By the Act of 1867 the fran« 
chise was further extended thus : — ^In the Counties 
to eveiy occupier of land of the rateable value of 
not less than JUt, In the Cities and Boroughs — 
1st. To every male inhabitant householder ; 2ndly. 
To every occupier of lodgings of the yearly value 
of not leas than £10 ; and Srdly. To every owner 
of land or tenements, whether freehold, copyhold, 
or leasehold — ^the latter to be for an original term 
of not less than ten years— of the yearly value of 
not less than £B0, But no person to vote for more 
than two candidates in any County or Borough 
represented by three members or for more than 
threo candidates where four members are sent. 

The Knights for the Shire of Lancaster have 
always been chosen from amongst the magnates 
and great landowners of the County. In the list 
of Bepreaentatives the namea of some of the beat 
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known and most LUofltrimui of Lancuhire f amilios 
—both paat and preaent— will be recognised. In 
the early Parliaments those of the most frequent 
ocoorrenoe are Boteler, Bradshaigh, Hoghton, Rad- 
diff; NeviU, Haydock, Lawrence, Banastre, Pilk- 
ington, Atherton, Harrington, and Stanley. Among 
the later appear those of Stanley, oghton, Gerard, 
Molyneux, Assheton, Badcliff. Egerton, Shuttle- 
Vjcth, Standish, Ireland, Bold, and Blackbame. 
For the last four hundred years the Stanleys have 
Bhared largely in the representation of the County. 
Prior to 1832 "the estates and connexions of the 
Earl of Derby, together with his personal influence, 
always enabled him to nom nate one of the mem- 
bers for the County, the other being selected by 
the old Tory County families." (Oldfield's Bepre- 
strUaUve ffistorj/, vol. iv., 89.) And, notwith- 
standing the great extension of the franchise by 
the two Reform Acts, the Earl can still invariably 
ooomiand a seat for a member of his family in the 
Korthem Division of the County. 

The population of the County, according to the

His son, 
William, who afterwards inherited the War- 
rington Barony, was suoimoned to Parliament 
as a Baron. The family of Boteler or Bntler 
acquired the manor of Warrington in the thir- 
teenth century by marriage with the daughter 
and heiress of Matthew de ViUars, Lord of 
Warrington. 0)ntinued to flourish in the 
direet male line until the sixteenth century, 
failing with Edward Butler, of Warrington, 
and Bewsey, Esq., who died in 1592, s. p., 
leaving as his heiress his sister, Margaret, wife 
first of WilUam Basset, and secondly of Robert 
Mainwaring, of Warton, Cheshire. Arms of 
Boteler : Azure, a bend or, between six 
covered cups of the second.

Sir WiUiam de CUJUm, of GUfton. in the Parish of 
Kirkham. Returned also in 1304. Died 1329. 
The family of Clifton held the manor of Clifton 
in the 11th century, and, with the exception 
of a short interval in the 16th and 17th 
centuries, have continued to possess it since. In 
1512 it passed to Sir WiUUwi Molyneux, of 
Sefton, by marriage with the daughter and 
heiress of OuMert CfUfton, Esq., and with his 
daughter was conveyed to Henry HaUaU, of 
Hallsall. But in the next century it returned 
to the Cliftons by the marriage of the elder 
daughter and co-heiress of Sir Cuthbert IfalsaU, 
of Haisall and Clifton, with Thomas ClifUm, 
of Westby, the heir male of the ancient pos- 
sessors of the manor. The present representa- 
tive of this ancient Liancashire family is John 
Talbot Clifton, of Clifton and Lytham, M.P. 
for North Lancashire, 1844-47, and father of 
Thomcu Henry Clifton returned for North Lan- 
cashire in 1874. Arms of Clifton : Sable^ on a 
bend argent, three mullets, gules. 

Sir Oilbert de Singleton, The Singletons were 
Lords of the Manors of Singleton and Thornton 
in the Hundred of Amouademess, as early as 
the reign of John. The direct line, seated at 
Shingle Hall, failed in the reign of Elizabeth, 
but a branch survived at Staining Hall, in the 
township of Hardhom-cum-Newton, until the 
close of the seventeenth century. It is now 
extinct in Lancashire, but descendants are said 
still to exist in Ireland. Arms of Singleton : 
Argent, a chevron sabl^^ between three ogresses.

Sir WiUiam de Clifton. (See Pari 1302.) 
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Sir WUUam BanaMre, of daghton, in the Hdii- 
dred of AmoanderneaSy an inheritance he ao- 
quired by marriage.

The Banai- 
tres first settled in Lanoaahire towards the 
dose of the eleventh or early in the twelfth 
oentary.

lira. 6».]-MR. BEAMONTS HISTORY OF 

WINWIOK: OHA.RLBS HERLB AND 

THE OEE FAMILY. 

A regard for what is due to the principles npon 
which literary investigations are couducted, no less 
than to the supreme value of accuracy in the compila- 
tion of History, prompts the following communica- 
tion. 

Last year I put together a short account of the 
Rev. Charles Merle, rector of Winwick, the well 
known Prolocutor of the celebrated Assembly of 
Divines, based upon a large amount of materials, 
which for some years I have been cnllectiug from 
MSS. and contemporary literature with the view of 
writing an adequate memoir of a man who typified 
the religious history of his eventful time. This ac- 
count was read at Winwick as a Lecture to the 
members of the Manchester Field Naturalists' and 
Archnologists' Society. It was printed in the first 
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•erios of iheLeigh Cfhronide Scrap Book, and in other 
looal newipapera, and has been twice reprinted. I 
now find from the second edition of a History of 
Winwicki by Mr. Beamont, of Warrington, which 
I have jolt pnrohased, that many of the material 
facts in my Lecture concerning Herle and his inter- 
esting Lancashire parish have been appropriated by 
the author of that work without a single note of 
acknowledgment 1 By the aid of my Lectnre, 
which was placed at the time in the libraries of 
Warrington, Manchester, Ac, and was also issued 
with the last report of the Field Naturalists' So- 
ciety, the full extent of Mr. Beamont's indebted- 
ness to my labour may readily be seen, many of the 
interjected passages having been inserted in the 
present work with scissors and paste rather than 
with the pen. If any alteration is attempted, the 
probabili^ is that BLr. Beamont leads his readers 
astray, as, e.g* at page 42, where John Ley of Bud- 
worth did not say, as he is made to say, that a 
monthly Exercise was set up '* at Winwick,** but 
** at W./' by which I believe he meant WarringUm ; 
or on the same page^ where " the suspicions man," 
whom I quoted (page 7 of my Lecture) from Herle'a 
Wiedom's Tripos in connection with Prince Rupert's 
dog, is turned into '' one of Herle's parishioners." 

Mr. Beamont is also indebted to the writer of 
this note for many other documents, Aa, in the 
present edition which were given up with habitual 
readiness. Amongst them were the important List 
of the Protestors of the parish of Winwick, 1641-2 
(page 43), the only paper of high value in the en- 
tire History ; the notes on the payment of the Bec- 
torial first fraits, which, with iniormation from k 
Wood and other sources, reduced to order Mr. Bea- 
mont's first list of Rectors ; as also many other 
memoranda (including several notes for which I was 
indebted to a friend) either corrective of mistakes, 
or in supply of omissions. 

Passing by several other mistakes, in which I feel 
concerned, it ought to be indicated that one 
point to which I called Mr. Beamoat's attention, on 
the publication of the first edition of his History ^ 
was the conf usedness which pervaded his statements 
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about the Oee family of Manchester. It now ap- 
pears from the present new edition that my hints, 

by the aid of which I endeavoured to put Mr. Bea 

mont on more accurate lines of research, have not 

been pursued, and that his statements in conse- 
quence are still at sixes and sevens. 

In the first edition of his History (page 31) Mr* 

Beamont said that in 1622 " Mr. G«e occurs as 

curate" of Win wick ; but where he occurred was not 

explained. Mr. Beamont further stated that he 

was Edward Gee, D.D., a prisoner in 1656, and 

made Rector of Ecdeston in 1660; that he was 

"thought "to be "the Mr. Oee who was called 

carate of Newton ;'* and that he wrote two sermons 

— one on Judges v. 23, and another on James v. 7. 

All this was wrong, three or four €kes having 

been rolled up into one. As far as I was then able 

I pointed out some of these errors to the Author, 

explaining inter aiUa that the preacher at Newton 

(which was Newton, near MaTichester, not Newton- 

le- Willows) was Oeorge Gee, whose dates were 

1618-36 ; and that there was a Robert Gee, who 
was pastor at Newchurch, in Winwick parish, 
about 1641-2. Supplied with these and other 
hints Mr. Beamont, in the present second edition, 
has, unfortunately, still further complicated the mat- 
ter by making the following statement (pp. 38-40), j 
which I intersperse with corrections and remarks. 
" Winwick, or some of its chapelries, had the ser- 
vices of several members of the Gee family as 
curates." There were but ttoo members. "In 
1571 there was an Edward Gbe, who had a bene- 
fice in Chester, of which he was deprived, and he 
afterwards, in 1598, became proctor qf Brazenose " 
{sic). This very careless statement is transferred, 
but not quite accurately, from an ill-digested note 
in Br. Grosart's Nowell MS., page 123. The Proo- 
tor of 1598 entered Merton College in 1582, aged 
17, and therefore could not be deprived of a living in 
1571, when he would be six years old I Moreover, 
it is mere assumption that G«e*8 name was Edward, 
that his benefice had been in Chester, and that the 
deprivation occurred in 1571. Mr. Beamont con- 
tinues: "Another Edward, probably the son of 
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the former [Not so : he was, according to Oliver 
Hey wood, the son of John Gee hereafter mentioned 
or, according to better evidence penes me, son of 
George Gee before-named], received his education 
at Newton or more probably Winwick School, in 
Lancashire [Not so : he was bred in Newton School 
in the pariah of Manchester], jtod went afterwards 
[viz., in 1626] to Brazenoee CoUege, Oxford, where 
he ultimately graduated D.D. [That degree he 
never attained : it belongs to the Proctor hereto- 
fore named, who is the same person as the Rector 
of Tedboume S. Mary, Devonshire], and became 
chaphiin to Dr. Parr, Bishop of Sodor and Man 
whom he succeeded, in 1643, in the bishop's Uving 
of Ecdeston. Before that time hehad probably offici- 
ated as curate of Winwick." This is the third 
probably in this short pieoe of biography. I do not 
beHeve that Edward Gee had any official standing 
whatever in Winwick pariah. Continuing his ao- 
count of Edward Gee, the writer assigns another 
yair— still incorrect— to his impriflomnent. Then 
this explanation intervenes, in reference to the 
statement of the first edition : " It was not he, but 
another Edward Gee, who preached two sermons in 
1620." Matters become worse ; this "another 
Edward " was the Proctor before-named, of Devon- 
shire, who died in 1618 ; and he could not, there- 
fore, preach two sermons in 1620, except by 
applying the text about being dead, yet speak- 
ing. The sermons (one of which, at least, 
was preached in the former century) aro in 
the Chetham Library, and will explain them- 
selves when looked at. Mr. Beamont next deala 
with Gtorob Gee, repeating the mistake that he 
was of Newton-le-WiUows : " George Gee, 
Edward's brother [the authority for this roUtion- 
Bhip IS not given], was Curate of Newton, one of 

^^i;^T? l^^^"^ ^"^ 1617 at the least, to 
1636-6, diligently watching over his flock, but not 
oommg so much before the public as his weU-known 
brother." He was quite as much before the public 
as his weU-kown " brother." Master Gee of New- 
ton was one of those godly learned men, better 
than those of Hollinworth'g day, who had "ob- 
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tained a good report in Manchester and the parts 
about it ;" and there was a very lively recollection 
of him when in 1646 our Mancunian Annalist com- 
mended him, with the famous Bourne of Man* 
Chester, the two Midgeleys of Rochdale, and Hil* 
dersham of Ashby-de-la-Zouch. G^rge Qee is in* 
deed described as of Leigh, clerk, in 1617 ; but the 
entries relating to him in the Bfanchester registers 
(one baptism and three deaths, beginning 24 Aug. 
1617, and ending 28 Jan., 1635*6, when he wm 
buried) call him Preacher of Newton OhapeL 
Lastly, the Hobxrt Gkb, whom I found for Mr. 
Beamont in my lists of those who took the Protest- 
ation in 1642, is thus introduced : " Robert Gee, 
also a brother of Bdward [Query], had charge of 
Newchnroh, another of the chapelriea. . • . • 
Robert 'Gee remained the pastor of Newohuroh 
[from when ?] until 1642.*' This eztraovdinary ac- 
count of the Gees concludes with the following 
atatement: "Martindale mentions an interesting 
occasion m 1668 when the three brothers all met and 
preached in Manchester on the same day.*' New- 
come {Autobiography, ^^ttfsp 90), and not Martindale, 
is the authority. The year was not 1668, but very 
much earlier, for the writer is jotting down the re- 
miniscences of the poet. In the text it is *'tbe 
three Cfees,*' not " the three broffiers.** 

The most ooxious oircnmstanoe that has come 
under my notice while working my way out ctf the 
maze into which Mr. Beamont had led me is this, 
his revised aooount of the Gees, is, that he had 
omitted the most edebrated curate of them all ; 
whose name at one time was on the lips of every- 
body ! This was John Gee, of Brasenose College, 
B.A,, 28th February, 1616-16 ; M.A., 17th Oct., 
1621; '* who," says an authority which Mr. Bea- 
mont has overlooked, ** after he had taken one de- 
gree of arts, became beneficed at Newton, near Win- 
wick, in Lancashire, of which last place, Mr. Josias 
Home being then Panon, Gee had oftentimes con- 
ferences with him concerning matters of religion ; 
but they savouring much of a mind inciting to 
Popeiy, Mr. Home and the neighbouring ministers 
concinded amei^ thsmselves that he bad ithsi^^ 
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kis nlipou belore ]i# kiA Utt tbia l^IaM.'* From

flaed against him. By th«r instigation, ft doable 
poyson crept into my sonl ; of Hatred and Slander 
against man, and of defection from the tme wor* 
sBip of Qod. Both these bitter weeds took root 
together in my yndeTstandiiig a&d passions, and 
each of them gane matoall growth to the other. My 
hatred against this my indastiioas ft religions 
Beighboniv * learned preacher k bonntifal hoase- 
keeper, drane me on toward Popery ; and my giving 
eare to Popish motines did more kindle my distaste 
against him. So with one breath those th*t seduced 
me blew those coles which branded my heart and 
hand. Let them, to whom of right it belongeth, 
owne their own part of the crime of this Beuerend 
good nans false and ininrions accusation : I will 
take mine o^ne share and (though to my shame) 
confess that as in the first breach betwixt Master 
//ome and mee, I gaue the first occasion by oon- 
nersing too familiarly with those whose neither 
life nor belief did suit with my profession ; and as 
in other respects, so in the nudne mischiefe against 
him, I was such an inte ntiue and active an instru- 
ment, that, summing vp all circumstances of aggra- 
nation against my selfe, I think I cannot be guilty 
of a greater sinne erga proxmum than that against 
him. For which I humbly and hartily crave pai^ 
don of God and of him " (pages 92-6).

After explaining the 
position of English merchants, most of whom, he 
states, after the Termination of the Holy Wars, 
were " merchants of the staple of wooI«** Mr. New- 
ton says : — 

Many of the wealthy merchants in the middle ages, 
both here and abroad, having np armorial bearings, 
and not being allowed to assume devices of an heraldic 
oharacter, employed, as their signets or marks of oog« 
nixanoe, oertsin peeoliar fignies or monograms, by 
whi«h their goods might be known, in the absence of 
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written namet, and aanbitltatei for annofUJ iiuigiuK 
These ohanoten, though answering, in civil tiaiui^ 
aotions, all the pnipoiea of heraldlo fignree, were not- 
armorial, bat merely perM>nal marin, by the employ- 
ment of whioh ae leala, the property and legel acta ot 
the bearers were oertiBed. 

A merohanf 8 mark resembling the head of » 
trident may be seen, belaw a oarved niohe^ on on» 
of the pillan in Wigan Pariah Church. la this, 
oaae the mark is carved upon » ahield. 

It may be added that merchants* marks are coca- 
sionally met with, impaled with armorial bearingSr 
in oases where tiie owner of snoh m. mark had 
married tiie da^ghti^T of a gentleman of coat- 
•rmour, or where a gentleman d coat-armour haa 
married the danghter of a me wh an t ,

The following notea reipeoting the old siooe eraee 
at Lowton, whieh in anoient times afcood on a plot 
of groond at the Four Lene Sndu^ near to Lowton 
Pariah Chnrch, may be interesting. The site of 
the old eroes is now marked 1^ five lime treea^ 
which are phntedin the form of a cross. Theonly 
direot dooomentsiy evidenoe of ite existence which 
I have been able to find is that in the Oliverian 
Survey of Boolesissticsl Benefices in the Oranty of 
LancsBter, (Biblotheo MSS. Lambeth, fo. 368 
Bainee' JSRet. Lamc^ yoL iy., fo. 812), end is in- 
cluded in sn inquisition taken at Wigan, <m Thurs- 
day, the 20th day of June, 1660^ before Bichard 
Shuttleworth (no doubt Bichard Shuttleworth, of 
Bedford, Esquire), John Starkey, Thomas Whit- 
tingham, JohnSowrey, Jeremiah Aspinwall, (Jeoige

The report of the Oommissioners did not take 
any efifoct, so far as the building of a ohuroh at 
Lowton is oonoemed, for the parish ohuroh was not 
built until the year 1732, when the money for its 
ereotionwas raised by subscripticMis, and indeed 
the report was entirely without effect. We find, 
however, that- when the ohuroh was built it was 
built at the Stone Cross, the samo position whioh 
was chosen, for it by the. Commissioners. It is 
yery probable that the trees were planted at the 
time the cross was r emoYod. They occupy a square 
mound which, doubtless, at one time formed the 
steps to the Cross; and, within the memoiyof 
persons now living, the land adjoining and sur- 
rounding this mound was unenclosed, and Morris 
dances were held there annually on the 1st of May. 
Now, the land has been enclosed, but the mound 
still remains. The lane opposite the ohurdi still 
retains the name of the Stone Cross-lane, and is 
thus descL-ibed in an old plan in my possession. 
Latterly it has sometimes been called the Stone 
Croft-lane, and the Bolton and St. Helens Turn* 
pike Trustees so erroneously describe it on a bosrd 
at the toU-bar at the end of the lane. Many refer- 
ences to Cross-lane may be met with in deeds of 
land in the neighbourhood. I have searched in vain 
for any remains of this ancient cross ; it seems to 
have entirely disappeared. Li many eases where 
the crosses fell into decay or were destroyed by 
Puritanical fanaticism, their places were filled by 
obelisks. This has been done in the Leigh Market 
Place, and it i»eenia evident that it was the inten* 
tion of the persons who planted the five lime trees 
(whioh by the way are at Lowton, for some reason 
or other, generally called the Lodge trees) to pre- . 
s^rve the memory of the croBs having stood there 
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by planting them in the form in which they did. I 
am sorry to hear that the purchaser of the land at 
aTeoent sale is thinking of cutting the trees down.

worthy of great laud that toxoid oot the sdenctp 
liberall, wherewith the loiil ol man is beautified ; 
yst IB there due as great oommendation to them 
that had searched forth the way to make the body 
not much inferior to the soul ; and those are they 
(adds he) that have written and be the authors ol 
**this seieoce of sciences.*' Although Legh lived 
■i a time when the herald's profession was held ia 
intelligent honour, he yet finds occasion to write ia 
Tigorous English against some ** gentel ungentile " 
persons who would rather swear arms than bear 
arms, or who would out of negligence stop mustard- 
pots with their fathers* pedigrees; against un. 
gentile gentlemen who, though advanced to honour 
by their fathers, would dice away as much money 
as would pay for the paternal obsequies; and^ 
worst of all, against some " very stubble eurres," 
who were neither doers, sufierers, or well-epeakers 
of honour^s tokeis. Such unkindly sentimente 
towards a science which is of untold importance to 
the historian and genealogist received a more hostile 
development a few years later in the action of the 
English Plresbyterians, who, making havoc in the 
cathedrals and churches, left the armorial bearings 
on the tombs ''not only crestfsllen, but their 
colours scarce to be discerned.*' (Fuller's Holjf 
State,) Their successors, the Puritans in the next 
century, seeing in heraldry nothing bat its ostenta* 
tion, as the humour of Qray viewed t 



Hie ftoOM of hersldiy, the pomp of power, — 

likewise aesailed it with soom. They quoted St; 
Paul's advice, 1 Tim., L 4, " Neither give heed to 
fables and endless genealogies " ; but were not 
mindful of the fact that the priests in Esra who 
could not show a pure pedigree were put out from 
the priesthood (Esra ii., 62). The Puritans^ in- 
deed, beheld superstition in the order of Knight- 
hood, and in the time-honoured ceremonise of the 
tTniversities. Sir Bobert Hariey, the notorious 
leader of the more advanced icoooclastio spirits 
who, in their vioUtion of the ohurches, destroyed 
the hersldio glass in the windows, actually sent a 
question to the Assembly of I>iTine% askiiig whether 
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he slkonld likewiM destroy sll iNxdu whieh ooa- 
trilled imAgee or pictorei of the Trinity, or title* 
deeda of eetates whose seals oontaiiied the sa^yaue 
deivioes I It was daring the time that sach sentif* 
nents ireis rife that WiUiam Ryley and hia 
son lived ; and although for a leng period their 
taflitly, at least, aoqniesoed in the ooarae of tbie 
levolatioii, their ednoation and tastes did siot lead 
them to approTO of intolerant mesanres sgainst the 
Uheral sdenoes ; and they certainly regarded tvith 
horror the proposal of Hugh Peters to hum the 
reoords. Although it is tme that the Eacl* 
Marshall's Court of Honoor fell with jother 
** abuses,*' it forms a satirio oomment on the sup** 
poeed popular ayeraion to heraldry to find that the 
OoUege of Arms was in nesrly as active and nsef ul 
operation as hetee. The Puritans abolished the 
Kin^ihip, gave another name to the Kmg't Benoh, 
siui used realm (Le., roy-oMfrnt) for ''kingdom*' in 
tiie Lord's prayer; and yet they paid aoertaia 
deferenoe to the Kings ef Arms. In just the sama 
way they banished musio from the national wo& 
ship, and yet impaled a harp in the national arms. 
The annals <^ the interregnam are indeed full of 
theee sQent protests in favour of the aneient pre- 
eedents, of the good old times, and ol the old 
English manners. 

"Vfilliam Ryley the elder offers as the example 
of one who was unceasiqg]^ assiduous in his pro- 
fession of herald. He is likewise to be remembered 
with the gratitude of all students of history, not 

only from the faot that he did much amidst many 
Gl>8taoles to preserve and arrange the national re- 
cords which he had for mai^ yens under his care, 
and to make them available to some well-known 
historical enquirers, but also that he published 
a folio which is in many respects to be com- 
mended. And he has a special daim upon 
oar notice in that he was a Lancashire 
man. From the Pleadings in the Duchy Court of 
Lancaster it is ascertained that branches of the 
Byley family were seated in the neighbourhood of 
Bundey, Cohie^ OUtheroeb Whalley, and Padi- 
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ham, and particularly at Igtenhill [Sae Note 2], 
Pendle Foraat, Ohatbnin, near Clitheroe, and 
Hapten, near Haalingden. The Burnley stock 
were in hnmble oircumstanoes. In 1535-6, Thoi. 
Byley paid one penny and a pair of glores aa 
one of the tenants of a farm in Hapten belong, 
ing to Sir John Towneley. Soon after 1575 the 
■ame branch of the family receiyed charitable gifts 
of dothing by the bequest of their oountryman and 
neighbour, Bobert Nowell, the brother of Dean 
NowelL {NoweU MS., pp. 346, 352, 364, &c.) 
Thomas Riley, of Chatham, in Dugdale's time, 
manied Margaret, a daughter of the Towneleys, of 
Stonedge. {Vi$UaHan, p. 314.) There was anotiier 
stock of the Ryleys near Blackbnm ; for in 
Flower's Vi$U(Uion of Lancashire, in 1567, a family 
called Byley del Green, or Byley of the Greene, 
which is near Hoghton Tower, entered a pedi- 
gree of three generations {VitUaihn, p. 125), in 
which, however, William had not then appeared 
as a Christian name Thia family bore for arms • 
Quarterly, 1, 4^ argent a fesse between three 
crosses, patt^ fich6, sable; 2, 3, tabUf three 
masdee, argeni. In Harl MS. 6159 (being a copy 
of Flower's Visitation in the hand-writing of 
William Smith, Bouge Dragon, 1597-1618), the field 
of the coat of 1, 4, is or. The crest was a dragon's 
head erased sable, charged on the neck with three 
besants. The quarters 2, 3, are for Whittaker^ 
Thomas Byley, who enters the pedigree, having 
married Jane, daughter and coheir to James Whita- 
ker of Henthom, near Whalley. One of the younger 
sons of the above-named Thomas, viz., Hugh Byley* 
is by the herald entered as "of New Sarum, steward 
to B. JewelL" This individual is in the folio life of 
Bishop Jewell nuscalled Midley, He is described 
as the steward of the Bishop's house ; and it is 
said of him that it was he who shut the eyes of the 
Bishop about three o'clock in the afternoon of Sept.

It is believed that William Ryley's connections 
were settled at Accrington, where many of the 
name lired in a humble sphere of life. (Novodl 
MS., pp. 318, 320, 322, &c.) One Thomas Ryley 
was, however, a person of consequence in that 
parish, in the reign of Elizabeth, and was one who, 
if we may judge from the litigation in which he 
was concerned, stood upon his rights. {Calendar 
JDuehy Pleading$, passim.) Alexander Ryley of 
Accrington was married, in the time of Flower 
the herald, to Mabell Birtwistle. ( VUUaiion, p. 
42 ; Whitaker's WhaUey, ed. 1872-6, ii 285 ; and 
ef. iL 162-3.) Near Accrington there was some 
property called Ryley Hey. {Calendar, in. 99, 117.) 
In the township of Accrington, in 1608, Owen 
Riley, Edward Riley, and Charles Riley, all of 
High Riley, and John Riley of Lannd, were each 
copyhold tenants of Clitheroe Court, in Accrington. 
Thomas Ryley, who was minister of Burnley when 
he was buried in 1631, is described as the father of 
a numerous family, whose names are entered in the 
parish register ; and he is said to hare been minis- 
ter from about 1588 (Wilkinson's Burnley, p. 97, 
and cf. Whitaker's WhaUey, ii. 169, where Canon 
Raines says that he was surrogate and minister of 
Burnley 10 June, 1598). 

William Ryley, who was bom late in the 16th 
century, is supposed to have had a brother Thomas, 
a king's scholar at Westminster School, elected to 
Trinity College, Cambridge, in 1626, and after- 
wards a Fellow and Tutor on that foundation. [See 
Note 3.] WilUam Ryley had a legal education, 
being entered at the Middle Temple. Soon after 
1620 he had oonceived a taste for antiquarian pur* 
suits, and he entered the Tower as a Clerk of the 

NoTB 3.— See Mr. Chester Waters' Memariale of the 
Chester Fdmily, voL i. p. 175. Thomas Ryley made an 
entrance in literature as a writer of Terses. He has 
oomplimentary lines prefixed to Randolph's Jealoug 
Lovert, 1632 ; where alio Randolph himaelf addresses 
him as one who had acted in that play at the Univer- 
sity. Hailitt believes that this Thomas Ryley w«s the 
author of ComUiamm JMium, a -Latin Play, 1638, 
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Iteoordi, under Sir John Borongliy Garter King of 
Arnu, Keeper of those Aichirae. The first plaoa 
where these invalnable memoriiJs of the past were 
deposited, was the paiUoe of the king and the tre** 
snry of the Excheqoer. When the bulk increased 
they were removed to other pablio Imildings in 
Westminster, partionlarly the Chapter House. At 
subsequent times the reoords of Parltament and 
Chaaeery were deposited at the BoUs Chapel* 
office ; and other ooUeotions were sent to the Tower 
of London. The latter plaoe for long years re- 
mained the chief, but not the only repository o( 
the Beoofds $ and it was not until the publieatioa 
of the Reoord Report in the year 1800 that serious 
stqM were taken to arrange and remove them, one 
of the commissioners in this good work being 
Biohhrd Pepper Aiden, Lord Alvaidey. When 
Byley went atnongat these documents, they were in » 
very eeofused sfeate, and perishing throng neglect | 
aaditwM only oooasionaUy when some poktioal 
pceeedent wis wantsd, or when some historian 
wished to somtiaise a document, or when partiea 
were engaged in litigation, that the parehoMnts 
were tnmed over. The fees for seaxuhes farmed 
part of the pay of tim junior dstias. 

In 1690 Byley received promotion, being orsatsd 
a heraldof the third nnk. Rouge Rose pursuifunt 
Extraordinary, 81 July. In the preoeding month 
WilMam Ryley, Junior, Clerk of the Records in the 
Tower to the king, indited a petition saying that he 
had been educated by his father in the records and 
heraldry lor twelve years past ; and he prays for a 
grant ef the offioe of Bluemantle pursuivant at 
anns. TThree years latec^ however, vis., on 4 Sept, 
1633, the elder Ryley was created Bluemantle; 
and OB 11 Nov., 1641, he became a herald 
of the second rank, being created Lancaster 
Heiald. The installation of these Officers of

1637 \ and in KuMell*s 
BfMn of Lffpriek, 1634 ; ana hU name is aUo found 
ftttweor three ooUeotiom of Cambridge Uoivenlty 
Peems. In 1638 he was riok, oooarioaed by disoo&tent 
of mind and wapt of sleep by erossM teota his pupils. 
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Arms waa a matter of aome ceremony. The 
oath which they took was similar to that 
of T^ing Arthur and hia Knights. It perpetuated 
the chMity and benevolence of ancient manners ; 
bat it had lost nearly all its original significance. 
Its spirit has beim for the most part embodied into 
the Raskin Order of the Companions of St. George. 
Byley*s daties were technical rather than moral, 
consisting in the regulation of armorial bearings, 
the preparation of genealogies and coats, the mar- 
shalling of processions at coronations, installations, 
and the like, as well as in making visitations to 
register arms and pedigrees. 

The first Visitation in which Ryley bore part was 
that of Oxford and Bucks in 1634, when he was 
Bluemantle. Anthony k Wood, of Oxford, who 
was the grandson of a Lancashire man [See note 4], 
and who himself once desired to become a herald, de- 
scribes the coming that year of two officers of arms 
at the Summer Assizes held in the Guild-hall, and 
mentions Ryley by name. The Oxford portion of 
this Visitation was published by the Harleian 
Society, 1871, under the care of Mr. W. H. 
Turner, of Oxford, the original being Harl. MS. 
1480, No. 2. The Bucks Visitation, which waa 
taken at the Cock in Buckingham, is MS. 1533, 
Ac. 

From this time Ryley's name begins to be at- 
tached to other pubHc documents, and chiefly to 
funeral certificates of the nobility and other im- 
portant persons. The obsequies of those of the 
apper class were at that time conducted with great 
splendour ; and heralds marshalled the processions, 
prepared the escutcheons, and proclaimed the suc- 
cessors of the defunct. Sir Thomas Browne, who 
had seen many of these funereal corUges file into 
the Cathedral of Norwich, thus moralised upon

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them : " Sian is a noble animal, Bplendid in aslies, 
and pompous in the grave, solemnizing nativities 
and deaths with eqoal lostre, nor omitting cere- 
monies of bravery in the infamy of bis nature.** 
{Hydriotaphia^ cap. v.) Very many of Ryley'a 
certificates from 1634 to 1640, are in the State 
Papers in the Record Office. A few of them are 
those of Lancashire persona. Thus, about June, 
1G35, be wrote the funeral certificate of Mary 
Viscountess Molyneux, relict of Sir Richard Moly- 
neuz of Sefton, co. Lancaster, Knt., who waa 
created the second baronet of England 22 May, 
1611, and afterwai-d made Viscount Molyneux of 
Maryborough, Ireland, by King Charles. This 
document further acquaints us that the deceased 
lady, who was daughter and one of the co-heirs o^ 
Sir Thomas Carroll, of Sussex, departed this life at 
her house in St. Martin's Lane in the Fields, 1C39. 
She had issue by the said Viscount : Ist, Richard, 
her eldest son. Viscount Molyneux after his father, 
who married Maiy, daughter of James, Lord Strange, 
heir-apparent to William, Earl of Derby, Lord Stan. 
ley, [Baron} Strange, of Knockin, and of the Isle-of- 
Mui, and Knt. of the Garter ; 2nd, Carroll, second 
■on; 3rd^ Frances, eldest daughter, who died 
young ; 4th, Charlotte, second daughter, un- 
married ; Cth, Mary, third dau(;;hter, unmarried. 
The said Viscountess was afterwards mai'ried to 
[unfinished]. (8tale Papers, Dom,, CJuia. /., voL 
coccxxiv. No. 106.) It is interesting to compare 
this information with that supplied by the funeral 
certificate of the Lady*s husband (who died 
at Sefton, 8 May, 1636) which is edited by Mr. 
Langton in Lane, Funeral Ceriijs., pp. 60-1. In the 
same volume, page 62, the certificate of Alice 
Countess of Derby, who died at '' Harust " [Hare- 
field], Middlesex, 23 Jan , 1636-7, was taken " by 
William Riley, Blew-mantle Officer of Armes." 

Among other curious matters which came under 
the official notice of Ryley was the settlement of a 
dispute Feb., 1637-8, amongst some of the Jeameses 
de la Flush at Court. Charles L*s barbers had 
begun to quamri about the date named ; and Thos. 
Daviesy the then barber, wrote to the Commil- 
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■lonen of the Honaehold, stating that hftTing moYed 
Hit Majesty for the rights that have belonged to 
the barbers to the King's predeeessors, His Majesty 
promised all that belonged thereonto, so that Davies 
conld prodnee proofs. Davies therefore presented a 
Qopy of a record whereby it was manifest that former 
Kings' barbers were Sejrg^anta of the £wiy , and had 
the sole disposing of the barbers' tento that attended 
the hoosehold. During Qaeen Elizabeth and King 
James's time William JUlph and Francis Bates were 
barbers for the honseholdt and paid rent for the same 
to the Sergeants of the Kwxy, aa appears by an affi« 
davit of Bates's widow ; and he allied other facta 
from which he inferred that» there being no use 
of borbers under Queen M^vy wad Queen Eliza- 
beth, the disposition of th9 barbers* tenta con- 
tinued with the Sergeanta of the Ewry, not 
as such Sergeants^ bat as being the King's 
barbersp This document is accompanied by 
a translation by Wnu Kyley, of Letters Patent, 
granted 20 July» 25 Henry VL [1447], to Bobert 
Belley, Sergeant of the Bwry, and Alexander 
Dover, Groom of the Ewry, by which the barbers' 
tenta at the gate of the royal house were assigned 
to those persons* who wore to occupy the same 
with their servants, and to receive fees from 
Enighta of the Bath i^mL other Knighta, and a 1 
psers» on their crei^n, (VoU oc^lTyirii. No, 30.

Sir John Maclean, F.S.A., has forwarded to 

me the following additional notes : — 

1339.— Sir Bobert de Clyderhmo. In 1330, there 
was an Inqaisition, probably of ad quod 
damnum, to enquire if the King or others 
would sustain any damage if Robert de Cider' 
hou were licensed to convey certain lands in 
Cliderhou to the abbot and convent of Coke- 
sand, CO. Lane. Exch, 4 £dw. III. No. 
106. In 1337» a similar Inquisition was taken 
to ascertain if any damage would arise if 
Henry de CfUderhou were permitted to convey 
40 acres of land in Bibbelchester and Dutton, 
parcel of the manor of Cliderhou, for founding 
a Chapel or Chantry, the manor of Cliderhou 
to remain to the said Henry. Sir John Mao- 
lean cannot speak with any degree of oer- 
tainity as to the nature of these Inquisitions, 
not having seen them. Their supposed pur- 
port is only conjecturaL The reference to the 
last is Exch. 11 Edw. UI No la 

1341. — Sir John de HaveryngUm would seem to 
have died in 1363, seized, inter aUa, of the 
manor of Haveryngton, with its members, in 
CO. Cumberland, with divers other lands in 
that county, and of the manors of Aldingham 
and Ulverston \vith other lands in Lane., 
together with manors and lands in the ooonties 
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of lincoln and York. Inq. p.m., 37 Edw. 
TTT . No. 62. A John de Haveryngton, of 
Aldington, woold seem to have died 1347, 
■eiaed of the manors of Thirnam, Repel, 
Ulverston, and Aldingham, oo. Lano., and of 
other manors in Westmorland. Inq. p,m. 21 
Edw. m. No. 53. A t/oAn de Haveryngton^ 
of Caldecotes, died in 1362, seised of Thomeby 
Manor, 80 acres of land and a messuage called 
Tranteme in Westmorland. Inq. p.m. 26 
Edw. in. No. 13. In 1327, John de Haver- 
yngton held one knight*s fee at Lorkland, eo. 
York, of John de Moubray. Inq. p.m, 1 
Edw. TTT. No. 67. One of the above-men- 
tioned Johns would probably be the knight for 
the shire of Lancaster. >"ir John Maclean 
is Teiy doubtful of the connection between 
Haveryngton and Harrington. A John Ilaryng- 
ton died seized inter olio, of the Manor of Farle- 
ton, in Lonsdale, co. Lane., 1362. He held the 
lands in right of Katherine, his wife. He was 
dearlyadifferentperson from the Haveryngtons.

Sir Thomaa de Bethafn, M.P. for Lancashire, 
1311, was probably the same who is described 
in a Pedigree in my poeaession as M.P. for 
Westmorland in 1301, 1306, 1311. He re- 
ceived a grant of a market in Betham, 4 Edw. 
IL, 1310, called "de Bezom," in the Poll of 
Arms of the Bannerets of Kngland, Edw. II., 
and also "de Bozom." Hia wife Wmma had 
dower in Betham, 7 Edw. III., 1332. His son, 
Sir Bobert de Betham^ was father of Sir 
ThomaiBt Lord of the Manor of Betham and 
jure uxOTiB of Burton, having married PameU, 
or PetroneUa, heir to her brother, Anthony de 
Burton, Lord of Burton, co. Lancaster (? Bur- 
ton in Kendal). The hall, Ac, at Burton iu 
Kendal was in possession of my branch of the 
family nntil late in the last century. The 
Bethams originally descended from Audebert 
de Montgomery, Earl of March, 1136, whose 
second son took the name *'de Betham/* on 
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being restored to some of hiB grandfather's 
manors^ thai of Betham being amongBt them. 
The arms of Betham mn : ArgeiU^ a chief 
danzette sable, bat they also quarter MatU' 
gomery, FUzroger^ Banastre^ aud Bwritm, I 
wish to aek if there waa more than one Par- 
liament in 1311, 8ir Thomas de Beiham being 
also nuned M.P. for Westmorland in that 
year.

[No. ^.]~THE TROUBLES OF WILLIAM BTLET, 
LANOASTBB HEBALD, AND OF HIS SON, 
CLERKS OF THE BBGOBDlS IN THE TOWE&. 
OOKTINUSD.— (See No. 8L) 

On 22 December, 1638, there waa a royal |(rant 
of the office <^ aurreyor of the ataroh busineaB to 
William Ryley daring life, with the yearly fee of 
JBIOO, to be paid by the company of atarohmakera 
(Dom. Ser,^ vol. cccoiy. No. 112.) ; bat it is not 
clear whether thia was ilyley the Herald. 

On the breaking out of the war the Heralds took 
opposite sides. All the officers were bound in pur- 
soance of their duty to give their attendance to 
Charles I. The three Kings at Arms, and a few 
other subordinates (amongst whom was Byley), 
adhered to their brother monarch ; and the others 
aided with Parliament. On 6 April, 1642, the 
House of Commons ordered that Sir John Bor- 
oughes should give order to Mr. Ryley, who had, as 
the son says, actually gone to Oxford, to stay in Lon- 
don and attend the Parliament with such records as 
ahould be required far the service of the Common- 
wealth. {Joumalst vol. ij., p. 515.) And on 7 July 
t)>ey recommended the Commissioners of the Trea- 
sury to pay Sir John's fee of it50 per annum belong- 
ing to his place, together with his arrears. On the 
14 March, 1642-3, the Heralds and Pursuivants were 
anxious about the safety of the documents which 
were in their charge, aa well aa about their college, 
and gave expression of their fears to the House of 
Commons, who passed the following order : *' That

WilllAm Ryley ITM ordered by tbe Kiflg, in « 
warrant dated At Oiiofd, on Si July, 1643, to 
repair to London and there Attend the sAfety of 
the Reoorde in the Tower in the absence of Sir 
John Borough. {SOih S&pori i^ ih^ Deputy Keeper 
qfihePnbtttJtee<ylrt^, p. 249.) While in Londoti 
Byley vacillated between the two partiee. His sott 
afterwards clftimed for him that he *' Justified" 
the Song's GotoMiseian of Amy contrary to the 
ordinanoee of PltflUmient. (Ibid.) But this 
business is pert in another «nd more accnrate 
light by the following entry in the J<mmaU of the 
Honse of Commons, 7 July, 1642 1 " Ordered that 
Mr. WTieekr do pay the sum of Forty Founds to be 
distributed amongst th« Three Clerks at the Toujer^ 
that have taken pains in transcribing the Records 
conoeming the Commission of ArrAy, and their 
Attendance fiibont that business ; viz., to Mr. Mily^ 
Twenty-live Pounds ; to Mr. CoUeU, Ten Pounds ; 
to the Under Clerk, Five ^onndt." (ii. 657). 

Byley soon <$am6 to be regarded te a sealons 
Parliamentariim. He Wa§ aMessed, it appears, for 
MSO, being the tax known ns the twentieth part, 
and his friends in the House of Commons procured 
the remission of the aMessment on the ground that 
on ail occasions he had done good service to the 
Parliament. The duto of this order i4 8 Sept., 
1643. {Joumali, iiL, 233.) 

An important chimge in the Record Office waa 
mftde in the following month, when the celebrated 
Uwyer and historiim, Jdin Selden, who had in 1623 
first entered Parliament as the representative of 
Lancaster, was appointed chief keeper in place of 
Sir John Borough. The wisdom of the selection 
was admirable. The following is the entry from 
the Jonnuds of the Honae of Commons, 27 Oct., 
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1643 (voL iii., 291), relating to this appointment : — 
"Ordered that the Office of the Clerk and Keeper 
of the Records in the Twoer of London be 
aeqaestred into the hands of Mr. Jo, Selden, a 
Member of this Hoase [viz. for Oxf. Univ.] ; and 
that Mr. CoUet and Mr. J^yley, Clerks in 
that Office, do continae still in the Execution of 
the said Place, under Mr. Selden, as formerly they 
did under Sir Jo. Borough or any other ; and that Mr. 
Selden receive the Profits of the said Place." The 
measure was agreed to by the Lords on the 31st 
Oct. 

About the same time (8 Nov., 1643,) William 
Lenthall, Esquire, Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons, was by Parliament appointed Master of the 
RoUs then lately void by the death of Sir Charles 
CsBsar, Knt. ; but it was provided that the order 
of the preceding month, confirming to Selden the 
office of Keeper of the Records in the Tower, 
should continue in force (Ibid, iij., 306). Sir John 
Borough, whose position at the Tower was thus 
taken away on account of his loyalty, died at Ox- 
ford in April, 1644. Weever called him a learned 
gentleman ; and one of his successors said that he 
was a good judge of men. (Noble's College qfAmu, 
pp. 233-4). To him succeeded as Gkuiier, Sir 
Edwaitl Bysshe. 

Early in the year 1644, William Ryley feU 
under displeasure for "intelligence with Oxford," 
and he was committed to prison, Jan. 7, 1643-4. 
This fact rests on the authority of Whitelock (Oxf. 
ed. i., 232), but from an entry on the next page 
(233) of Whitelock, I entertain a suspicion that hia 
information is misleading ; for he seems to be con- 
founding two circumstances and two persons. About 
this time, indeed, charges were laid against Ryley by 
Robert Browne, Bluemantle, and other persons ; one 
exception being that he held the King's special dis- 
pensation to reside in London to look to the 
Records in the Tower and Herald's Office. In con- 
sequence of these complaints he was sequestered by 
order of the Committee of Camden House, and his 
study was sealed up. His son's words about this 
trouble are that " he was accused at the Committee

of Examinations at Westminster and kept pr isoner 
many weeks." Bat it was not he, but a TheO' 
philus Byley or Boyley, Soontmaster of the City 
of London, who about the same time was im- 
plicated in what was called Ryley*s Plot, discovered 
early in Jannary, 1643>4, which designed to set 
the city and Parliament at variance. (See Com- 
mons* JourtuiU, iij., 358» 362; and Rashworth, ▼. 
379-381.) 

Another of the boasted good offices of Ryley in be- 
half of ihe King is somewhat questionable. His son 
stated that in 1645 Byley made a collection of all 
the comets (t.e., flags) and cdours, horse and foot, 
used in the Parliament's service, in a fair book 
which he sent to the late King at Oxford. (30<A 
Report, p. 249.) As to this collection, it might 
be a matter of enquiry whether it ever came under 
the notice of Sir John Prestwich of Hulme, who 
has a similarcompilation in that curious peiformanoe 
called ReapubUcOt quarto, 1787, in which pages 24" 
118 are occupied with 221 descriptions of the pen- 
nons, &0., of the commanders in the service of the 
Commonwealth s and he describes this section of 
his book as " a subject never before published, and 
now first set forth in blazon.'* In any case Prest- 
wich must have followed some anthori^ who made 
the collection in the dvil war. Ryley, however, 
was discreet enough to perform the same service 
for the Parliament. On 26 June, 1645, the House 
of Commons ordered all the ensigns and comets 
taken at Naseby, or formerly, and which might be 
taken afterwards, to be brought into the Herald's 
office and to be there registered, and Mr. Ryley 
was to be entrasted with the business. (White- 
look, Ozf. ed., voL L» 445.) [See Note 5.]

Other troubleB overtook Byley in qnarrtilfl arlring 
from his intereonrse with his foFother officers. On 
84 Jan, 1646-6, Ryley di-ew np a large petition to 
the House of Lords. In this 4ocnoMnt ho stated 
that, as the prime offioer of arms, and the sole 
herald attending his placo» it was his duty to pre- 
aenre the pedigrees, books, and records belonging 
to the office. On 14 March, ^642-8, he continned, 
the Commons had passed an oixler that the books, 
dbo., should not be defaced, and the House of 
Lords had drawn np another ordinance fmr rectifying 
and regulating the office and ofljcers of arms ; but 
this latter ordinance^ delayed by other b wn^M* had 
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not then passed the House of Commons ; petitioner 
is therefore obliged to apply to the House to pre- 
vent the strange abuses and enormities of Robert 
Browne, Blue Mantle, and prays that the doors of 
the office may be sealed up. Annexed to this 
petition were papers indicating Byley's causes of 
complaint against his brother Herald, who was, he 
said, an actor against Parliament ; had been created 
D.C.L. at Oxford for his services ; had been taken 
, prisoner, but had not compounded for his delin- 
quency ; had abstracted documents from the office 
and sold them to one William Wheeler ; had de- 
vised arms for persons of mean condition ; had 
animated the Company of Painter-stainers against 
petitioner ; ke. The Lords thereupon ordered the 
doors of Browne's office to be sealed up by the 
Ckmtleman Usher, in ^e presence of both parties, 
and that Browne was to answer the articles on 
the following Thursday. Browne replied that 
Ryley exhibited the articles, which were untrue 
and frivolous, in recrimination ; that he himself 
had served the State with all faithfulness, and that 
he had in consequence a lodging assigned him in 
the Herald's office. {Hist, M88. Comn, vi. 95 b.) 
[See Note 6]. The Lords were concerned to hear 
that Wheeler had embezzled the original pedigrees 
of divers of the nobility ; and they agreed to an 
order that the Book of Accompts in the Heralds' 
office should be brought into the House ; and that 
' the Chairman of the Committee of Examinations 
of the House of Commons should be desired that 
the Pedigrees remaining with that Committee 
should also be brought into the House. {Journals, 
29 Jan., 1645-6. Vol. viij. 130.) 

There is littie doubt that Ryley 's son exaggerated 
these troubles when he thus enumerated them : 

Note 6. — There is a brief notioe of this Browne in 
Noble's Hist, of the Coll. of JmUf p. 251, where he is 
said, in contradistinction to the real facts of the CA«e, 
to have been the only pursuivant who remained steady 
in his duty to liis royal master when the sword was 
drawn. **The Parliament, some say, dispossessed 
him of his office ; but that probably is not the case, 
for it is pretty certain he died in the College, being 
buried at St. Sennet's, Pauls wharf, Oct. 14, 1616."

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"After this [viz., the trouble about the book of 
pennons] he was againe (1646) proeecnted very 
vigoroasly before the Comittee of Sequestration at 
Campden House upon the old artidle8» whereupon 
he was sequestered, and his study sealed up by 
order of that Ck>mittee. At the door of which 
Coraittee these words following were then written 
and putt up and entered in their Bookes, vizt., 
Rylkt told the Kino that hs had Records to 
PROVE THE PABUAMEirr Traytors.— 1647. He© 
was again violently prosecuted at Haberdashers 
Hall untill the yeare 1650, and the old charge re- 
vived, and other articles preferred against him, as 
adhering to and maintaining the King's right to the 
Militia and sending records to Oxford, mentioning 
his sequestration at Campden House, Ao. 1646, 
where he stood still sequestured wch with much 
labour, cost, and friendahipp he bore out untill the 
yeare 1663." 

Meanwhile Ryley's industry in his profession is 
incidentally shewn by one of his compilations — now 
amongst the Harleian MSS (No. 4,991), — which is 
thus described by Mr. Casley {CcUcU, iij., 236) : 
" A Collection of Arguments in Several Cases of 
Heraldry : by Wm. Ryley, Lancaster Herald, 1646. 
A moderate-sized folio of paper, badly written, in 
Latin." This book is inscribed : '*Guilielmus {ne) 
Ryley Lancastrensis Facialis Armorum . . . 
librum possidet. Ano. 1646." 

On the death of the Earl of Essex, in Septem- 
ber, 1646, there was a creation of three Kings at 
Arms in order more fittingly to celebrate the 
funeral. William Ryley was made Norroy (20 Oct. , 
1646). On this occasion a Committee was ap- 
pointed to regulate the fees. {Ath, Oxon. iij., 
1218 ; Whitelook, ii., 78.) Ryley's office as Norroy 
was, however, as he himself described it, an office 
of quality, not of profit, and he still continued to 
live precariously upon the money which he could 
obtain by virtue of his appointments. In August, 
1648, he addressed a petition to the Houses of 
Parliament, l^hich gives us an insight into the 
arrangements of his office at the Tower. It 
was read on the lUh of that month. His ob- 
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J«ot WM to draw atieBtion to his poverty ; and 
in doing so he Isid emphasis on the fact that the 
pnhlic interest lay nowhere more eminently than 
in the Pahlic Reoords of the Kingdom. [See Note 
7]« His pleas were favourably considered, and 
iB2Q0 was advanoed for his present snbsistenoe. Ao- 
cording to the minutes of the House of Commons, 
11th August, this gift was to oome out of suoh de- 
linquents' estates as Byley should discover to the 
Committee of Haberdashers' Hall, and it was said 
to be in consideration of his services to Parliament 
in keeping the Records in the Tower. From the 
same source £50 additional was given to him for 
repairing the Books of Records and Reportories, 
and mending the windows ol the rooms where the

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Becordfl lay. And the Committee of the Tower was 
ordered to coiudder of the house formerly taken 
from the Record Office ; and to consider of a way 
how the same might he restored and annexed, 
again, to the said office, (vi. 667-8.) The notice- 
able absence of all reference in this and other doca- 
ments to Selden, the Keeper of the Records, may 
be explained by Clarendon's sketch of that great 
lawyer, who is said to have loved his ease and re- 
tirement, and who had already begun to estrange 
himself from public affi&irs. 

In one of Dodsworth's letters to Dugdale, dated 
25 April, 1650, an illegible passage seems to refer to 
the Ryley household at Acton, Middlesex, whither 
about this time it removed : " There is great dis- 
taste . . . into bitter curses against our freind 
when shee went out of the house to Acton. I 
heere hee . . . for her house, and both stock 
and swatche is unpayd, and that there is feare of 
trouble." (Dugdale's Diary and Letters, page 229). 
The old arrangements at the College of Arms 
began, it would appear, to be re-established. In 
former days, viz., in June of the year 1627, the Earl 
Marshall had issued an order for the speedy putting 
out the wife, children, and family of William 
Penson, Lancaster Herald, from the College of 
Arms ; and it had then been ordered that no 
Officer of Arms for the future should be permitted 
to bring in the College any of hib family to inhabit 
the same, under pam of suspension. (Harl, MS. 

1,301. No. 21.)

[No. *5.]— THE TROUBLES OF WILLIAM RYLEY 
LANCASTER HERALD, AND OF HIS SON, 
CLERKS OF THE RECORDS IN THE TOWER. 
CONTINUXD. (See No. 81 and 87.) 

Matters at the Tower were not yet pleasant to Mr. 
Ryley, who probably regarded Selden as one who 
had taken his place. In the Proceedings of the 
Council of State, 17 Oct., 1650, the Lord Chief 
Justice St. John, Mr. Martin, Mr. Challoner, and 
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Sir Henry MildmAj, were appointed a committee 
to consider the petition of Mr. Ryley, concerning 
the settling this office of the Records, and to con- 
fer with Mr. Selden thereon. (Vol. ix. CcU. p. 391.) 
On 1 January, 1661, Parliament ordered a gratuity 
of £20 to be given to Mr. Byley, and on the 16th the 
Conncil of State directed its payment. (VoL zv* 
CcU, pp. 1, 15.) The qnestiona of the due preser- 
vation and arrangement of the archives, and of put- 
ting the office in efficient order, were kept in view 
both by the Council and Parliament. On the 20 
December, 1650 (Council of State Proceedings, vol. 
zi. No. 115 ; CaL p. 476), Sir Wm. Armyne was 
directed to report to Parliament that the Council 
—considering the usefulness of the office of Records 
in the Tower, not only to particular men, but to 
the Commonwealth, and finding that the said 
office is now in charge of Mr. Selden, into whose 
hands it was sequestered by order of Parliament of 
27 October, 1643, and that Mr. CoUett and Mr. 
Biley continue under-clerks under Mr. Selden, as 
they did under Sir John Burroughs, and that Mr. 
Selden receives the profits of the said office ; but 
that by reason of putting down the Court of Wards, 
the profitable part of that office is taken away, so 
as those that attend have no means of subsistence, 
and thus those records are in danger to be ren- 
dered useless, or lost, or disordered, — proposes 
that the said office be continued where it is ; that 
Mr. Riley remain under-clerk there, with a salary 
of JB200 a year in lieu of all fees ; and that the house 
adjoining to the office, called Bowyer*8 House, be 
appointed for a dwelling to those who attend the 
said office, it having formerly been used for that 
purpose. Also that the officers entrusted be re- 
quired to cause a calendar to be made of the said 
records, to be given in to Parliament, to be kept 
by such as Parliament shall appoint derk or comp- 
troller upon the said records, to prevent the loss 
or embezzlement of any of them. This interesting 
and important proposal forestalled much of the 
legislation of more recent days. Nothing seems to 
have been done until 6th August, 1651, when a 
separate keeper for the Tower Records was abo 
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iahed. On the date named there waa an Older ia 
Parliament npon the report (not by Armyne, aa 
formerly directed, bat by Lord Commiiiaioner 
Whitelook, from the Council of State) of the nae- 
fnlneaa of the office of Recorda in the Tower of 
London, that the Master of the Rolls for the time 
being haye the oare and snpeiintendenoe of the 
records there. It was thereupon orcUuiied that 
William Ryley was to be derk, under the Master of 
the Rolls, in the said office, to look to the records 
there ; that JB200 a year be allowed for himself and 
underwderk ; that the house adjoining the said 
offioe, called Bowyer^s House, be appointed for his 
dwelling as formerly; that the said clerk shall 
from henceforth take only 2a. 6d. for every search^ 
in lien of 10s. formerly taken ; that the said 4200 
a year shall commence from 24 June last» and kbe 
Council of State are to consider where it may be 
charged, and report ; and that the said derk be re« 
quired to makea perfect calendar of all the Recorda 
in the Tower, and return the same to the olerk o 
Parliament, to be kept amongst the Records of 
Parliament. (VoL xvi (7a^ p. 305» and of. the 
JwrndU^ vi 317-8.) 

We may now best follow the narratiye of the 
connection of Ryley with his office by citing seTeral 
entries from the Proceedings of the Council of 
State in the 8t<Ue Papen, 

Oct. 17. 1651. £50 to be paid to William Ryley, 
on account for defraying the charges of taking 
up the Scotch Records and placing them in the 
Tower. (Vol. xvi Cal p. 480.) These documents 
were the PubUc Writs and Registers of Scotland, 
which after the defeat of the Scotch at Dunbar, 
were seised when being conveyed by ship towards 
Stirling, and shipped at Leith for London by 
Cromwell's order. (Thurloe, State Papers, 1 117.) 

1651. Nov. 22 (vol. xvi.. No. 16, Council of 
State Ptoceedings). Note to enquire for the Order 
made last night concerning Mr. Ryley. (Page 90.) 

Nov. 28. So much of the Order of Parliament 
as refers it to Council, to satisfy such clerks as 
shall be employed in the Scotch Records in the 
Tower referrod to the Irish and Scotch Committee, 
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who are to speak with Mr. Ryley thereon, aad to 
t^port. (Page 40.) 

Dec. 4. Warrant to be issaed to Mr. Frost to 
pay Mr. BUey JBIOO oot of the oontmgent noney 
of OoancU, on aceount for the clerlrB to be employed 
about the Sootch Becorde in the Tower, and the 
charge el parchment, paper, fto., for the methodiz- 
higand ordering the eaid Beoords for pnblio nae ; 
and when an account ia hroaght in of that amoontt 
a further sum to be ordered. (Pmge 47.) 

Dec. 11. The Irish and Scotch Committee to 
order Mr. Ryley tomakeparticuUrsearoh first of aU 
in his sorting of the Scotch Records, for the bills 
and bonds for money, and to employ Andrew Ker, 
mentioned in Major-General Lambert's letter, so 
for as they think lit. (Psge 66. ) 

1652. Jany. 2. The House of Ck>mmons ordered 
that it be refenred to the Council of State to con- 
sider of and appoint a fit person to receive from 
the Master of the Rolls the writings and Records 
ordered to be sent to Scotland, by Indentures ; and 
likewise the bonds } that the Master of the RoUa 
do deKver them unto such person accordingly. On 
the same occasion Lord Conmiissioner WUtelock 
reported that the Council of State had taken into 
consideration the Parliamentary Order of 6 Aug., 
1651, and offered the Council's opinion that the 
£200 for Ryley's salary should be paid at present 
out of the exigent moneys of tiie Council, until 
such time as the public treasuries of the Common- 
wealth should be freed from Anticipation. Ryley's 
acquittance was to be a sufficient discharge for tiie 
money. {GofMnone JourruUa, vij,, 63,) 

Jan. 9. WHliam Ryley, son of William 
Ryley, Clerk of the Records, appointed to receive, 
by Indenture from [Lenthall,] the Master of the 
Rolls, the records, papers, and bonds that are to 
be sent into Scotland. (Page 97.) 

Feb. 5. " The great funeral from Somerst house 
to Westmr for H. Ireton, deputy of Ireland ; at 
wch ye Heraulds wore new Coatee, wth ye States 
badges upon them, this being ye first time of hav- 
ing those ooates." (Dugdale's Diary, p. 98.) In 
Feb., 1650-1, it had been ordered that the King's 
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arms should be removed from the tabards of the 
heralds, and those of the State plaoed in their 
room. (Noble, p. 256.) 

March 26. Whitehall. Gonncil of State to the 
Lieutenant of the Tower. Parliament having 
appointed the house in the Tower adjoining the 
Record Office, called Bowyer's House, as a dwell- 
ing for the Clerk of the Records in the Tower, and 
there being very great necessity of accommodating 
him there in order to the methodizing the records 
brought out of Scotland, you are forthwith to re- 
move all the persons now there, and deliver the 
same to Mr. Ryley for his residence, and for keep- 
ing the records. (Vol. xxiij. CaL p. 197.) 

March 26. Warrant from Council of State, 
by Gualter Frost to Wm. Ryley for iBlOO, in addi- 
tion to £100 already paid for charges of clerks in 
methodisiAg records, &c. (Page 594.) 

Nov. 30. (Vol. XXV.) The Irish and Scotch 
Committee, in pursuance of an Order of Parliament 
of 2 Jan., 1652, to consider where JB200 a year may 
be charged, to be paid to William Ryley, for his 
employment in the Office of Records in the Tower. 
(Page 514.) 

Nov. 30. Warrant by Gualter Frost to Wm. 
Ryley for £200, one year's salary as Clerk of the 
Records in the Tower. (Page 621.) 

1653. Mar. 31. Order that the Commissioners 
for inspecting the Treasuries consider and report 
how the £200 a year appointed by Parliament to 
Wm. Ryley as salary for his employment in the 
Record Office in the Tower, is to be paid from 29 
March, it having been paid hitherto from the exigent- 
moneys of the CounciL (VoL xxxiv. CdL p. 246.) 

The old charge of ** intelligence with Oxford '* 
was in 1653 renewed against him at the Committee 
of Indempnity, and he was further taxed with 
having been in actual arms for the King. '* Hee 
was in that yeare likewise questioned in the Petite 
Assembly or Bare-bones Parliament [which sat 
4 July to 12 Dec., 1653], upon all the former mis. 
demeanors, but the Act of Oblivion then made by 
the late Usurper Oliver oomeing forth he was dis- 
pensed withall.' 
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The following mterastmg letter ib taken from 
Thurloe*8 SUUe Papen toL ij.« 242 (from the 
original toL ziij., p. 288) : — 

Mr. W, ByUy to Secretary ThmUe. 
Honourable Sir, — 
Since I law yon last, I was told by a gentleman of 
worth, that there is an ordinance to be drawn up for 
the improvement of the feirests*) and that the act for 
the sale of them was deelyned. Truly, Sir, I may 
with a deare conscience and assured confidence affirme, 
that I have cordially serred his highness the lord pro- 
tector and the states in all trusts reposed in me, and 
more particularly in the weighty business of the 
forrests (whereof his highness hath had some speoiaU 
testimony), and for which I had so great esteeme with 
the committee of inspections and others before them, 
as likewise with the trustees for the sale of the forrests, 
as to meritt an imployment of agency under them ; 
the which I doe not hereby dedyne, being most willing 
witii the best of my skill to serve his highness and th« 
state. But knowing my place of Norrey king of armes 
to be an office of quality, though not of profitt, and 
the sgency farr Infeiiour to that, amounting but to the 
degree of a soUieitor at most (in which employment I 
toeke great paines, was at much charge, but had noe 
recompenoe at all), and likewise taking notice of the 
declension of some of the trustees in the execution of 
the forrest business, in which I may (I humbly conceave) 
by reason of my knowledg and long experience in the 
records, be very usefnll ; I doe therefore hambly desyro 
yoti to be a meanes, that my employment may be 
changed from agency to a trustee or commiisioner for 
improvement of the forrests, where I am bold to say, 
I shall knowingly discharge my trust and duty, and 
appear therein very dilligent and faithful!. And for 
your further satisfaction herein, I have inclosed the 
copies of some papers, which I presented heretofore to 
his highness, to whose service I am devoted. Sir, I 
crave pardon for my boldness herein, and humbly 
aoknowledg all your noble favours expressed to, Sir, 
Tour real and f aithfull servant, 
19 April, 1654. William Btlet. 

As heretofore, Ryley'a assistance was asked when 
the ancient precedents had to be hunted up, as the 
ezigencieB of the oocasion demanded. In the

SO 
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Ooancil of State Proceedings, 31 Mar., 1653, Wm. 
Ryley was ordered to send a copy of the record in 
the time of King John, concerning making prizes of 
the ships that refuse to strike sail to the English 
ships of war in the Channel. (Vol. xxxiv. Cal,^ page 
245). On a subsequent occasion (vol. xxxv., Gcd.^ p. 
259) there appears an extract from Mare Clausumj — 
the great work of Selden, written in 1634, to defend 
the sovereignty of England over the narrow seas 
against Grotius and the fishermen of Holland, a 
copy of which was ordered at the time to be la^'d 
up with the public records, — which extract asserts 
the ancient right of England to the striking in 
£ags at sea. The original law of 2 John (a MS. of 
French, then said to be in Mr. Seldon^s hands) i) 
cited ; and it is described by Ryley in a report of 
3 pp. (in which it is given in Latin, French, and 
English) as a document of no less authority than 
antiquity. The report bears the following endorse- 
ment by Bradshaw : — ''A transcript of a record in 
the time of King John, touching the striking of 
sail ; brought in by Mr. Ryley, Keeper of the 
Records in the Tower, by Order of the Council of 
State." 

When Thomas Fuller was compiling his Church 
History f in the years 1649-54, he had occasion to 
examine the Tower Records, and thus came into 
contact with William Ryley, at this time in better 
circumstances than hertofore. Fuller says that all 
the passages of Church concernment in his History, 
from the reign of Henry III. until King Henry VI., 
he got out of these records {Appeal qf Injured Iti' 
nocence, fo. pt. i., p. 23), which he regarded as the 
Author of Authors for English History, because 
they might be said to live in the time aud place to 
which they referred, because they were impartial, 
and because they were safely preserved. And he 
wished that they might be long so preserved ''in 
defiance of barbarous anarchy, which otherwise 
would make a bonfire or new light of those precious 
monuments,*' — a sentiment which has relation to 
Mr. Hugh Peters. Fuller further states that he 
got the documents transcribed, compared, and 
attested by the elder Ryley, keeper of them, and 
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Norroy King of Arms ; '' who, like a Prince in- 
deed, freely gave me his pains, which I commend to 
the Header his thankful notice, because otherwise 
I must have charged the cost in his account, raising 
the rate of my book to make myself a saver there- 
by." {Hut, qf Cambridge § i, IT 66, pp. 15-16 ; and 
Church History, bk. iij., cent, xiij., IT 21, p. 65.) 

It was Ryley also who furnished Fuller with 
some information of Lancashire men for his 
Worthies of England This especially applies to 
the account of Bishop Pilkington ; for Fuller says 
that his good friend Master William Byley, Norroy, 
the Bishop's countryman, told him that the 
Pilkington's were gentlemen of repute in Lanca- 
shire before the Conquest. (§ Lancashire, page 110.) 

On Oct. 2, 1652, Wm. Ryley, Keeper of the 
Records in the Tower, was directed by the 
Council to give Roger Dodsworth free access 
thereto, he having in hand something of concern- 
ment relating to the public. A Warrant to be sent 
him for this purpose. (Vol zxv., page 427.) This 
seems to relate to the preparation of that great 
work called Monasticon Anglicanum in three vols., 
which now goe? under the name of Dugdale's 
Monasticon, the first of which appeared in 1655. 
His name appears in the title page of the first 
volume ; but it was not added to the subsequent 
volumes, although he was the collector of most of 
the materials for it ; and he was indeed its pro- 
jector. At the date of this order Dodsworth, 
then under the patronage of Lord Fairfax, was 
67 years of age, and he died two years later 
(Aug., 1654), and was buried at Rufford, in 
Lancashire. The relations between this famous anti- 
quary and Ryley were not apparently of the most 
cordial kind, for Dodsworth's principles were of a 
different texture from those of Ryley. Dugdale had 
been at the Tower in April and June, 1649, per- 
fecting his Warwickshire, and making researches 
for Dodsworth. The latter was in London soon 
afterwards. On 29 May, 1650, he informed Dug- 
dale that he was " entered a little into the Tower," 
where he was proposing to examine certain of the 
Fine Rolls to be " of rare use for my Baronage,"^ 
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a project (anfortunately unfulfilled) upon which he 
was working at the time. In the same letter he 
■ays that that very day he was so fatigued with his 
labours at the Tower that he could do nothing. ** I 
am so very weary, having staid there since eight 
in the morning till nine this evening, and never 
stirred of the place to eat one bitt of bread.** 
There are likewise in his letter some particuhurs of 
the Herald's College : " Squibb the Herald [Clare- 
noeux] is dead, and Mr. Norwood [Windsor 
Herald] very near. The o£Bce is *new model'd* 
[a fling at the celebrated Parliamentary ordinance]: 
there shall be no more Glarenceux, and Korroy 
[>.e., Mr. Ryley] shall signify no more than an ordi- 
nary herald, of woh there shall be only six, and 
the Host [Edw. Bysshe, Garter], shall be seventh, 
and have a double share agt the rest. If Nor- 
gate dye I am solicited to come in his roome." 
(Dugdale's Correspondence, p. 235-6.) To the 
same correspondent he writes, on the 18th Dec., 
1650 {Ihid., p. 246 : the date ia misprinted 1660) : 
"Kyley is an arrant Rascall as before. The Pen- 
tion for ordering the Office is granted to Mr. 
Selden ; and the Host . [Bysshe] and my Cosen B. 
[John Rush worth, of Lincoln's Inn, Esq.,] wiU 
joyne to move that Mr. Jenninges ['*reacher" of 
the records in k Wood's time, and '' a boon blade,"] 
to be made a helper therein, and have a certayne 
allowance for his paynes. I would have you write 
to my Co. R. to inform him that no man ia more 
able and paynf uU, &c. He keeps the tower con- 
stantly; young Ryley keepes his mother company 
att Acton : Mr. Bisse [Garter's brother] will not 
lett him be in the office." In referring to Dods- 
worth I cannot resist the impulse of perusing 
Whitaker's account of him {BicJmiondshirc, ii., 76\ 
and of quoting that elegant scholar's opinion that he 
was a man whom it was " impossible to name with- 
out veneration . . . for the self-devotion of 
having censumed his life in the unceasing toil of 
accumulating materials for future topographers at a 
period when those materials wero on the point of 
perishing and being forgotten for ever." 
One other great name has to be introdaoed to 
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whom IG^l^ WM helpfoL On the 84 Siaroh, 
1656-7, John Milton, writing to Bmerio Bigot, a 
French nvant, who had requested him to hare 
some donbtfol passagee in a book — On tAe Manner 
of Holding FarUament^-^'OompMndL with the 
originalB in London, makes the following remarks : 
" As to the book I have caused the marked passages 
of it to be either amended, or, if they were doubt- 
ful, confirmed, by reference to the MS. in the pos- 
session of the illustrious Lord Bradshaw, and also 
to the Cotton MS., as you will see from your little 
paper retunied herewith. In compliance with 
your desire to know whether, also, the autograph 
of this book is extant in the Tower of London, I 
•ent one to enquire of the Herald who has the 
custody of the deeds, and with whom I am on 
familiar terms* His answer is that no copy of that 
book is extant among those records." This oorre- 
•pondenoe will be found in the recent Hfe qf Milton 
by Masson (toI. ▼., pp. 283-4), who believea that 
the Herald was " William Byley, Norroy Eang-at* 
Arms, who had been Clerk of the Beoorda for 
some yean ondsr the Master of the BoUs."

IJSTo. W.]-THB ATHEBT0N8 O F AM ERIOA, AND 
THE ATHBBTONS OF ATHBETON. 
Mr. Heni7 B. Atherton, of Nashua, New Hamp- 
shire, U.S.A., writes : "For fifteen years or more 
I have been collecting material for a family record 
of the Athertons in America — all of them from 
Halifax to San Francisco. I find that nearly all 
are descended from Humphrey Atherton and James 
Atherton, of the Old Massachusetts Bay Colony. 
Humphrey Atherton was in Dorchester as early as 
1636, was admitted freeman (perhaps at the age of 
21) 2 May, 1638, was a member of the Artillery 
Company in the same year, and became its Captain 
in 1650. He was often selectman, representative 
for nine years, Qovemor's assistant from 1654 till 
death in 1661, «nd from 1656 was Major- 
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Geneial of all the f otoot In tlie Colony, having 
sncceeded Sedgwick. He was also a magistrate of 
the Colony, and entnisted with many important 
sffinzB. He was, in fact, to ^e Bay Colony what 
Hiles Standish was to that at Plymonth. I desire 
to leam the parentage, date and place of his birth, 
also of his wife Mary and of the James Atherton 
before-mentioned, who may have been an elder son 
or yoonger brother of Hnmphrey. The latter had 
several children bom in England— /onotAan, 
Caiharitke, JSlkabMy and possibly an IsabeL The 
family tradition has it that they came from Lanca- 
shire ; and, coming atabont the same time, possibly 
in the same ship^ with the Rev. Bichard Mather, 
for many years the minister at Dorchester, it may 
be that Humphrey Atherton was persuaded to 
«ome by him, and that he lived near where Mr. 
Mather used to preach in England and where he 
taught, perhaps being one of his pupils. Timothy, 
son of the Rev. Richard Mather, married the 
before-mentioned Catherine Atherton. Mr. Mather, 
after being suspended for Nonconformity, went 
from Warrington to Bristol in disguise, sailed from 
the latter place in April or May, 1635, on the 
* James,' oommonded by Captain Taylor, and 
landed at Boston, 17 Aug., 1635. While at Tozteth 
he used to ' lecture ' once a fortnight at Preston, 
where perhaps Humphrey Atherton tirst knew him. 
I have been seeking for a long while to ascerta'a 
the precise relationship between Humphrey and 
James. The latter was one of the first settlers of 
Lancaster, Mass., and died in 1707, aged 86, malring 
him about 15 years of age in 1636 I aiu descended 
from James, as were also Joshua Atherton, Attorney- 
General for this State in the time of Charles IL, 
Bad Charles A^ierton, U.S.S. One of Humphrey's 
sons was the Rev. Hope Atherton, an early grada* 
ate at Harvard College^ who taught the Grammar 
School in Dorchester, became the first settled 
minister at Hatfield, and died by reason of eacposure 
while a chaplain in ' King Phillip's War.' I am 
the secretary of our local Historical Society, the 
only one of the kind in the State, and from our 
have been able to glean something oonoem^

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ing the Athertoiw of LuicMhire, bat nothing 
connectedly."

Nq. M.]— MR. BRADLEY HAYHUfiST, TIOAR 
OF LEIGH, 1646-1637. 
I send yon a little perBonal note respecting this 
minister, who was inenmbent of Leigh Parish 
Church from the establishment of the Presbytery, 
in 1646, until about the year 1657i as recorded in 
Mr. J. £. Bailey's account of the Vicars of Leigh, 
published in your columns a few months since. The 
items I have to add relate to the birthplace and 
parentage of Mr. Bradley Hayhorst. He was a 
native of the parish of Ribohester. The Hayhursta 
were a family of yeomen, whose freehold was 
situate in the township of Dutton, in Ribchester 
parish, represented in 1620 by "John Hayhurst, 
of Dutton, gent." or yeoman. I think this John 
was the father of Richard Hayhurst, who appears 
as a very active partizan of the Parliament in the 
Civil War which broke out in 1642. Richard Hay- 
hurst, living in 1649, had seven or eight sons, two 
of whom. Captain Jonathan Hayhurst and Captain 
John Hayhurst, were officers in Cromwell's army 
during the war, and doubtless fought in the Battle 
of Preston and Walton in August, 1648, when 
Cromwell with his forces passed and re-passed by 
the native place of the Hayhursta before and after 
that celebrated battle. Other sons of Richard 
Hayhurst were William Hayhurst and Benjamin 
Hayhurst ; and two other sons were ministers of 
the Puritan party, viz., Mr. Robert Hayhurst and 
Mr. Bradley Hayhurst. Mr. Robert Hayhurst was 
some yean minister of Coley Chapel, near Halifax, 
and died when a young man, some years before Mr. 
Bradley Hayhurst was brought to Leigh. There 
is a reference to Mr. Robert Hayhurst in the paperii 
of the Rev. Oliver Heywood, who was ejected from 
Coley, which identifies him as of the Ribchester 
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family, and also aa brother of Mr. Bradley Hay- 
hurst. His name is there spelt " Horst,'* which to 
this day is the shortened popular pronunciation of 
Hayhurst in the neighbourhood of Ribchester and 
Blackburn, where the surname is yet not uncom- 
mon, and is, in fact, sometimes written "Haint." 
Mr. Oliver Heywood has recorded : — " The next 
settled minister [at Coley Chapel] was Mr. Robert 
Hurst, bom at Ribchester. His brother [t.e., 
Bradley Hayhurst] was Vicar of Leigh, and after- 
wards lived at Macclesfield, in Cheshire. This 
choice young man [Robert Hayhurst] was at 
Coley seven or eight years, but fell into a con- 
sumption, took his solemn leave in the Chapel, and 
told the people he had spent his strength with 
them, and was able to preach no more : there were 
many tears shed at parting. He pined away, had 
his mother with him, whose breasts he sucked as 
long as he was able [a singular means of attempt- 
ing to save a young man dying of consumption], 
and then died, leaving a sweet savour behind him, 
both of sound doctrine and holy life : he was much 
lamented." The Vicar of Leigh probably owed his 
Christian name of " Bradley" to the drcumstanoe 
of the mairiage of his father, or some earlier pro- 
genitor, with a daughter of a family of Bradley, of 
the rank of lesser gentry, seated in the same neigh- 
bourhood. It was a common practice in this district 
then, as it is still, to adopt the maternal surname 
as the Christian name of one of the sons or 
daughters. Rev. Bradley Hayhurst did not foiget 
his native place in his will. Bishop Gkistrell has 
noted {NotU, Cestr,, vol. ii., pt. iii., p. p. 471*2) that 
<< Anno 1684, Mr. Hayhurst, Minister of Maccles- 
field, left all his Books, except the Book of Martyrs 
and his Great Bible, to ye Parish Church of Rib- 
chester."

and levying their expenses for attendance to their 
own use. The matter coming to the king's know- 
ledge, a judicial enquiry was instituted by royal 
authority, the return declared void and the two 
deputies unseated, thus losing the expense of their 
attendance to the Parliament. This is said to be 
the first instance in Parliamentary annals of the 
unseating of members of the House of Commons for 
unlawful proceedings. 

Edward Lawrence. Proliably son of WUUam 
Lawrence, returned to the Parliament of 1327. 
Matthew de Ekcton, or as generally called Riehe- 
ton. There is little doubt but that he was 
Matthew de Rkcton, of Great Sankey, War- 
rington, in which barony the Rixtons held 
lands early in the thirteenth century. The 
member for Lancashire was son of Bkhatd d€ 
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Hixion, an^ died before 1380. Hia eldest mo, 
Tfii/iam, who died in 1400, left an only 
danghter, the wife of John de Townley, appar- 
ently of the Townleys of Townley, whose des- 
cendanta aasumed Uie maternal anrname and 
continued seated at Great Sankey for above 
two centuries. The last of the line T'homaa 
Rixton, Esq., died early in the seventeenth 
Century leaving an only daughter, Hester Bix^ 
ton, married to Theophilua Lyncf^ Esq. Their 
■on. Sir Thomaa Lynch^ of Sankey, Governor 
of Jamaica in 1682, had an only daughter and 
heiress, Philadelphia Lynch, the wife of Sir 
ThomoB Cotton^ Bart., of Oombermere, Ches- 
ter, ancestor of the present Viacovmt Comber* 
mere.

In John Barle'i Mkro-cotmography (page 71 » 
edition Arber), a Herald ia aatirioally deaoribed aa 
one whoae trade ia Honoor : *' he a^lait and ginea 
Armea himaelf e though hee be no gentleman. Hia 
bribea are like thoee of a compt ladge ; for they 
are the pricea of blood." There is no reason to 
suppose, jadging from the recorda of Ryley'a 
grants, that he acted contrary to the maxims which 
should influence a good Herald. But aa we know 
by the testimony of ffudibreu (pt. 11., Canto iij., 
lines 669-672), aa well aa of Byley's good friend^ 
Thomaa Fuller, many "upstarts** during the 
civil war " injuriously invaded the arms of ancient 
families.'* The latter observation was made in 
chapter xvi. of The Worthies qf England, where the 
author longed for the revival of an old Record in 
the Tower, being an ordinance of Henry V, against 
those who had assumed arms wrongfully. Bysshe, 
who was Garter from 1643. is said by Dallaway to 
have been more learned and perspicuous than his 
predecessor, and that he waa the first who treated 
the subject of heraldry aa an antiquary and his* 
torian, endeavouring to divest it of extraneous mat- 
ter. Some of Ryley's grants, and chiefly those of 
local persons, may here fitly find a place. On the 
18 Sept., 1650, he signed a certificate as "Norry 
King-at-arms,'* atating that Edw. Bysshe, (barter 
principal King-at-armsof EInglishmen, having by pa- 
tent of 16 Aug., 1650, assigned to Lady Alicia Dud- 
ley, daughter of Sir Thos. Leghi of Stoneley, county 
Warwick, Bart., the crest therein mentioned, and 
depicted, — viz., on a wreath argent and gtUee, two 
hands coupled at the wrist» proper, supporting a 
ducal ooron0t,--«nd finding also by an Act of Par-

luunent, 21 James L thmt L*dy Dudley ib declared 
to be a f emme aole, he, at her request, ratifies the 
said arms. {State Papers, GaL p. 320.) In HarL 
MS., 1470 (Nos. 108 and 163), there was a confirm- 
ation of Arms and Crest, onto John Boyle, of Left* 
wich, in Com. Cestr., Gent., by William Ryley, 
Norroy, dated 17 Nov., 1654. — ^Another docament 
in the same MS. (1470, No. 85), is John Withie's 
abridgement of the confirmation of arms and grant 
of a (Vest, nnto William Gholwiok, of Cholwick, in 
Com. Devon, by William Ryley, Norroy, dated 6th 
June, 1667.— The same MS. (No. 88) contains a 
confirmation of arms and crest nnto Thomas Hob- 
son, of Merington, in the Bishoprick of Dnreeme^ 
by WOliam Ryley, Esq., Norroy, dated 16 January, 
1657.— No 81 (fol. 139, or 94 in pencU) contains 
John Withie*s abridgement of the confirmation of 
arms granted by Ryley to William Langton, of 
Broughton Tower, near Preston, the arms and crest 
being hastily tricked in the margin. This grant is 
as follows : — 

To all & Singular ynto whom these preseats shall 
oome 'WllHam Ryley Esqre. Nofroy King of Armes 
sendeth greetiog. Whereas William Langton of 
Broughton in the County of Lancaster Esqre. hath re- 
quested me to declare what Armes he may Lawfully 
beare I do by these presents signifie and declare 
that the said William Langton may beare the Armes 
and Oreasts hereafter mentioned ris Per-pale Argent 
and Or, three Oheyerons gules. And for the Oreaste 
on an Helmet and Wreath of his Ooullours a Talbot 
Seieant regardant Sable his Eares Argent, Mantled 
Gules doubled Argent as in the Uargent More liyely 
is depicted Which Armes and Oreaste I the said 
Norroy do by these presents sllow and ooufirm unto 
the said William Langton and the heirse of his body 
Lawfully begotten to be borne and used by them, with 
their respeetiye differences for ever In witness whereof I 
the ssid Norroy have hereunto affixed the Seal of 
myne office and subscribed my name this 25th of 
June, Ano Dom 1667. 

This William Langton died in 1659. It ib notice- 
able that the arms were altered by Sir William 
Dugdale, at the Visitation of 1664, to these follow« 
ing : Argenlt three chevxon) gulee, a canton, voir ; 
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eresi, ah e^gle diBpUyed with tiro hewli vert 
•hargod on the breast with a tre-f oil or, Theae 
anoB with the motto Loyal a/u mori were borne by 
Joseph lAngtoD* of liverpool, Eaqp. the represent 
live of the family in 1842. (Barke*a Armory of 
4uit year ; Dogdale*! Vimtation, p. 173.) 

On 17 July, 1668, '«AIr. Ryley, the Herald and 
Clerk of the Becords in the Tower, pionuaed great 
•errice [to the Parliament] about the ealendaring 
of the Beoordt" (Whitelook iy,, 3S4) ; but Prynne^ 
thesuooeeding Keeper, had oonoaired a very different 
idea of the taak when he said that it would '* re- 
fuire Bnarena his hunted hands, Aigua hia 
hundred eyes, and Nestor's oentnries of years to 
marshall them into distinct files, and make ezaot 
Alphabetical Tables of the several Things, Namea, 
Plaoes oomprised in them» wherein most Tteasnriea 
of Reoords are very defective ; which oft oauseth 
your [Charles IL's] subjects to make long fruitless 
searches^ and to depart with a non est inventus of 
what they sought for." {Brevkt ParUamentaria .-^ 
DedicationO 

The funeral of Cromwell, which was celebrated 
with more than royal pomp, Sept. 1658, was at- 
tended by Ryley in his official capacity. Ryley 
with his fellow heralds had previously assisted in 
placing the silk work when the body lay in state. 

Ryley likewise officially attended the installation 
of Richard as Ftotector, who appointed him, 25 
Feb., 1658-9, **Clarencieux King of Armes." On the 
same day Henry Bish was created Somerset Herald, 
and George Barkham (Ryley*8 son-in-law) Lancaster 
Herald ; and Henry Dethick and Everaid Exton 
were made pursuivants. (iih Repwi Deputy^ 
Keeper^ p. 199.) 

The loyalty of the old Herald returned at the 
Restoration. He was one of the three Heralds 
who, in obedience to the commands of Parliament, 
proclaimed Charles II. through Westminster, 8th 
May, 166a (30eA RepoH^ p. 249.) His companiona 
were Bysshe Gkrter and Henry Bysshe, hia brother. 

Upon this event ohangea took place in Hersld's 
College. The old heralds who had survived tha 
tioablM roflomed their foimer plaooii and thoa 
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Byley WM reduced in lank to Lanowter HenJd. 
The ohapter, however, showed their i^preoiation 
of hiB ezperienoe Aod ability by making him their 
regittrar, 13 Deo., 1660. Into the yaoated pontioii 
of Norroy, Sir Wm. Dngdale stepped. The new 
King of Arms was of Lancashire parentage, boing 
the son of a gentleman, named James Ilngdale, of 
ditheroe, whose name and family ware of long 
^^t^p m m^yft jQ ^i^^^fft parts* 

A change, also to Ryley's detriment^ took place 
at the Tower. Ptrynne^ already known as an indna- 
trions inyestigator in the archiyes, was iqppointed 
Keeper of the Kecorda at X600 per ann. ; and 
Byley and his son became Piynne's deputies. Thia 
angry lawyer was by no means oompUmentary to 
the former management of the oflSce. When dedica- 
ting hia Brma ParUameaknHa Bedhrina (4to. 1662) 
to the king, 25 Jan., 1661-2, he made the following 
ramarioi :— '* No sooner received I yonr Boyal 
fktent (passed witboat Fees) for the Ckurtody of 
jponranciei^ Beccids in yonr Tower of London, 
even in the middest of my Parliamentaiy and Dia- 
Jbanding Services, then monopolizing all my time, 
bat I designed, endeavoured the resooe of the 
Greatest part of them from that desolation, oormp- 
tion, confhirion, in which (throngh the Negligence^ 
Nesceience, or Sloathfnlnesse of their Former 
Keepers) they had for many years by past layen 
buried together in one confused Chaos under cor* 
lodinfr pntrifying Cobwebs, Dnat, Filth, in the 
darkest comer of Ciesar's Chappel in the White 
Tower, as mere useless Beliques, not worthy to be 
oalendred, or brought down thence into the Office 
amongst other Records of use. In order thereunto 
J imploy ed some Soldiers and Women to remove and 
cleanse them from their Filthinesse ; who soon 
growing weary of this noysome woik, left them 
almost as foul, dusty, nasty, as thqr found them. 
Whereupon immediately after the Flsrliaments 
adjournment I and my Clerk (in August and Sep- 
tember last) spent many whole days in cleansing 
and sorting them into distinct confused heaps, in 
order to their future reducement into method, the 
old Clerks of the office being unwilling to touch 
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them for fear of fonling their Fingers, spoyling 
their Cloathee, endangering their Eye^sight and 
Healths by their cankerous dost and evil sent.** 
Afterenamerating the precious records found in this 
" dung heap, '* and alluding to the Tast labour which 
they demanded, he says that the records might 
have been much more useful "had the late Keepers 
of the Becords been so industrious to make Tables 
to them, as some (Mr. Vincent, Sir John Boraughtf) 
of their Ftredecessors, or their Clerks allowed com* 
petent stipends to encourage them thereunto." 

Consequent upon the change of authority, several 
matters came under the attention of Byley and of 
his s(m. The following entries are taken from the 
State Papers : — 

1660. Aug. 14. Wm. Ryley was commanded 
to deliver all the records of Scotland to Sir Archi- 
bald Primrose, on oath that nona had been ab- 
stracted during his keeping ; or, if so abstracted, 
he was to state who received them, Ac This order 
was remanded 5 Sept. (Dom. Ser., Car. IL, xzL 
No. 162, p. 370.) 

1660. Sept. 7. Vol. xiv. No. 47, p. 260 : Wm. 
Ryley to his Father. His accounts have been ex- 
amined by Lord Newburgh, Sir John Robinson, and 
Lord Middleton. They refuse to pay several items, 
but wiU obtain him a gratuity from the King. 
Was highly commended by them for finding the 
Covenant; they say it shall be burned by tha 
hangman. Told them that Lord Lauderdale waa 
displeased ; they said it mattered not if if it were 
hanged about his neck, if he favoured it, and that 
tlie Book of Common Prayer would soon be settled 
in Scotland. They want a note of things sent to 
Scotland in Oliver's time, and a note that he knows 
not of any now stopped from going. The four 
books should be conveyed by warrant to Sir 
Edmund Nicholas for fear of disobliging tha 
nobility of Scotland. 

Same date. Warrant to Wm. Ryley to deliver 
to Sec. Nicholas four volumes of papers and 
records at present in his custody, relating to the 
transactions of the Parliaments of Scotland from 
May 15, 1639, to March 8, 1661.

A royal order, dated from White- 
hall, recitiiig the above, directs that the recordB« 
books, &c., oonoemed should now be delivered to 
Sir John Young, deputed by Primrose to receive 
them (p. 870.) 

1660. Deo. 3. WhitehalL The King to Wm. 
Ryley. Is informed that there are in a warehouse 
in St. Katherines, 107 hogsheads, 12 chests, 5 
trunks, and 4 barrels of registers, books« warrants, 
fte., the records of Scotland. Order to deliver the 
same to Young (as before). (VoL zxviij. No. 10, 
p. 402.) 

1660. Deo. 19. Petition of Wm. Ryley, Keeper 
of the Beoords at the Tower, to the Sing, for such 
a teward out of the Excise Office or elsewhere, as 
he thinks fitting, for the extraordinary pains and 
ohaige for examiningi as ordered, 107 hogsheads, 
12 chests, 6 trunks, and 4 bairela of records, 
registers, and papers, belonging to Scotland, which, 
by order of Deoember 8, are delivered exempt from 
dues to John Young, deputed by Sir Arch.

No. 9, p. 419.)— The removal of these re- 
cords terminated in a most unfortunate manner ;

The testator, James Starkie, belonged to an old 
and respectable family long settled in Leigh parish » 
on the 25th of April, 1599, he married, at Leigh 
Oharoh, Katherine, daughter of Roger Darwall, or 
Barrall, and both his wife and her father were 
living when he made his will. Starkey seems to 
have been fairly well to do in the world, for, 
besides the legacy named above, and namerous be- 
quests to relations and friends, he leares to the poor 
qf Pennington twenty ehilUngB, He mentions hia 
brother, Richard Starkie, an d Richard's children, 
William, Peter, and Ann Starkie, all then under 
age^ but there is no mention of any children of hia 
own.

-TSBTBOUBLES OF WILLIAM BYLEY, 
LANCASTER HERALD, AND OF HIS SON, 
CLERKS OF THE RBCORDS IN THE TOWER, 
CoNTiNUBO.~(See Nos. 81, 82, 88, and 99.) 

The two Ryleys were associated in the produc- 
tion of a folio, of which there were two editions. 
The first, according to Kennett's Register (page 
478). was published in June, 1661, and may be 
called the elder Ryley's edition, since it is said to 
be by WiUam Ryley of the Middle Temple. Its 
title, as given by Kenuett, was as follows : — 
Pladta ParUamentaria. Or Pleadings in Parlia- 
ment, with Judgments thereon in the Reign of 
Edward the First and Edward the Second, Kings 
of England : Containing a collection of some 
Copies of Statutes, Ordinances, Prorisions, In- 
hibitions, Forms of Writs on several occasions, 
P^hibitions, Proclamations, with the Confirma- 
tion of Mctgna Charta and Charta de Fortsta, 
As also of some other Records taken out of the 
Tower of Lundon which prove the Homage 
anciently due to the Kings of England from 
Scotland, and the Establishment of Ireland 
under the Laws of England : Extracted from tho 
Rolls of the said King Edward the First and 
Edward the Second's Times: together with 
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several Petitions in Parliament and the AnswefS 
thereunto in Sundry Kings* Reigns. By WiUiaa 
Ryley, of the Middle Temple, Qtent, 
London : Sold by Henry Twyford, 1661, 

There was another edition published in September 
1661 (Kennett, page 542 . The following title of it 
taken from a copy in my possession, agrees with 
Kennett's, except that the former does not give th« 
Latin words PlacUa ParUametUaria, 
Pleadings in Parliament with the Judgements 
thereon, in the Reigns of Edward the First and 
Edward the Second, Swings of England. Where- 
unto U an Appendix annexed^ oontaining A Col- 
leotion of some Copies of SUUulee^ Ordinanees^ 
JPrwUUmSf InhUriUons, Forms of Writt$, on several 
occasions, ProkUntuma, and Proclamatiome : with 
the Confirmation of Magna Charta and Charia 
de ForetAa. As also Of some other Records 
which prove the Homage aatiently due to the 
Kings of England from Scotland^ and the Estab- 
lishment of Irtiand onder the Laws of Ehngland ; 
Extracted from the Rolls of the said King 
Edward the First and Edward the Second's 
Times. Together With several PeUtUms in 
Parliament^ and the Answers thereunto in sundry 
Kings' Reigns. By William Ryley, of the Inner 
Temple, Gentleman. 
London : Printed for Henry Twyford and Thomcke 
Dring, and are to be sold in Vine Oowrt, Middle 
Temple, and at the Oeorge in Fleet S^reet^ nemr St, 
J>unstan*B Church, 1661. (Folio, pp. x., 719.) 
Mr. Chester Waters says that another edition 
was pubiibhed in 1662 under the son's name. 
These editions may be called the younger 
Ryloy*"* ^ho, according to his own aooount, entered 
the office of Records in the Tower in 1646: He 
was admitted a student of the Inner Temple 26 
April, 1652 (two or three years after leaving Christ 
Church, Oxford), as son and heir-appai«'it of 
William Ryley, Ejq., of Acton, in Middlesex ; but 
he was not called to the bar until 12 Feb, 1 64-5. 
(Waters's OenecUdgieal Memoirs qf the Cfheeters qf 
Chiehley, p. 176). 
These copies have a dedication, signed "Gulxel- 
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BUS Byley» Janior/* addressed to Edward Hide 
Earl of Clareadon, the book itself being called 
*' Elzeinplar hoc," as if there were more than one 
issae of it. There is a Latin address to the 
Eeader, signed by "G. B., Janior," which is 
repeated in an Kngliah translation. He says that 
the advantage of such collections, both historical 
and judiciary, and the enconragement of some 
learned gentlemen, chiefly induced him to paUisk 
the copy of pleadings "from the Original Maai^ 
scripts now remaining amongst the other Records of 
this Realm in the Tower of Londim : which (being 
a Clerk in that Office) I did the rather think iit to 
do, because some eminent Lawyers had formerly ob- 
tained copies thereof ; " and he snspeots that in 
time the copies must be printed from imperfect 
transcripts. The original MS. which he followed 
had an antiquity, he thinks, of more than 300 years. 
There is a fair copy of the MS., called the Vetua 
Codex^ amongst the MSS. of Lord Calthorpe (num- 
bered clxzxi.), certified by the elder Ryley, 22 
July, 1643. {Hut. MSS, Comn,, IL, 46.) It would 
appear from these details that the main portion of 
the book was not so mu^ a compilation of the 
Byleys', as the publication of a MS. already pre- 
pared. 

The imprimatur was granted by ROn FotUr, 
The following commendation appears: "I think 
the printing of these Records, entitled PlacUa 
parliamentarian together with the Appendix an- 
nexed, will be of excellent use and adrantage to 
the Professors of the Ck>mmon Law, and all others 
who are desirous to know the truth of History by 
the best and most antient Evidences of it. 
Henbaox Finch." Finch, afterwards the Earl of 
Nottingham, bom 1621, died 1682, wsa the cele- 
brated Father of Equity, and the author of the 
Statute of Frauds. Like the younger Ryley, be 
wad of Westminister School and Christ Church, 
Oxon., entering the Utter as a gentleman commoner 
in 1635-6 ; and he preceded young Ryley to the 
Inner Temple* During the interregnum he was a 
most diligent student of the law, and on the Rested 
cation his promotion* was rapid. He became (1660) 
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Solicitor-Oeiiend to the King, was knighted, and 
made a baronet. In 1661 he was M.P. for Oxford ; 
in 1670 Attomey-Geneial, and in 1678 became Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal with the title of Baroa 
Finch of Daventry. Hia other proaiotiona were^ 
Lord Ohancellor, 1676, and Earl of Kottinghaa 
1681. He was the Amri of Absolom and AchitopheL 
Mr. Watesa states that Finoh was, throngh hia 
mother Franda Bell, nearly related to Elisabeth 
Chester, the wife of the yonnger Ryley. This 
marriage with a daughter of the house of the 
Cheaters of Chichley, took plaoe, it is supposed, 
before the Bestoration. The Chesters had been 
loyal to the King in the dvil war, and their influ- 
ence at Court was of great service to the younger 
Biley and his father in enabCng them to remain in 
the Beoord Offioe under the new Keeper. (Waten^ 
€fenedlogie(il MemoSn^ L, 176.) 

An opinion of the work, in Nioholson's Eng, HiiL 
lAh. (fo. 1714^ p. 193), as foUowa »—" In what 
Form Statutes and other Parliamentary eonstitn* 
iions were antiently drawn may be seen at large ia 
IT. RyUnfsPlouMa ParUomenkLfia{toL Lend. 1661), 
in which we hare Judgements upon such Pleadiaga 
in the Parliaments of Sdtoatrd the First and Edward 
the Second. To these there is added an Appendix 
of Statutes, Ordinances, and other Becords, wherar- 
by the author would prove the Homage heretofore 
paid by the Kings of ScoUaiid to ours, to be (as 
many other writers both before and after him have 
endeavoured to do) for their whole Bealm ; and 
not solely for XngUah countiea which they held in 
Fee." 

The British Museum copy of the 1661 edition 
0$IO» k. 21) contains notes by Francis Hargrave, 
the learned lawyer and Becorder ef Liverpod, 
whose large law library was purchased by Parli»> 
ment in 1813 for Linc(^*s Inn at a cost d £&,000, 
On 26 Oct. r 1807, Haigrave wK>te the foUowing 
notes in the PUxcUai—'^'Sote that Lmii Hale ia 
hie MS,, p. 78^ 6 Discourse on Judicature of the 
Consilium Begis, &«., takea particular notice of 
this publication by Wm. Byley, which shows that 
■uch discourse was at least in part written after 
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1661 — In Lord Hale's Treatise now printed, on the 
Jariediction of the Lord a House, and in his un- 
printed BIS. on the Kind's Consiliam Ordinariuiii, 
he refers occasionally to this book, sometimea by 
the name of Ryley, and sometimes by the descrip- 
tion Liber Parliameti." 

The younger Ryley refers to this work in the 
account of the suflferings and services of his father 
and himself : — 

" 1661. Now since his mattes most happy Kestau- 
ration William Ryley, Junior, did through his 
Industry and care find out that Original memorable 
recognition of the Ring's Royall grandfathers tytle 
to the Empire of great Brittain wch he presented to 
his matie. As also the original of the Solemne 
League and Covenant of Scotland, together with 
the Gommissisns att Breda, both signed by hia 
Matie that now is, wch the Scotchmen then in 
Towne offered hym 200011 for it, wch he gave [be- 
fore 1667] the Ute [Edward Hyde] the Lord 
Chancellor, having no opportunity to present them 
to hia Maties oune hands. Besides there was several 
other remarkable Services p'formed by hym in the 
sorting and separating the Scotch Registers, vi2t 
Amongst the rest hee found foure great volumes 
oontaineing the Acts and Ordinances of Severall 
Parliaments of Scotland beginning 15o Maij, 1639, 
and ending 8^o Maroij, 1650, wch are now remaining 
in the paper office att Whitehall, and kept therefor 
his Marios especial service. 

" 1662. William Ryley, senior, presented a 

manuscript to his Matie De Superioritate Maria 

Anglite wch he carefully laboured and sought out of 

the Records of the Tower. William Ryley, junior, 

in the same yeare did vindicate the militia for the 

King as his just right belonging to him and hia 

Royal Predecessors, wch he proved by the Records 

in the Tower, and printed in a book in folio 

intituled Placita Parliamentaria, dedicated to the 

Ute Lord Chancellor."

[No. i09.]-PABISH BBOISTEKS IN THB 
COUNTY OF LANCASTER. 

COKMITIf ICATKD BT SiB JOHN MaOLEAN, F.S.A. 

Parish Begisters form probably a olass of books 
as nnmeroos as any in England, and it is very 
astonishing to find how little is known, even by 
the deigy who have charge of them, of their origin 
or the date of their introduction into this eountry. 
Before entering npon the list of Begisters in Lanca- 
shire it may, ther fore, be desirable to eay a few 
words by way of Introduction. 

It is evident from the classical authors that Be- 
gisters of births and deaths were n^ularly kept at 
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Athens and Rome from the remotest period. It 
u presumed that it was the knowledge of this fact 
which led the historian — ^David Hume — ^to commit 
the hlnnder of saying that parish registers were not 
regularly kept in England in the 12th century, 
whereas they were wholly unknown in Christendom 
until the end of the 15th century. The first re- 
nters, in the sense of our parish registers — ^that is 
ft record of the christenings, marriages, and hurialfl 
of all daases of the community — ^were estahlished 
in Spain by Cardinal Ximenes in 1497» and it has 
been supposed that Thomas Cromwell had become 
acquainted with the value of the system by his 
residence for a short time in the Netherlands. 
However this may have been, when, in 1535, be 
was appointed by King Henry VIII. — ^who had 
assumed the title of Supreme Head of the Church 
of England, — ^his Vicar-General, he resolved to in- 
troduce the same system into England. This pro- 
posal, eoupled with the changes in religion, was 
exceedingly unpopular, and gave rise to great 
tumulta and rebellion, more especially in the 
northern and western parts of the country, so that 
the project was retarded. In September, 1538 (30 
Henry VIIL), however, all episcopal authority 
being suspended, Cromwell issued general injunc- 
tions to tiie clergy, the 12th of which iMH>vided : — 
" That you, and every parson, vicar, and curate, 
within this diocese, for every church keep one book 
or register, wherein he shall write the day and 
year of every wedding, christening, and burial, 
made within your parish for your time and so that 
every man succeeding you likewise, and also there 
insert every person^s name that shall be wedded, 
christened, and buried. And for the safe keeping 
of the same book, the parish shall be bound to pro- 
vide of their common charges one sure coffer, with 
two locks and keys, whereof the one to remain 
with you, and the other with the wardens of every 
parish, wherein the said book shall be laid up, 
which book ye shall every Sunday take forth, and, 
in the presence of the said wardens or one of them, 
write and record in the same all the weddings, 
christenings, and buriab made the whole week 
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ftf ore ; and for every time the nme shall be omitted 
the party that shall be in fault thereof shall forfeit 
to the said church iij iiijd. to be employed in the 
reparation of the aaid church.'* As this was the 
first Order for the establishment of parish registers 
I give it Terbatim. Nevertheless we find that in 
many parishes the registers were commenced at 
earlier dates, though there are none earlier, so far 
as I am aware, in the Ck>unties of Lancaster and 
Chester. 

The above order would appear to be sufficiently 
stringent* but the dergy were very laz in their 
obedienoe to it during the disturbed period firom 
the death of Henry VIIL to the accession ol Queen 
Elizabeth, though the injunction was more than 
once repeated. EUaabeth, in the first year of her 
reign, issued a further Injunction upon tiie subject^ 
and the clergy were required upon their admission 
to benefices to make a solenm declaration, among 
other things, *' I shall keep the register book ao^ 
oording to the Queens Majesties Injunctions.** 
Still there continued much negligence on the part 
of the clergy, and in 1597 the Archbishop, Bish o ps^ 
and Clergy ol the province of Canterbury made a 
Constitution, which was approved by the Queen 
nnderthe Great Seal; and which, after noticing 
the exceeding utility of parochial registers, lays 
down very minute directions for their careful pre- 
servation ; and it appears that persons were ap- 
pointed from time to time to examine the registers 
to see that they were properly kept» and if not, to 
fine the persons who had been negligent. 

So the matter stood on the assembling of the 
Convocation of the Province of Canterbury in 1603 
(1 James) when further measures were taken with 
respect to the keeping and preservation of Parish 
Begisters, as laid down in canon 70. It will be. 
sufficient to say that it was ordered that every 
pariah should provide " one parchmadhook where- 
in should be written the day and year of every 
christening, wedding and burial whidi had been in 
the parish since the law was first made in that 
behalf, so far as the ancient books thereof can be 
procured, and especially since the beginning of the 
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laign ol the late Queen. " Speoifio directiooe weM 
ftlao given for the keeping of the books, %nd it wat 
ordered thftt the miniflter aod ohorohwardeai 
■hoold fttteet the entriee «t the foot of each page, 
and that the ohorchwardens every year ehonld send 
a oopy of the register for that year to the Bishop's 
Begistry, there to be preserved. I «h«U not hero 
speak ol the disgraoefol negleot, so far as my ex« 
perienoe goes, with which these invalnable tran- 
■oripts have been treated, though they were plaoed 
intheehiigeof the DiooesanJEUgistry forpre«0nK»- 
KoM, in oaae of aecident to the original registers by 
fire or otherwiae, and to prevent fraudulent tamper* 
lag with the originala. The mistakes whioh have 
arisen ont of the Order for copying and attestation 
of the old regiflten have been very amusing. Some 
psnoMi have observed that the registers have been 
■igned fay the same inoombent of the ohorch for a 
period esctending over sixty or eighty yesn, and* 
not knowing the drenmstanees, have drawn extra* 
ordinary oanolnsianw as to the longevity of the 
oleigy. 

I>aiiBgthe great rebellion and interregnum in 
the middle of the 17th oentory the parish registen 
wore very inogularly kept. In some parishes for 
aevenal years no entries ai^Mar. Cromwell, how* 
ever, was not indifferent to the value of these r^ 
oord% and in the year 1653 an Act was passed 
directing that rogistrars should be choeen in eveiy 
parish. The eleigy having been expelled from their 
hcnefioQS^ and the ordinanocs of the Churoh abro- 
gatod, it will be observed by those who examine 
tlie r^gwtera for this period that marriages were 
odebcated before justioes of the peooe, and it must 
lie bone in mind that the dates of Imih are given 
instead of the dates of baptimi. 

In this brief sketch it is not necessary that I 
ahonld notice all the legislation or other tninaao- 
timui oooneoted with parish registers, but there are 
two or three of a prominent character upon which 
I should say a few words. In 1679 (30 Charks IL 
oap. 4) an Act was passed intituled, ** An Act tar 
Bnryingin Woollen, *' and was intended "for lessening 
the importation of linen from beyond the seas^ and 
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the enoottzogema&t of the vooUea »n^ paper 
mannfaotores of this kingdoin." In the onse of 
every intemient it was required that within eight 
days an affidavit should bo bronght* ander a 
penalty of JB5, that the person was not boned in 
linen. This explains frequent entries in registei-s 
to this effect* *• Buried in Woollen as per affidavit**' 
and "Buried in Unen and flnepaid**— entries which 
bavepoBsled many persons. This Act wasnot »- 
pealed unta 64 Qeofge HI. cap. 108 (1814). 

Inl75d an Act was passed called Lord Haidwick's 
Act (26 George n. m^ 8») for preventing da&des* 
tine marriages, and I only mention this because it 
was the oause of the introduction of a new form of 
B^gistor fev mairiages, so that from 1754 the mar- 
riages were reoorded in a separate book. 

In 1788 (28 Oeoigo IIL), a tax of threepenoe was 
imposed upon every entry in a pariah register. It 
WM, however, very nnpoptxlar and did not last 
long. It was repealed in 1794, and whilst on the 
statute book it was aUaost a dead letter. In 1812, 
by Qeoige Boee's Act (63 Qeoige HI. cap. 146), the 
whole system of parish registers was altered and 
not for the bettor. Upon this question I do not 
intend to enter. 

There an in the old registers many memoranda 
of reoiarkable oircamstanoes in the parish and 
neighbourhood, and various curious entries illnstni. 
tive of the manners and feelings of the times, 
which greatly add to the interest and value of the 
agisters. These notes we miss in the modem 
•tiff and foimal books, and it is much to be desired 
that aU incumbents of parishes would keep, as 
some do, with the parish registers, a separate book 
wherein to enter such memoranda ; or insert a few 
blank leaves in their registers whereon to enter 
such notes. With the Editor's permission I may 
at a future time communicate some examples of 
■uch memoranda.

JWo. iia.]~THE MATHERS OF ABCEBIOA. 

Mr. Horace E. Mather, of Hartford, Goon., 
U.S.A., in a commanioation, says : — " Having 
taken mach interest in the name which has for 
many generations, on both sides of the Atlantic, 
been honoared, and as its bearers have stood in 
the front rank in all the great and good movements 
of the times in which they lived, I esteem it a 
pleasare to gather facts safficient to warrant the 
assertion that a thorough work of the Mather 
family, embracing the different branches in the Old 
and New World, will be published. Probably with 
some one of the names of the past or present which 
I mention below, you will trace a connection, or 
will be able to give facts which will help me to do 
it. Alexander Mather, M. P. from Norwich, Bng., 
in 1647. The Mathers of Lancashire, to whom the 
Bngliah Grown granted a coat of arms in 1676. 
Thomas Mather, Glyn Abbot (county of Flint), 
who was granted a coat of arms in 1847 ; his 
father, Ellis, and grandfather, Daniel, were resi- 
dents of Tozteth, Eng. James Mather, in 1612 
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l^pom HIndlef , or Aspnl. Bog. B#t. Wm. Math«v 
ftbont 1800 from Dover, En^. Rov. John Mftther, 
iboDt 1800, from Beverloy. John Mather, Lowtod, 
Lancaahire ; his son, Thomas ; and grandson, Bev* 
Riohard Mather, horn in Lowton in 1508^ whoa« 
old retideooe is still standing in Lowton ; Riohard 
fflino over to Boston in the 'JamM' in 1636 and 
has nnmeroQs desoendants in America. His eldest 
soBt Rev. Samoel, retomed to Bnglandt pteae h ed 
in London, and was appointed Chaplain hy the 
Lord Mayor. He also preached in Dnblin, where 
he died October 29, 1671, and waa buried in the 
Church of St. Nicholas. Another son of Richatd'» 
Ret. Nathaniel, also retomed to ESnrope, praaohed 
at Barnstaple, Dablio, and London, where he died 
in 1607, Joly 26. Joseph Mather came firom Wake 
in 168a, tattled in Pennqrlt»iun» where titers are 
iiven generations and seven lines. Riehard Mather 
eame from Liverpool in 1615* to Fhihidelphia, in 
the ship ' Rebecca *--no farther facts aboat him 
are known by me. A Doctor Thomas Mather died 
at Halifax, N. S., in 1762. Wm. Williams Mather, 
a diatingaished geologist, died in Colomlms, Ohio, 
in 1850l'* For genealogieal information respeoting 
the Lowton Mathers, see Noa. 67, 60, and 66.

We have now to set in dne order the few detaila 
gathered together of the doeing days, first, of the 
elder Ryley, and, nert, of the yoonger Ryl^. It 
is a record of disappointed ambitba. 

Of eonrse we meet with the two heralds in the 
pages of the gossip Pepys. That diarist, nnder data 

of 13 May, 1664, relatee the particolars of the 
qoarrel of the Honse of Parliament with the ine* 
pressible Frynne ; and he then adds : ** I saw old 
Ryley the Herald, and his son ; and qpoke to hia 
son, who told me in very bad words oonceniing Mr. 
Vfein that the king had giTea him as offioe «< km^ 
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lag the Beeords, but that he never oomei thitheri 
Bar had been there these six months, bo that I per- 
eeive they expect to get his employment from him. 
Thus everybody is liable to be envied and sap* 
planted. " 

The following docnment falls in here ; — ^Petn* ef 
Wm Ryley sen k Wm Ryley jnn for a grant of JtlOO 
per ann. for their natural Uvee, as was granted ta 
Sir Joseph Williamson, 31 Dee. 1661, payable oat 
ef the doty or composition of Ifd. per dialdron fov 
seaFOoaL (State Paper 0£Boe Docnments, voL iL 
No. S7).— MM Bepi. Dep. Keeper, p. 249. 

As Lancaster Herald Ryley, with Henry De- 
Chicke Ronge-croix, the Karshalls and Deputies to 
Sir Edward Byssh Olarenoeux, began in the year 
1668 to take the visitation of the county of Bliddle- 
sex. This vintation was privately printed by Sir 
Thomas Phillips, Bart, in folio at Salisbury in 
1890, and contains 94 pedigrees. It was printed 
from John SanndenT copy in the Harleian MSS. 
(1468, No. 6, fo. 112). See Lowndes's MamnMl p. 
1644 ; Sims's Mmnud p. 169. 

Byley died in July, 1667 ; and he was buried ia 
the eaet cloisters of Westminster Abbey, 26th cf 
that month, as " William Ryley one of the Heralds. ^ 
{Befjiden, p. 166.) He died intestate, and his son 
William administered to his estate, 22 Oct., 1667. 

He was succeeded in his office of Lancaster 
Hendd by Robert Ohalloner, who was thus recom- 
mended (Aahm BftSS., and cf Quillims Obs, on Me 
Officer and Officert qf Arms, p. 64) for promotion 
by the Earl Marahidl's deputies : — 

Wee the Lords GommiBsioners for y^ office of 
Earle Marshall of England doe hereby certify thai 
Robert Chalouer Blewmantle, eldest pursivant aft 
Armes, is a fitt person to succeede in ye office of 
Lancastr Herauld now voyde by ye death of 
William Ryley Bsqr. k doe hereby recommend him 
to his Matie for a graunt of the said office accor- 
dingly. Given under our hands this 24th day of 
July, 1667. J. Roberts.

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Am to fhe son we get some ample details of hi» 
last em^oymentB in the acooant ot bis ** sufferings 
and services*' (written after the fall of Clarendon 
in 1667 and before the death of the father), and in 
other papers, which have been grossly misdated in 
the CalendarB of State P^»ers* 

'* The said Byley (jumor] hath lately made an 
abstract- oat of the Beoords in the Tower of all 
saoh Treatyes of Peace or Traces as have bin acted 
or done between the Kings of England and other 
Princes or States now ia the custody of Mr, 
Williamson.' He likewise hath carefolly preserved 
all the records and daymes of all the fforests, 
Parks, Chases and Warrens on this side Trent, in 
the time of the late Waires, and had made Calen* 
dars and Indexes thereunto for his Maties ad van* 
tage, with no small labour and charge. 

*' He likewise hath attended upon the honble the 
house of Lords ever since the year 1660 with such 
Secords as they by many warrants commanded to 
bring from the Tower, at his owns proper costs and 
charges, having as yett received no compensation 
for the same. Nor for any other services done 
whereby he and his family are very much im- 
poverished." 

The foUowing undated petition of William Ryley» 
olerk in *your Majesty's Office of the Becords 
within your Majesty's Tower^' was addressed to 
the King. Its date lies between the death of hia 
father and that of Prynne in October, 1669. The 
petitioner states that his father was a clerk in the 
said office for 46 years, petitioner having been 
trained and brought up there for the past 23 years 
is more serviceable than any other in the manage- 
ment thereof. Prays for a grant of the custody of 
the said office in reversion after the decease of 
Wm. Prinne, the present keeper. (State Paper 
Office Documents, vol. ii., No. 25.) 30^ Heport 
Deputy Keeper, p. 247. 

Two or three years after the last petition, 
William Ryley, deputy keeper of the Tower 
Records, penned another as follows : Has served 
28 years in his place which his late father has held 
48 y wni with little profit, since the dissolution of 
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the Conrt of Wards; b«B been at great ohaige 
about oarriage and tranacript of recordB for Parlia- 
ment^ &o., and reoeiyed no benefit for 12 yeara 
past. Requeata a grant of the old briok tower, 
>ome decayed wood, and two mined honaes, in the 
Tilt yard, Greenwich. (Vol. Ixyi., No. 167., p. 
028) 

Wm. Byley, Jul [to Lord Cbanoellor Finch?} 
Being in a declining condition throagh dropsy, oon« 
anmption, and aeveral other diatempera, ao that 
many of the College of Phyaidana dedare there is

NiehoUu BlundeU. The Blundells of Ince^Blun' 
dell and the Blundells of Crosby, both in tho 
parish of Sefton, were doubtless of the same 
origin, but their preoLBe connection has not 
been ascertained. They were, however, in 
existence early in the thirteenth century, and 
probably much earlier. TAe member in thi* 
Parliament may be conjectured as the -jA^ota^ 
Blundell of Orosby, who was living 3 Hen. IV. 
1402. and whose dau/i^hter and heiress AUce 
Blundell, was, according to some pedigeees, 
the wife of her relative WUUam Blundell, of 
Ince-Blundell. The last male descendant of 
the Blundells of Ince, Charles Robert Blundell, 
Esq , died in 1837, s. p., and the family is now 
represented by the heirs of his two sisterst 
viz. Lord Camoys and Sir Charles Henry 
Tempest, Bart. The male descent of the 
Blundells of Cxosby failed in 1737 with Nicholas 
Blundell, Esq., whose daughter and eventually 
sole heiress Frances Blundell, the wife of 
Henry Peppard, left a son Nicholas, who as. 
sumed the maternal surname, and was ancestor 
of the present Nicholas BlundeU, of Crosby, 
Esq., now the representative of this branch of 
the family.

John de Bothe or Booth, of Barton, in the Parish 
of Eccles. The family of Booth, afterwards 
well-known as of Dunham Massey, Cheshire, 
originally derived from Lancashire, receiving, 
it is said, their surname from a place called 
"The Booths" Their first known ancestor, 
Adam de Booths, lived in the thirteenth cen- 
tury, from whom, third in descent, was John 
de Bouthe, who by marris^ with the daughter 
and heiress of Sir OUberide Barton, of Barton, 
acquired that manor, which henceforth became 
the seat of bis descendants. The member for 
Lancashire in this Parliament was srandson of 
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thia marriage. He left at hia deoeaae » 
Dumeroas iasue Besides, two elder aoaii^ 
Thomas, afterwards knighted, who oontinaed 
the line at Barton, and Boberi, ancestor of the 
Booths of Danham Maasey, no less than three 
of his yonnger sons attained to episcopal 
honour, namely, WilUam, third son, saooes- 
airely Bishop of lichfield and Coventry and 
Arohhishop of Tork; John, sixth son. 
Bishop of Exeter; and Laurence, youngest 
son. Bishop of Durham, Archbishop of 
York, Keeper of the Privy Seal, and ultimately 
Lord Chancellor The male line of Sir Thomaa 
Booth, the eldest son, failed in the fourth 
generation with John Booth, of Barton, £!sq., 
who died towards the end of the sixteeth oen* 
tury, leaving three daughters his co-heiresses, 
namely, I- Margaret, married to Sir Edmund 
Trafford, of Tri^ord. 2. Anne, wife of Oeorge 
Legh, of High Legh, Cheshire. 8. Dorothy, 
married to John Molyneiue, The late George 
Comewall Legh, Esq , M P f or North Cheshire 
from 1841-68, was eldest co-heir-general, if not 
sole representative of the Booths, of Barton. 
The Booth family, for many generations of 
great repute, and at oue time numerous and 
widespread in Lancashire and Cheshire, appears 
now to have entirely failed in both counties, 
although families bearing the name and arms 
exist in other parts of the country, who claim 
to derive from the same stock Arms of Booth 
of Barton : Argent, three boars* heads erect and 
erased sahle.

In compliance with your request, I add a few 
facta with regard to the Mathers of America, in 
addition to those gathered by Mr. W. D. Pink. 

WilUam WiUiarM Mather, LL.D. (Boston Uni- 
Tenrity, 1855), a descendant of Bev. Richard 
Mather, of Lowton (England), was bom in 
Brooklyn, Conn., U.S. A, May 24, 1804, died in 
Columbus, Ohio, Feb. 27, 1859. In 1828, he gradu- 
ated at West Point, was assistant Professor of 
Chemistry and Mineralogy, from 1829 to 1835 ; was 
appointed Ist Lieut, at West Point. He was after- 
wards Professor of Chemistry in Louisidna Univer- 
sity, geologist of Sonth-Eastem New York, State- 
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geol<^Bt of Ohio and of Kentucky, Profesaor of 
Natural Seienre, of Ohio University, and yice- 
president and acting-president of the same. He w 
said to have had the largest and best collection off 
Biinerals and geological specimens in the West. He 
was the author of "Geology," 1833; report of 
"Geol. Survey of Ohio," eight vols, 1838 r 
" Geol. of New York," 1843 ; also of the States of 
Maine, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Michigan, and 
Western Territories ; of numerous sdeBtific papers ; 
and was editor of '* Western Agriculturalistr" 
1851-2. 

I would like to mention in this connection 
another of the Mathers, who came from Wales in 
1682. Joseph Mather^ who his descendants think 
was connected with the Mathers from Lowton, 
arrived in Pennsylvania when quite a young 
man with Phineas Pemberton, from Bolton 
(England), where some of the Mather family 
lived later and possibly at that time. There 
have been many descendants of Joseph in Pennsyl* 
vania, who have been mostly connected with the 
Society of Friends. He married Elizabeth Russell* 
of Cheltenham, Montgomery Co., Pennsylvania, 
adjoining Philadelphia, and members of the family 
have continued to live in that vicinity to the pre- 
sent time. There were several Richard Mathers 
among his descendants. Richard, the son of 
Joseph, the immigrant, was the laigest land owner 
in the county in the olden time, owning very valu- 
able land on Ridley Creek ; in fact, the family have 
distinguished themselves by owning good land 
around Philadelphia and living quiet lives. Josej^ 
S. Mather, a descendant of Joseph, was a very 
prominent merchant in Philadelphia, a leader of 
the Whig party, and member of the State Legis- 
lature. Ogontz, the late residence of Jay Cooke 
(the great banker), and perhaps the most costly 
private residence in America, was bnUt on a part 
of the land at Cheltenham for many generations in 
the Mather family. Parts of the same are still 
owned by them. 

The Rev. Atanah MaJther^ great-grandson of the 
Rev. Richard, of Lowton (Eng.), and son of the 
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Bey. Samiiel Mather, of Windsor (Conn.), w«s 
settled at Saybrook (Conn.). He was a very 
peculiar man yet one of much abili^, and one who 
had considerable notice taken of him by the State 
in which he lived, aa history well attests. On his 
gravestone at Saybrook ia inscribed the following 
aingnlar epitaph i— 

A general Mholar, an eminani OhriBtiaA, a 

very great lufferer, 
Bui now in glory a triomphar. ^ 

He many weeks felt death's attack^ 
But fervent prayers kept him back. 
Hii fiiith and paitienoe waa to try 
And learn as how to live and die. 
Having the wings of faith and love, 
And feathera of a holy dove, 
He bids the world adiew. 
And wisely ap to he^fcven he flew. 
Diatnrb not then his precious dust 
With oensors that are moat uuiust, 
Azariah AAather was a tutor for the College in 
Saybrook. As a linguist he greatly excelled, and 
was also an able divine. A sermon was preached 
by him in Latin on '* Being Baptized for the dead.' 
Three of his sermons were published — " Woe to 
Sleepy Sinners," ** An Election Sermon," and '* A 
Sabbath Day's Best" He died February 11, 1736. 
SUathn Maiher, of Windsor, who lived daring 
the Bevdlation, declared the taking of his dock 
weights (to be made into ballets) an illegal act. He 
took an oath that his dock should stand without 
weights until the anthority which took them away 
should return them. Through all the long thirty 
years of the old man*s after-life, the old clock was 
to him an unmoved witness of his persevering 
observance of his oath, and when, at the age of 
eighty-four, he looked for the last time upon the 
face of his dock it still gave no sound. 

Ten of the descendants of the Bev. Bichard 
Mather graduated at Harvard College up to 1698, 
and a large number since then at the various 
Colleges of America. 

No library in existence is said to have oon« 
tained so extensive and varied a collection of the 
writings of the Mathers, as that of the late Qeoige 



Bfinley, of Hartford, Gonnectioat, the sale of 
which took place in New York daring the week 
commencing Monday, March 10th last. The valne 
of the booka may be inferred from the prices of 
tome of them which I will state. A short poem, 
dedicated to the memory ot the Rev« and Rzcel* 
lent A. Uriah Oakes, believed to be the first of 
Cotton Mather's 385 pablished works, and the only 
one known, broaghtSOOdols. Aoothw short poem by 
him called '* An Elegy," making a book of only 
twenty small pages, sold for 205 dels. It is 
marked in the catalogue "superlatively rare," and 
Mr. Brinley believed it to be the only cooy in any 
library. Of the 400 lots sold on Wednesday, 270 
were Mather books. "Magnalia Christi Ameri- 
cana," by Cotton Mather, D.D., a laige paper 
copy, published in London, 1702, sold for 110 dols. 
'* Memorable Providences," a work on witchcraft^ 
published in Edinbur^^, 1689^ one of the rarest and 
most important pamphlets, was bought for the 
Library of Congress for 160 dols. " Late Memor- 
able Providences" (London, 1091), brought 52 dolff. 
"]>ecenum Lnctaosum," or '* Remarkable Odcu^- 
lences" (Boston, 1699), '* a beauty in binding and 
condition," brought 105 dols. «' Brief History of 
War with Indians," which started at 100 dfoUk^ 
told for 260 dols., and was bonght lor the New 
York collection. Cotton Mather's "Wonderaof 
the Invisible World," an account of the tr als of 
several witches then lately executed in New Kag- 
laud, sold for 100 dols. Another copy of the same 
in less perfect dondition sold for 40 dols. Yale 
College became the fortunate poasetsor of a seriee 
of seventeen tracts in one volume, which belonged 
to the library of Increase Mather, President of 
Harvard College. The volume sold for 155 dolt.

We learn from a religious newspaper published in 

Hartford, OonneoticuU, (U. States) that--" William 

B. Hawee, Esq., has presented to the General Con- 

foenoe for preservation in their Memcnrial Hall, a 

Bible with annotations, in two laige folio yolnmes, 

which is said to hare been owned and used by the 

celebrated Dr Cotton Mather, and handed down 

from him through members of the Mather family 

to the recent owner. Efforts were made by the 

friends of several literary institutions to secure 

this treasure for their libraries ; but the owner, a 

son of the Rev. Josiah Hawes once pastor in Con- 

necticutt, generously presented it to the Annalist 

of the Conference, feeling that their Memorial Hall 

in Hartford is the most appropriate place for its 

preservation, and that there is a peculiar fitness in 

associating together the name of Mather and the 

Hall which is to centaia such memorials of our 
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Congnf^ooal charuhes and their mmisten m caa 
be gathered there. The thanks oC the Oonferenoe 
are due to the donors of this important relio, which 
was for a long time in the posseiision of one residing 
out of the estate. The Bev. Josiah Hawes wa« 
pastor in North Cornwall from 1806 to ISIS, and 
in the parish in Lyme now oaUed Hamburg from 
1814 to 1833. Thia Bible was presented to Mr. 
Hawes while in Lyme, 1832, by Dr. Samuel Mather 
of thai place, who had. zeosived.it from others of 
the name, claiming for it a great age, .and trsoing 
it as above stated to the dAys of Dr^ Cotton Mather. 
The rebinding of these yolomes in 1860 took from 
their surface the aspect of anti^tfy, which is at 
once apparent when they are opened. On one of 
the fly leaves is this inscription — ' Hannah Mather, 
her book, given her by . her honored Father, the 
Bev. Mr. Aaariak Mather-1737.' This Bev. 
▲ariah Mather was pastor in Saybiook from 1710 
to 1732.*' He was great grandson of the Bev. 
Biohard Mather of Lowton.— (See Note No. IIG.)

Among the extracts from Richard Mather's diary 
printed in these columns (See No. 25) was a short 
statement respecting the Sunday Schools, estab* 
lished in 1785 in Hindley, by Mr. Ralph Peters, 
of Piatt Bridge, and the special school sermons 
preached in Hindley Chapel the following year, 
Wheeler's Manchester Ohroniele or Weekly Adoev 
UseTf dated October 7th, 1786, has the following 
notice, which agrees with and explains the old 
diary : — '* At Piatt Bridge, on Sunday, October 15^ 
1786 : We hear that at the request of Ralph 
Patters, Esq., of Piatt Bridge, a sermon will be 
preached at Hindley Chapel, near Wigan, for the 
benefit of the Suuday Schools . established in that 
neighbourhood by the Rev. Mr. Bennett. A 
select number of boys and girls, educated in the 
Sunday Schools belonging to the district of St. 
Mary's, Manchester, will attend to sing such 
psalms and hymns as are suitable on the occasion ; 
and some striking parts of the Messiah and other 
oratorios will be interspersed through the service 
by several of the best vocal performers of Hiodley." 
Further, it is recorded that ** Sunday last a sermon 
was preached by the Rev. Mr. Ainsworth, at Birch 
Chapel, for the benefit of the Sunday Schools, 
when the collection amounted to upwards of £16.'' 
to Mr. Richard Mather's statement (sea 
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preyioiu note) the «moant colleoted at Hindley 
Chapel was £22 7s. 6d., and the singers were 
broaght from Manchester in a coach. An entry

FAMILY WITH LANOASHIBE. 

I am endeavouring to establish the correctness 
and to trace oat the steps of the traditional descent 
of Lord Nelson from the Nelsons, tUs Nektons, of 
Mawdsley, in Lancashire. This is a subject in 
which many of your readers will probably feel an 
interest* and they may some of them be able and 
willing to aid me with information. The probable 
descent, of which I am seeking additional evidence t 
is as follows: — 

Rkhard NeUon, als NeUton, of Mawdsley, oo. 
Lane, so called in a deed dated 1508, was father of 

Ntkon, als NMon, of Mawdsley ; and also 

probably by a second wife, sup osed to have been 
a member of the family of the Cliftons, of Baring- 
Ion, in Shropshire, of 

Thomcm Nehon, als Nelitan, who was of Fair- 
hurst, in Wrightington, co. Lane., in 1547-8, 
between which date and 1594 or 1595, when he 
died, he was a party in numerous suits in the 
Dutchy of Lancaster, respecting property pi 
Wrightington, Mawdsley, Parbold, Lathom, Bisp* 
ham, Aughton, Newton, Ducker, and Lancaster. 

He was by his first wife, Ceoilie, daughter and 
heiress of Ralph Maxey, father of Richard and 
Thomas^ who successively succeeded him at Fair- 
hurst ; of Ceeette, wife of Michael Doughty, o^ 
Thomelie, and now represented by the Barl of 
Derby ; and, as it is supposed, of Bdmundt who was 
of Lancaster, and WiUiam, 

By his second wife, EUen, daughter and heiress 

of WiUiam NeUon^ of Mawdsley, he had another 

■on, Miehaeit who^ being much younger, was perhaps 

named after his Inother-in-law, Michael Doughty. 

WUUam NeUon, sapposed to havo been a 
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■on of the last-named ThomM Nefaon, vid t9 
have deriTed the crest — "atalbotTt head erMed" 
— horne by the Neleona of Wendling, from 
hu mother's family (it is assigned in heraldic 
works to the Mazeys of Baling^ in Essex, and 
Shottley, in Suffolk, and does not seem to have 
been used by any other family ol Nelson), was ol 
St. Andrews-in-the- Wardrobe, and afterwards off 
HoUoway, in London. 

By his first wife Judith Clinton, to whom he was 
married in 1577, he was father— besides his first 
■on, Michael, a daughter, Katherkie, wife of Bafe 
or William Barton, of Holloway, and other 
ehildien«-«f 

TKamoB NeUon, of St. GatherineVby-the-Tow^, 
in London, lus seocmd son, who was bom about 
1080, and is supposed to have removed, after 1608b 
into Norfolk and to have become Alderman and 
Mayor of Lynn B^gis, and held property at Soam- 
ing, in that county. 

He was the father of Afm, baptised at White- 
chapel in 1602 ; MkhaO, baptised at St. Eatherine'a 
in 1604 ; and, as ii supposed, of 

Edmund NeUon, who settled at Wendling, near 
East Dereham, in Norfolk. This member of the 
Ismily was, by his first wife, Joane, father of bis 
first son and heir. Edmund Nelson, of Wendling^ 
and afterwards of Seaming, in Norfolk, baptised at 
Wendling in 1629, and now represented by Mr. 
John Neleon, of Manchester, first son and heir of 
the late Matthew Nd$on, of Holme-next-the-Sea,

Son, Richard Tyldealey, of Tyldesley and 
Wardley, at whose death, «. p., in 1632, the 
Wardley HaU line failed.

Constituted by Royal 
aathority, Jaly 26, 1659, Commander-in-Chief 
of the forces te be raised in Cheshire, Lanca- 
shire, and North Wales, in which capacity he 
raised an army with the view of restoring King 
Charles II., but was defeated at Winnington 
Bridge, Korthwich, Aag. 19, 1659. Was after- 
wards one of the twelve members deputed by 
the Commons to convey to the King the recall 
of the House.

Their 
common ancestor seems to have been a John 
Bigby, of Wigan, who flourished early in the 
sixteenth century. His son Adam left two 
sons, from the elder John proceeded the Bigbys 
of Middleton, while the younger Alexander 
was ancestor of those of Burgh in Duxbury, 
and of Layton in the Fylde. Colonel Bigby, 
Baron of the Exchequer, was grandson of the 
former. The Bigbys of Middleton were ener- 
getic defenders of the Puritan interest in Lan- 
cashire, and active Parliamentary leaders.

•of the expulsion retomed to the House — and con* 
tinned to meet from May 7 till Oct 23, 1669, when 
they were once more ejected by the army. Two 
months later on December 29, th^ were again re- 
stored, after Ymng first compelled by Gen. Monk 
to admit those members formerly— ^m December C^ 
16i8— excluded as malignanta, by what is known 
as "Pride's Purge." They then sat for three 
months longer, finally dissolving themselves on 
March 16, 1660, having first caused writs to be 
issued for the calling of the "Convention Parli*- 
jnent," which met April 26 following^ and prepared 
the way for the Aestoration.

A further research more recently into the lives of 
the Byleys has brought to light faoti which modify 
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some of the infonnatioii already printed at the abova 
references. Thus it is found, as is shown upon the 
Pedigree, that the Wm. Ryley who was Rouge Rose 
from 1630 to about 1634, when he died, was really 
the father of Lancaster Herald ; and H is Lancaster 
who, as William Ryley, jwir., in 1633 (for so tha 
date should be), begs for the o£Bce of Bluemantley 
which he then obtained. And the information 
about the imprisonment of the elder Ryley is quali- 
fied by a reference to the original MS. of Ryley's 
anfferings, aa follows :-^ 

" 1643. That bee pLancaater] mayntayned and 
justified the Comission of Array, contrary to the 
many Ordinances of Parliament, and sent divers 
Goppies of Records to Oxford to disprove their said 
Acts and Proceedings, ffor which and for many 
other services done to the late king, bee was 
accused att the Comittee of Examinations at 
Westmr. and eomitted to the Custody of a Mes- 
senger, and was a prisoner for many weeks. — 1644. 
Be was likewise convented before William Len- 
thall Speaker of the house of Comons and eight 
dangerous Articles exhibited against him, wb. they 
could not prove, yett were all true. — 1645. Hee 
made a collection ei all the Oometts and Collours 
both of horse and foote used in the Parliaments 
service, together with the names of the owners and 
their mottoes all wch were painted in a faire Book 
wch he sent to the late King to Oxford woh was 
discovered by one John Ludas, who came from 
thence, whereupon he waa highly prosecuted ; and 
if Lucas had not then dyed, hee had bin tryed for 
bis life att a Councell of Warr."
